WHY  "THE  PASTORAL  STAFF"?

the  Church  was  quick  to  make  the  Pastoral  Staff  the 
symbol  of  Episcopal  authority.  When  the  Bishop  ap¬ 
peared,  he  carried  the  Pastoral  Staff  and  was  immedi¬ 
ately  recognized  as  the  chief  shepherd.  This  publica¬ 
tion  in  a  very  real  sense,  represents  the  Bishop;  it  en¬ 
ters  your  home  as  his  pastoral  representative,  one  of 
his  personal  contacts  with  you.  Hence — The  Pastoral 
Staff — the  official  publication  of  our  diocese,  which 
is  under  the  pastoral  care  of  one  of  the  spiritual  suc¬ 
cessors  of  those  first  shepherds,  commissioned  by  Our 
Blessed  Lord.

T OUND  among  the  news  notes  from  Trinity  Hungarian  Mission , 
submitted  by  Father  Smith.

Once  upon  a  time  there  was  a  man,  no  longer  young,  who  was  called 
by  Christ  to  serve  a  people,  deserted  by  their  priest  in  a  strange  land. 
They  spoke  a  tongue  unknown  to  him 1 — yet  bit  by  bit,  he  learned  to 
understand  them,  and  they  him.  For  a  long  time,  mindful  of  their 
former  hurt,  they  distrusted  him.  There  were  times  when  he  trudged 
many  tiring  miles  to  the  homes  of  those  who  no  longer  looked  upon  the 
Church  as  their  Holy  Mother,  to  be  met  by  bitter  rebuff — “No  priest 
wanted  here.”

My  Dear  People : 

Loving  greetings  to  you.  I  am  writing  this  enroute ' 
to  Memphis,  Tennessee,  where  I  am  to  attend  a  meeting 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  our  Church. 

You  have  probably  been  wondering  why  you  have 
not  been  receiving  the  Diocesan  paper  this  fall.  Dr. 
Hart,  who  has  been  publishing  it,  resigned  this  fall  as 
Rector  of  Trinity  Parish,  Michigan  City,  and  has  been 
transferred  to  another  Diocese.  Whereupon,  Father 
Stewart  was  appointed  Editor,  and  a  complete  reorgan¬ 
ization  of  the  whole  set-up  is  in  process.  He  is  securing 
a  number  of  advertisements  and  desires  to  obtain  sub¬ 
scriptions  so  that  with  greater  income,  we  may  have  a 
more  attractive  magazine  and  also,  by  making  it  of 
greater  general  interest,  we  may  be  able  to  get  the  Postal 
authorities  to  accept  it  as  second  class  matter  and  thus 
mail  it  direct  to  your  homes  instead  of  following  the 
past  method  of  sending  it  in  bundles  to  each  parish  and 
mission. 

Many  of  you  have  been  kind  enough  to  say  that  the 
Bishop’s  Diary  is  of  special  interest,  because  it  is  a  run¬ 
ning  account  of  most  of  our  Diocesan  activities.  Obvi¬ 
ously,  space  does  not  permit  in  this  issue,  the  printing 
in  full  of  the  diary  from  last  spring  to  the  present. 
Therefore,  I  am  requesting  Father  Stewart  to  select  the 
days  which  record  the  important  events  of  dioceson* 
provincial  and  general  news.  These  excerpts  from  the 
Diary  follow : 

Saturday,  July  16 — Drove  to  Kendallville  and  there 
with  Mr.  Grosvenor,  made  an  every  member  visitation. 
The  results  were  most  gratifying.  Kendallville  feels 
the  need  for  the  ministrations  of  Holy  Church  and  is 
taking  definite  steps  to  make  it  possible  to  secure  a  resi¬ 
dent  priest. 

Wednesday,  July  20 — Getting  ready  for  vacation — 
the  first  in  several  years.  Excellent  chance  to  catch  up 
on  reading.  Among  the  interesting  and  valuable  books 
read  recently  are,  Evelyn  Underhill’s  excellent  little 
work  entitled  “Worship”,  and  the  Presiding  Bishop’s 
book,  “History  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Japan.” 
Have  been  reading  the  Evangelical  Education  Society’s 
Papers.  In  order  to  be  sure  of  the  position  of  this 
trend  in  the  Church  and  properly  to  evaluate  it,  I  made 
copious  notes  thereon.  Constructed  small  altar  in  my 
place  of  retreat  in  order  that  daily  offices  and  Euchar¬ 
ists  might  not  be  interrupted.  One  of  the  great  admon¬ 
itions  of  the  Church  which  we  should  all  take  to  heart, 
“Pray  without  ceasing.”

Sunday,  August  14 — Called  to  Clear  Lake  this 
morning  on  account  of  the  death  of  Frances  Haberly, 
who  died  suddenly  at  her  brother’s  cottage.

Wednesday,  August  17 — Officiated  at  the  burial  ser¬ 
vice  of  Frances  Haberly,  assisted  by  Dean  Wheatley. 
Was  celebrant  at  the  Requiem  Eucharist. 

Friday,  August  1  9 — Went  to  Howe  for  commence¬ 
ment  of  Howe  Summer  Camp  and  School. 

Saturday,  August  20 — Drove  to  Michigan  City 
where  I  officiated  at  the  burial  service  of  Mrs.  Van  Pelt, 
at  Trinity  Church.  May  she  rest  in  peace. 

Thursday,  September  1 — Conference  all  morning 
with  the  Chancellor  and  another  attorney  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  matters  of  old  records  of  the  Diocese.

Almost  always  there  is  something  magnificently 
dramatic  in  one  of  the  Gospel  episodes.  Something  is 
always  happening  to  the  lives  of  those  who  watched 
our  Lord  as  He  “went  about  doing  good.’’  Hardly  in 
any  one  case  can  one  record  an  attitude  of  utter,  inept 
indifference  to  His  passing  by.  Either  it  demanded  re¬ 
spect,  won  loyalty  and  stirred  the  first  workings  of  true 
faith  and  charity,  or  else  it  engendered  hatred  on  the 
part  of  those  who  wanted  to  have  no  share  in  His  work 
and  wished  to  do  all  they  could  to  prevent  His  work 
from  spreading  wider  and  wider.  Our  Lord  passed  by 
down  a  village  street  and  He  left  behind  Him  two 
groups — one  of  these  wondered  whether  life  could  be 
worth  while  unless  they  followed  in  His  steps  and  the 
other  composed  of  those  who  violently  hated  the  very 
idea  of  Him.  “Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.’’  In  Ju¬ 
dea  and  in  Galilee  He  became  known  through  the  works 
He  did,  through  the  extraordinary  things  He  said,  and 
above  all  through  the  fearlessly  calm  attitude  He  showed 
toward  those  who  hated  the  mere  look  of  His  eyes,  the 
very  sound  of  His  voice. 

Along  many  a  dusty  and  stony  road,  both  in  Judea 
and  Galilee,  He  went  from  one  hamlet  to  another,  in¬ 
tent  on  His  father’s  business,  and  we  are  told  over  and 
over  again  that  His  wanderings  attracted  crowds  when¬ 
ever  He  went.  Men  and  women  would  come  out  of 
houses  to  meet  Him  on  the  way.  Some,  stirred  by 
something  they  did  not  themselves  account  for,  yearned 
for  direct  miracles.  Others,  urged  by  mere  empty  curi¬ 
osity,  were  just  eager  to  see  what  kind  of  a  new  prophet 
could  possibly  have  arisen  from  Nazareth.  But  few,  if 
any,  kept  aloof.  Ane  once  our  Lord  passed  anywhere, 
something  was  changed  in  that  place.  Let  us  take  a 
few  brief  episodes  from  the  gospels  and  consider  them. 
Our  Lord  had  passed  the  blind  man,  who  heard  His 
footsteps  and  cried  out  for  mercy  and  healing.  There 
by  the  wayside,  our  Lord  stopped  and  gave  the  man  his 
heart’s  desire.  He  passed  by  the  tree  where  little  Zac- 
chaeus  was  perched  up  on  the  very  top  so  that  he,  too, 
could  see  the  passing  of  a  man  reputed  to  be  a  prophet 
of  no  mean  fame.  Our  Lord  stopped  by  the  tree  and 
told  Zacchaeus  to  come  down,  and  the  little  publican’s 
life  was  changed  from  the  moment  the  Master  said  He 
would  like  to  break  bread  in  his  house  that  same  even¬ 
ing.  Our  Lord  passed  outside  the  fringe  of  a  poor  ham¬ 
let  where  mourners  were  carrying  a  widow’s  son  to  his 
burial.  He  passed  there,  and  once  again  He  halted  and 
had  compassion  on  the  poor  disconsolate  woman.  Hence 
came  the  gesture  of  exquisite  pity  which  found  its  ex¬ 
pression  in  the  words,  “Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee, 
arise,”  and  immediately  after,  “He  gave  him  back  to  his 
mother,  who  was  a  widow.”  Our  Lord  has  passed  by 
and  left  new  life  in  His  wake.  And  finally,  on  the  first 
Good  Friday,  He  passed  from  the  city  of  Jerusalem  to 
the  green  hill  without  the  city  wall.  He  went  along 
that  road,  His  shoulders  bent  under  the  weight  of  the 
Cross.  He  passed  by  one  Simon  of  Cyrene  who  carried 
the  Cross,  since  He  had  stumbled  under  it.  These  are 
but  a  few  instances,  taken  largely  at  random.  They 
are  an  illustration — “Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.” 
Yes,  far  away,  some  would  say,  and  many  are  saying 


it  today,  so  very  far  away,  in  distant  Palestine,  pearly 
2,000  years  ago,  and  what  has  this  to  do  with  this 
modern  world  of  ours?  (To  this  point  I  have  been 
writing  from  notes  I  made  on  an  article  in  the  Living 
Church  “Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.”  Now  comes  the 
application ) .  Many  there  are  within  the  folds  of  the 
Church  herself — that  Church  about  which  Christ  said 
“the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it,”  that 
Church  which,  if  we  accept  the  testimony  of  reason  and 
history,  our  Lord  Himself  established— many  there  are 
I  say,  who  have  so  watered  down  the  faith  to  please  the 
palate  of  an  indifferent  and  materialistic  world — that  it 
is  no  longer  the  powerful  draught  given  by  Christ  to  a 
sin-sick  world. 

That  vast  throng  which  filled  St.  Luke’s  Cathedral 
in  Evanston  to  the  overflowing  on  Wednesday,  October 
12,  was  not  composed  of  those  just  mentioned.  Five 
hundred  clergy  and  Bishops  of  the  Church  walked 
down  the  aisle  of  that  Cathedral,  joining  with  thou¬ 
sands  of  the  Laity  in  a  hymn  of  devout  and  simple 
faith.  They  were  joining  in  one  of  the  greatest  acts 
of  adoration,  praise  and  intercession  ever  offered  in  the 
American  Church.  There  was  the  beautiful  and  pray¬ 
erful  ceremonial  of  the  ages,  which  had  about  it  the 
grandeur  of  things  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  saints — 
every  detail  perfect,  as  an  offering  to  God  should  be. 
That  was  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  Catholic  Con¬ 
gress  of  the  American  Church  Union.  These  people, 
men,  women,  priests,  Bishops,  are  vitally  concerned  for 
the  future  of  our  part  of  the  Catholic  Church — we  view 
with  grave  concern  the  fact  that  there  are  priests  and  lay 
folk  in  the  Church  who  deny  many  of  the  foundation 
facts  of  the  Faith — we  view  with  grave  concern  the 
neglect  of  the  sacraments  in  some  parts  of  the  Church. 
Far  from  being  disloyal  to  the  Church,  we  are  the  most 
loyal,  in  a  world  filled  with  many  .different  kinds  of 
religions,  with  a  myriad  of  different  sectarian  move¬ 
ments  which  are  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  Christian 
in  character,  in  a  world  of  materialism,  agnosticism, 
atheism,  strife,  bloodshed,  and  malcontent — we  believe 
in  Jesus  Christ  as  the  incarnate  Son  of  God,  we  accept 
and  believe  everything  that  our  Lord  said  and  did,  and 
every  thing  that  Holy  Church  has  said  under  the  guid¬ 
ance  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  surround  that  Faith  and 
Belief  with  fitting  ceremonial,  which  has  developed 
through  the  ages.  The  ceremonial  is  not  a  substitution 
for  belief — it  is  emphasis  upon  it.  Every  time  we  genu¬ 
flect,  every  time  we  make  the  sign  of  the  Cross,  every 
time  the  sanctus  bell  rings  warning  of  the  approach  of 
the  consumation  of  the  Holy  Mystery,  every  time  the 
fragrant  haze  of  incense  rises  heavenward  mingling  with 
our  prayers,  we  are  emphasizing  the  fact  that  we  accept 
the  whole  Faith  of  the  Church  without  any  watering 
down — we  are  asserting  with  sure  conviction  that  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  passeth  by,  Yes,  and  that  He  has  returned, 
and  is  with  us  constantly,  just  as  He  said  He  would  be, 
in  the  Holy  Mystery  of  the  Eucharist.  We,  my  fellow 
communicants,  are  engaged  in  the  greatest  undertaking 
in  history  ...  we  are  striving  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Faith  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church — we  are  striv¬ 
ing,  not  in  bitterness,  but  with  love — to  preserve  and

The  Church  School  started  off 
very  well  this  fall  and  new  classes 
have  been  added. 

The  Guild  and  Auxiliary  is  pre¬ 
paring  a  box  for  a  Virginia  moun¬ 
tain  mission  and  the  Church  School 
will  send  a  Christmas  box  to  a  Jap¬ 
anese  Mission  in  the  Hawaiian  Is¬ 
lands. 

Twenty  composed  our  delegation 
to  the  Deanery  Meeting  in  Gary  on 
October  25.  All  were  enthusiastic 
about  the  account  of  the  work  in 
China  presented  so  fervently.  As  a 
parish  project,  organized  attendance 
at  such  meetings  is  well  worth  effort, 
while  the  personal  inspiration  is  yet 
another  fruitage.

ADVENT  —  A  MEDITATION

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OME  pessimistic  philosopher  has 

^  said  that,  “to  be  born  is  to  be¬ 
gin  to  die.” 

No  one  can  deny  that  the  man  is 
right,  at  least  in  so  far  as  physical  life 
is  concerned;  and  it  is  for  this  reason 
that  in  the  midst  of  life  we  must  pre¬ 
pare  for  death.  However,  this  does 
not  mean  that  we  must  live  in  mor¬ 
bid  fear  of  the  day  when  we  must 
depart  this  life. 

Especially  is  this  latter  statement 
applicable  to  Christians,  and  particu¬ 
larly  to  Catholic  Christians.  All  of 
us,  whether  within  or  without  the 
Church,  most  accept  the  fact  of  phy¬ 
sical  death;  but  it  is  one  of  the  glories 
of  those  in  the  communion  and  fel¬ 
lowship  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church 
that,  accepting  the  fact  of  physical 
death,  they  live  their  lives  in  “the 
knowledge  and  love  of  God,  and  of 
His  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,’’  and 
make  of  this  life  a  period  of  prepar¬ 
ation  for  that  greater  and  all-embrac¬ 
ing  life  that  comes  when  the  soul  has 
left  the  body. 

And  so,  the  Church  wisely  speaks 
of  death  as  a  necessary  step  in  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  a  soul  toward  its  true  goal,  complete  and 
unlimited  union  with  our  God. 

It  is  during  the  season  of  Advent,  when  men  of 
Christian  minds  are  looking  forward  to  the  commem¬ 
oration  of  the  entrance  of  God  into  human  life  that  the 
Church  teaches  us  to  look  forward  to  man’s  entrance 
into  the  life  of  God. 

In  considering  this  joyous  union,  it  is  for  us  to  con¬ 
template  how  this  is  to  come  about;  for  although  our 
blessed  Lord  gave  His  life  as  a  ransom  for  the  souls  of 
us  all,  many  have  failed  to  realize  that  a  price  has  been 
paid  for  them,  and  they  continue  to  be  heedless  of  the 
goal  that  is  theirs  to  win,  and  so  they  continue  in  the 
camp  of  the  enemy  of  the  soul. 

We  must  think  of  human  existence  as  being  a  period 
in  which  we,  as  free  agents,  plan  our  course  toward  our 
goal.  Some  plan  the  direct  course  which  was,  and  is, 
well  marked  by  our  Blessed  Lord  and  His  Saints.  That 
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is  the  way  which  the  Church  and 
Sacraments  points  us.  Others,  head¬ 
strong  and  heedless,  seek  to  work  out 
their  own  salvation,  as  individuals. 

Death,  death  of  the  body,  ends  this 
period  of  probation,  and  then  comes 
the  judgment  of  our  blessed  Lord  on 
how  and  why  we  mapped  out  our 
course  as  we  did. 

In  His  judgment  of  us,  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  may  be  merciful  to  those 
who,  through  ignorance,  chose  other 
than  His  way;  but  to  those  of  us 
who  had  the  true  way  shown  to  us, 
and  elected  to  “run  the  race  that  is 
set  before  us’’  according  to  a  mistak¬ 
en  idea  of  our  own  individualistic 
powers  to  “win  the  prize,’’  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  Heaven  will  be  severe,  and 
justly  so,  for,  in  a  sense,  by  our  self 
will,  we  judge  ourselves  forever  from 
His  presence,  unless  the  merciful  God 
in  Heaven,  because  of  His  love  for  His 
creatures,  and  the  intercessions  of  the 
Saints  on  behalf  of  sinners,  takes  us, 
unworthy  as  we  are,  into  His  loving 
arms. 

To  be  in  His  presence  is  called 
Heaven.  We  win  this  boon  only 
through  loving  the  Lord  our  God  with  all  our  hearts, 
and  with  all  our  souls,  and  with  all  our  minds,”  and 
by  presenting  “ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies  to  be  a 
reasonable,  holy,  and  living  sacrifice’’  before  the  eternal 
and  glorious  throne  of  God  in  Heaven  through  His 
earthly  throne,  which  is  the  Altar  and  Tabernacle  of 
His  Church. 

To  be  eternally  parted  from  that  loving  Presence  is 
called  Hell.  Hell  is  also  a  reward,  or  at  least  it  is  what 
some  of  us  will  win  by  our  faithless,  heedless,  head¬ 
strong  disregard  of  what  God  would  have  us  do. 

This,  then,  is  the  theme  of  the  Church’s  thought  dur¬ 
ing  the  holy  season  of  Advent.  It  is  given  to  us  to  bring 
not  fear  and  dread  because  of  our  faithlessness,  but  to 
encourage  us  to  set  a  new  course  if  we  have  gone  far  a- 
field;  for  there  is  always  joy  in  Heaven  over  one  sinner 
that  repents;  and  to  bring  assurance  and  continued  faith 
to  those  who,  though  following  the  true  course,  find 
themselves  weary  and  worn. 

Death — Judgment — Heaven — Hell. 

Serious  words  for  serious  Christians. 
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DISCIPLESHIP 


PARTNERSHIP 
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T  should  be  sa;d,  and  clearly  said,  from  one  end  of 
the  Church  to  the  other  that  what  we  need  is  such  a 
revival  of  solid,  sincere,  honest,  heart-searching  disciple- 
ship  that  every  person  who  says  in  confirmation,  “I  do 
take  Jesus  as  my  Lord  and  Saviour,”  will  bring  that 
vow  face  to  face  with  his  income,  whatever  it  is,  and  be 
honest  to  God  as  he  is  expected  to  be  honest  to  his 
country.  We  all  love  our  country.  We  would  die  for 
it.  We  swiftly  resent  and  repudiate  any  slur  upon  our 
patriotism.  But  our  country,  nevertheless,  says  to  us, 
‘‘Let  me  see  your  income.”  It  is  not  enough  to  sing 
The  Star  Spangled  Banner.  You  are  a  debtor  to  your 
country.  ‘‘Pay  me  what  thou  owest!”  And  tax  evaders 
when  caught  as  A1  Capone  was  caught,  go  to  jail. 

The  Church  is  hindered  in  her  march,  not  by  enemies 
without,  but  by  false  disciples  within;  and  after  all, 
money  is  a  counter  not  only  of  trade  but  of  love — an 
index  not  only  of  a  nation’s  crejdit,  but  also  of  a  Christ¬ 
ian’s  sincerity,  a  measure  not  only  of  the  prosperity  of 
a  state,  but  also  of  the  prosperity  of  the  soul. 

TITHING  is  the  answer  to  the  Church’s  chronic  fin¬ 
ancial  problems.  What  is  it?  Based  upon  the  promise 
that  all  we  have  is  in  stewardship  for  God — it  is  simply 
this;  one-tenth  of  all  income  plus  one-tenth  of  the  rent¬ 
al  of  a  house  wholly  owned  and  used  as  one’s  residence, 
is  scrupulously  and  joyfully  set  aside  as  God's  property 
to  be  administered  for  Him.  This  tenth  should  be  the 
first  tenth  taken  out  before  any  of  the  income  is  spent. 

Out  of  this  fund  can  be  paid  the  regular  subscriptions 
to  the  church,  gifts  to  the  Community  Chest,  and  to 
special  appeals  to  benevolence.  What  does  it  accomplish? 

1.  It  puts  joy  into  giving.  Instead  of  the  everlasting 
grumble  over  ‘‘so  many  appeals,”  there  is  the  joy  of  ad¬ 
ministering  God’s  hand. 

2.  It  makes  an  intelligent  giver.  One  who  gives  not 
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reluctantly  and  yet  not  indiscriminately  but  wisely  as 
the  trustee  of  a  sacred  trust. 

3.  It  provides  an  adequate  share  of  one’s  income  for 
enterprises  which  must  be  supported  by  unselfishness. 

The  government  allows  a  1  5  per  cent  reduction  from 
the  income  tax  schedule,  as  if  to  say  1  0  per  cent  for  the 
tithe  and  5  per  cent  extra  for  gifts.  And  yet  the  aver¬ 
age  report  on  income  tax  shows  less  than  an  average 
two  per  cent  given  away  by  individuals.  A  great  host 
of  Clergy  and  Laity  have  tithed  for  years.  They  are 
the  ones  who  in  largest  measure  support  the  Church. 

Think  it  over! 

“No  one  has  really  read  the  Bible  unless  he  has  felt 
the  grip  of  its  inspiration .” 

I  call  you  to  a  task,  but  first  of  all  I  call  you  ten  a 
heart-searching  renewal  of  true  discipleship.  A  task 
without  such  discipleship  is  a  difficult  and  disagreeable 
job.  A  discipleship  without  a  task  is  a  feeble  and  blood¬ 
less  sham.  Harness  to  the  task  a  sacrificial  discipleship 
and  the  result  is  a  triumph  offered  upon  the  altar  and 
laid  at  the  Master’s  feet. 

I  plead  for  partnership.  Partnership  with  God  in 
His  divine  enterprise  of  love,  partnership  with  Jesus  and 
His  Church  which  is  His  Body,  partnership  with  each 
other  as  parishes  and  missions  in  a  great  enterprise,  part¬ 
nership  with  the  National  Council  in  a  mission  of  world 
redemption,  partnership  with  each  other  as  citizens  of  a 
republic,  partnership  of  our  country  with  all  countries 
in  saving  a  world  from  war  and  keeping  us  in  peace  and 
brotherliness,  partnership  with  all  our  brothers  and 
sisters  who  need  our  help  in  these  days  of  great  distress. 


U.  T.  O.  WORKER 


The  Diocese  is  most  fortunate  and  happy  to  have 
Miss  Marie  Turley,  a  United  Thank  Offering  worker. 
She  works  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop 
for  the  whole  Diocese.  At  this  writing,  she  is  building 
up  the  work  in  St.  Augustine’s  Mission,  Gary.  In  this 
article  she  tells  the  story  of  the  work  as  she  sees  it. 

St.  Augustine’ s  Mission 

St.  Augustine  s  Mission,  which  is  situated  in  the 
center  of  a  district  in  the  city  of  Gary,  inhabited  entirely 
by  colored  people,  offers  us,  of  this  Diocese,  a  glorious 
opportunity  for  service  to  mankind.  Many  of  these 
colored  people  have  no  church  connection  and  are  great¬ 
ly  in  need  of  Christian  fellowships  through  which  they 
may  learn  of  The  Way  of  Life. 

This  mission  was  established  some  years  ago  by 
churchmen  of  deep  faith  and  broad  vision  and  the  work 
has  been  kept  alive  by  a  few  faithful  communicants  and 
a  few  friepds  in  the  Diocese.  There  are  thirty-five  fam¬ 
ilies  who  have  a  connection  with  the  Mission.  The 
majority  of  the  adults  in  these  families  have  the  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  possibilities  to  become  the  future  leaders 
for  Christian  work  among  the  unchurched  colored 
people  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mission. 

This  field,  which  is  “white  and  ready  for  harvest,’’ 


not  only  offers  us  an  opportunity  for  service  to  man¬ 
kind,  but  it  is  also  a  challenge  to  the  faith  that  is  in 
each  of  us.  Are  the  people  in  the  colored  district  of 
Gary  any  concern  of  ours?'  Has  our  church  in  their 
midst  anything  to  offer  them,  Can  we  help  these  people 
by  making  the  Christian  religion  alive  in  St.  Augus¬ 
tine’s? 

By  putting  our  mission  building  in  order  we  can  open 
our  doors  to  the  children,  young  people  and  adults  for 
week  day  activities  as  well  as  for  the  beautiful  service 
of  worship  on  Sunday.  But  unless  some  necessary  re¬ 
pairs  are  made  in  the  near  future,  the  building  will  be¬ 
gin  to  deteriorate  and  our  missionary  program  for  these 
people  will  be  limited. 

Our  responsibility  for  these  people  is  greater  because 
we  have  a  building  that  should  be  serving  the  commun¬ 
ity  and  communicants  living  in  the  district  who  are 
capable  of  being  trained  for  leadership.  Because  we  all 
feel  an  obligation  to  the  crying  needs  of  these  people, 
we  want  the  work  to  go  forward  and  to  have  a  part  in 
it.  If  you  desire  to  help  and  if  you  will  send  your  gifts 
to  Mrs.  F.  B.  Lewis  (Diocesan  Treasurer  of  the  Wo¬ 
man  s  Auxiliary),  1540  Michigan  Avenue,  LaPorte, 
these  necessary  repairs  will  be  made  and  the  mission  will 
be  able  to  extend  a  full  program  to  its  community. 


WELCOME  TO  NEW  PRIESTS  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

Father  Ingersoll  The  Very  Reverend  Russell  R.  Ingersoll  was  Chaplain 
at  Shattuck  School,  Faribault,  Minnesota,  before  accepting  his  election  to  the 
Deanship  of  St.  Paul’s  Pro-Cathedral  in  Mishawaka.  Father  Ingersoll  is  a 
graduate  from  the  University  of  Washington  and  from  General  Theological 
Seminary.

WOMEN’S  WORK  IN  THE  CHURCH 

By  Mrs.  William  H.  Fritz, 

Diocesan  President 

7 HE  memories  of  the  Triennial,  a  year 
away,  are  constantly  with  us  as  we 
attack  the  same  problems  with  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  vigor  following  the  meeting 
of  the  women  with  the  Provincial  Synod 
in  Flint,  October  19  and  20.  Stimulating, 
indeed,  were  the  reports  of  the  Continu¬ 
ation  Committees  on  both  the  Oxford  and 
Edinburgh  Conferences.  World  events  have 
moved  swiftly  since  these  conferences  were 
begun,  thinking  people  know  the  solution 
of  the  world’s  misery  and  unrest  lies  only 
in  the  Cross  of  Christ — but  how  few  place 
their  problems  at  the  foot  of  that  Cross  and 
have  the  faith  to  believe  that  in  His  good 
time  and  in  His  way  will  all  things  be  made 
right. 

So,  at  Christmas  time  of  this  year,  and  on  into  Febr¬ 
uary  and  March  of  1939,  conferences  will  be  held,  first 
in  Madras,  Irvdia,  and  then  in  Canada  amd  the  United 
States,  four  hundred  and  fifty  people  from  every  nation 
where  a  Christian  church  exists  will  meet  in  World  fel¬ 
lowship.  They  will  confer  under  five  specific  heads: 
the  Faith,  the  Witness,  the  Inner  Life,  the  Environ¬ 
ment  of  the  Church  and  Closer  Cooperation.  Their 
purpose  will  be  to  turn  the  cloudy  dream  of  a  world¬ 
wide  fellowship  of  Christians  into  solid  reality. 

We  who  stay  at  home  must  share  in  thought,  action 
and  prayer  with  other  Christians  around  the  world  so 
that  Madras  may  become  the  Broadcasting  Station  for 
the  new  World  Mission  of  a  World  Church. 

During  Madras  there  will  be  a  Calendar  of  Prayer 
for  the  actual  days  of  the  meeting,  December  13  to  30, 
1938.  There  is  a  plan  for  a  world-wide  broadcast  on 
Christmas  eve  from  Madras.  After  Madras,  all  the 
Missions  Boards  are  holding  continent-wide  meetings, 
when  guests  from  abroad  will  picture  and  interpret  the 
meaning  of  this  great  meeting. 

What  is  your  hope  and  vision  for  this  World 
Church? 

Quite  as  important  are  the  new  provisions  for  Young 
People’s  work  in  the  church.  The  Department  of 
Youth,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore 
Wedel,  has  inaugurated  a  definite  united  Youth  Pro¬ 


gram  to  coordinate  all  groups  in  a  united 
program  and  to  train  efficient  and  conse¬ 
crated  leadership.  Look  back.  When  and 
where  did  your  service  in  the  church  begin? 
In  youth?  The  Youth  Program  is  vitally 
important.  Let’s  actively  work  at  it. 

As  we  go  ahead  in  our  work,  let  us  unite 
using  the  following  petition: 

Good  Lord,  deliver  us: 

From  ignorance  concerning  the  mission 
of  the  church. 

From  indifference  to  the  needs  of  others, 

From  neglect  of  the  power  of  prayer, 

From  a  faith  too  narrow  for  vision, 

From  a  hope  bounded  by  our  own  de¬ 
sires. 

From  a  love  limited  to  those  whom  we 
like. 

From  the  bonds  of  a  petty  nationalism, 
From  a  patriotism  whose  horizon  is  profit. 
From  failure  to  set  forward  the  welfare  of  the  world, 
Good  Lord,  deliver  us.

Let’s  be  concerned  with  actively  joining,  with 
all  of  our  hearts,  in  this  great  movement  to  renjder  unto 
God  the  things  that  are  His  own.  Let’s  use  every  pos¬ 
sible  means  that  the  Church  has  found  of  value,  to  de- 
velope  and  make  ever  more  real  our  devotion.  Let’s  for¬ 
get  petty  differences,  let’s  rejoice  in  the  hardness  of  the 
Catholic  Faith;  let’s  give  thanks  that  our’s  is  not  a 
lazy  person’s  religion — that  there  is  work  to  do,  and 


lots  of  it — prayers  to  be  said — Eucharists  to  attend — 
many  acts  of  devotion  to  be  practiced.  Let’s  be  sure 
that  “Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by”  is  true,  now  and 
here,  and  that  as  he  passes  by  He  pauses  ar\d  gives  us 
His  benediction  and  sustaining  strength.

WHY  "THE  PASTORAL  STAFF"? 


Centuries  ago,  on  a  night  when  the  stars  shone  above  with 
unusual  brightness,  shepherds  were  watching  their  flocks.  It 
was  their  task  to  safeguard  the  sheep.  To  aid  him,  each 
shepherd  carried  in  his  hand  a  staff,  with  a  crook  on  one  end 
of  it.

My  Dear  People: 

May  all  the  joys  of  Christmastide  and  of  the  Epiph¬ 
any  season  be  yours.  In  the  midst  of  a  world  of  sin 
and  sorrow,  we  hear  the  angels  proclaim  Glad  Tidings 
and  join  with  the  shepherds  and  later  with  the  Wise 
Men  in  bringing  our  gifts  and  offering  our  oblations 
with  joy  and  great  gladness.  Ours  is  not  always  the 
happiness,  ever  sought,  but  never  fully  attained,  by  the 
learndd  philosophers  of  the  world.  But  for  the  true 
Christian,  joy  always  comes,  even  out  of  sadness  and 
suffering,  through  self-discipline  and  devotion  to  Him, 
who  hallows  our  pleasures,  controls  our  desires,  ab¬ 
solves  us  from  our  sins,  who  rejoices  in  His  sufferings 
for  us  and  therefore  enables  us  to  give  ourselves  to  Him 
and,  through  Him,  to  others  that  we  may  have  the  in¬ 
ward  peace  of  heart  and  soul  and  mind  in  the  blessed¬ 
ness  of  self-forgetting  love. 

There  is  quite  prevalent  today  a  false  religion  of  re¬ 
pression  which  is  often  mistaken  for  Christianity.  It 
starts  with  the  premise  that  while  we  are  still  in  this 
world  everything  that  gives  us  pleasure  is  of  itself  sin¬ 
ful:  that  it  is  wrong  to  get  any  enjoyment  out  of  life, 
while  we  are  in  this  vale  of  woe  and  misery.  This  is 
exemplified,  for  example,  in  such  a  play  as  “The  Bar¬ 
retts  of  Wimpole  Street”.  The  natural  reflex  to  this  is 
that  when  we  reach  Heaven,  where  it  is  impossible  to 
sin,  the  moral  law  will  be  no  longer  binding;  that 
Heaven  is  a  place  of  no  restraint  and  of  eternal  pleasure, 
where  we  can  do  the  things  that  we  have  always  wanted 
to  do  on  earth  but  could  not.  This  would  seem  to  have 
originated,  at  least  for  us  who  are  the  peoples  of  west¬ 
ern  Europe,  from  the  heathen  Nordic  mythology  with 
its  Valhalla.  Its  insinuating  influence  crept  into  some 
of  the  theology  of  the  Reformation  and  is  today  mani¬ 
festing  itself  in  the  modern  paganism  which  is  mas¬ 
querading  under  the  name  of  Christianity.  Many  sin¬ 
cerely  believe  this  and  try  to  live  up  to  it.  Many  others 
think  that  this  is  a  true  statement  of  religion  and  revolt 
from  it,  criticize  it  and  condemn  all  religion  thereby. 

There  is  a  two-fold  fallacy  here,  one  in  morals  and 
one  in  religion.  Our  Blessed  Lord  came  at  Christmas 
time  to  show  us  what  God  is  like.  The  sum  total  of 
His  moral  teaching  is  that  we,  the  sons  of  God,  shall 
be  like  God.  “Be  ye  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which 
is  in  Heaven  is  perfect.”  He  came  and  still  continues 
to  come,  in  His  Church  through  Sacramental  Grace,  in 
order  that  the  attributes  of  Gotl  may  be  built  up  into 
the  characters  of  men  and  women.  The  chief  character¬ 
istic  of  God  is  love.  From  this  spring  all  His  other 
attributes  and  so  the  Apostle  tells  us  that  “Love  is  the 
fulfilling  of  the  law.”  Our  Lord  summed  up  all  com¬ 
mandments,  and  all  moral  precepts  into  the  two  great 
commandments,  which  we  call  the  summary  of  the  law. 
There  cannot  be  two  moral  standards,  one  for  earth

and  another  for  Heaven.  The  Patriarch,  Abraham,  so 
many  years  before  Christ,  truly  said:  “Shall  not  the 
Judge  of  all  the  earth  do  right?”  We  strive  here  to 
build  character,  which  is  the  only  thing  we  take  with 
us  when  we  die  and  just  in  so  far  as  our  character  is 
God-like  will  we  be  prepared  for  an  eternity  of  harmony 
with  God  and  His  Saints. 

After  death,  in  what  we  sometimes  call  the  Church 
Expectant,  we  are  purged  and  cleansed  from  the  stain 
of  our  sins  and  the  God-like  character  is  developed  to 
its  perfection  in  Christ  Jesus.  There  (in  the  words  of 
our  Prayer  Book)  He  grants  to  us  continual  growth  in 
His  love  and  service.  Catholic  theology,  following  the 
precepts  of  our  Lord,  has  always  taught  that  we  should 
discipline  ourselves  in  the  things  of  the  flesh,  not  because 
matter  is  evil,  but  because  it  is  essentially  good  and 
therefore  capable  of  being  offered  to  God  in  sacrifice. 
Thus,  morals  and  religion  flow  together  in  their  mu¬ 
tual  reaction,  the  one  upon  the  other.  To  love  God,

E  love  to  think  of  our  Blessed  Lord  as  He  lived 
amongst  men  in  Palestine,  and  we  sometimes  wish 
that  we  might  have  been  with  those  happy  ones 
who  saw  Him,  who  heard  His  gracious  words,  and  who 
perhaps  witnessed  some  of  His  '•  'ondrous  works. 

We  love  to  go  to  His  land,  to  tread  the  paths  He  trod, 
to  see  the  scenes  familiar  to  His  eyes,  to  visit  the  places 
associated  with  His  life  and  ministry. 

We  love  to  read  in  the  Sacred  Scriptures  of  the  prep- 
paration  of  mankind  for  His  advent,  His  words,  His 
acts,  to  study  His  teaching,  to  familiarize  ourselves  with 
His  example.  So  many  books  have  been  written  as  the 
result  of  this  study,  so  many  lives  have  been  given  to  it! 

And  all  to  what  end? 

After  nineteen  hundred  years  of  such  study  and  med¬ 
itation,  Christianity  is  to-day  a  diminishing  factor  in 
the  life  and  development  of  civilization  and  we  are  so 
familiar  with  a  divided  Christendom  that  it  does  not 
astonish  us.  And  is  it  not  primarily  because  most  of 
us  have  an  inadequate  conception  of  the  meaning  of 
“Emmanuel”  ? 

So  it  is  that,  at  the  Christmas  Tide  we  may  well  ask 
ourselves,  just  what  was  the  purpose  of  the  Incarnation? 
Let  us  freely  acknowledge  that  we  do  believe  .Jesus  is 
the  pre-existent  Son  of  God,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary. 
We  do  not  question  any  Article  of  the  Catholic  Faith 
as  to  His  person,  His  life,  His  death,  His  resurrection 
and  His  ascension.  But  when  we  have  acknowledged 
all  this,  as  multitudes  who  call  themselves  Christians 
do,  still  the  question  remains,  just  what  was  God's  pur¬ 
pose  in  the  Incarnation? 


Was  it  to  teach  a  philosophy  of  life?  There  is,  of 
course,  a  philosophy  of  life  in  the  teaching  of  Jesus,  a 
marvellously  beautiful  philosophy,  one  in  which  many 
souls  have  found  peace,  and  one  which  has  influenced 
millions  of  lives  during  centuries  of  time.  But  there 
are  other  philosophies  of  life,  marvellously  beautiful 
philosophies,  in  which  just  as  many  other  souls  have 
found  peace,  and  which  have  influenced  millions  of  lives 
for  centuries  of  time.  Certainly,  the  philosophy  of 
life  in  the  teachings  of  Jesus  cannot  adequately  account 
for,  or  explain,  the  Incarnation. 

We  used  to  hear  much,  and  still  do  in  a  lesser  degree, 
of  the  Christian  ethic,  of  Christian  morals.  And  per¬ 
haps  Jesus  did  teach  a  moral  code.  At  least  He  laid 
down  one  great  moral  precept:  “Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
and  with  all  thy  mind,  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.” 
But  to-day  we  doubt  that  moral  codes  are  the  result  of 
teaching,  that  moral  codes  are  “created”  in  such  a  man¬ 
ner.  But  even  if  they  are,  we  must  then  recognize  that 
the  world  knows  other  great  moral  leaders  and  teachers 
whose  ethic  was  just  as  high  and  noble,  and  beautiful, 
per  se,  as  was  that  which  Jesus  taught.  And  so,  again, 
we  must  look  further  for  an  adequate  explanation  of 
the  Incarnation. 

Our  Lord  said,  “I  am  the  Way.”  Was  the  purpose 
of  the  Incarnation  then,  that  the  earthly  life  of  Jesus 
might  set  before  men  for  all  time  an  example  of  a  per¬ 
fect  life,  a  pattern  to  which  we  should  strive  to  shape 
and  mold  our  lives?  Yes,  certainly,  in  part.  But  again, 
there  have  been  lived  other  high,  noble,  beautiful,  ideal¬ 
istic  lives,  the  imitation  of  which,  and  the  copying  of 
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which  has  influenced  other  civilizations  even  more  ef¬ 
fectively  than  the  following  of  the  example  of  Jesus 
has  influenced  our  own.  We  must  look  elsewhere  than 
in  the  example  of  the  life  of  Jesus  for  the  real  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  Incarnation. 

These,  the  philosophy  of  life,  the  moral  code,  the 
example,  the  life,  all  form  a  part,  an  exceedingly  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  Christian  experience  and  practice, 
but  none  of  them,  nor  the  sum  of  them,  explains  the 
surpassing  fact  of  the  Incarnation. 

Now  let  us  think  for  a  moment  of  that  event.  I  know 
that  we  are  using  incomprehensible  terms,  but  I  am  ex¬ 
plaining  as  accurately  as  human  language  may,  the  In¬ 
carnation,  from  the  Creed:  “God  of  God,  Very  God 
of  Very  God,  Begotten,  not  made,  — came  down  from 
heaven  and  was  incarnate  by  the  Holy  Ghost  of  the 
Virgin  Mary,  AND  WAS  MADE  MAN,  for  us  men 
and  for  our  salvation.”  Think,  if  you  can,  of  the  tre¬ 
mendous  significance  of  those  words.  God  made  man. 
The  Creator  becoming  the  Creature.  No  wonder  the 
very  uttering  of  them  forces  us  to  our  knees! 

And  yet,  this  unique,  this  eternally  significant  event 
all  transpired  in  an  out-of-the-way  corner  of  the  world, 
at  an  otherwise  insignificant  period  of  time  and  amongst 
a  people  who  h^d  long  since  passed  the  zenith  of  their 
power  and  glory,  or  meaning  for  civilization.  And 
there  Jesus  ministered  and  taught  for  only  three  short 
years,  and  was  then  executed,  “for  the  public  good”. 
His  life  was  a  wretched  failure  by  every  criterion  from 
which  man  judges.  And,  tragically,  from  the  human 
standpoint,  there  was  only  a  tiny  handful,  an  hundred 
and  twenty,  of  all  those  who  had  heard  Him,  or  to 
whom  he  had  ministered,  who  really  had  accepted  Him, 
and  who  awaited  the  fulfillment  of  His  promises,  be¬ 
cause  they  only  had  believed  Him. 

The  contrast  between  what  and  whom  He  was,  and 
what  He  accomplished,  if  we  gauge  that  accomplish¬ 
ment  by  any  human  standards,  is  utterly  absurd  and 
incongruous. 

There  must  have  been  some  reason  of  surpassing  pur¬ 
pose  to  have  necessitated  the  Incarnation,  some  end  that 
could  have  been  accomplished  in  no  other  way,  by  no 
code,  by  no  teacher,  by  no  philosophy,  and,  some  effect 
for  all  men,  for  all  time. 

There  is,  therefore,  but  one  apology,  one  adequate 
explanation  of  the  meaning  of  the  Incarnation,  and 
that  is  contained  in  the  one  word  at  the  head  of  this 
article,  “Emmanuel”,  that  is,  GOD  WITH  US.  Em¬ 
manuel,  a  word  only  of  hope,  of  longing,  maybe  of 


expectancy,  with  Isaiah  as  he  uttered  it,  has,  since  that 
first  Christmas  day  at  Bethlehem  become  a  wofld  of  pre¬ 
sent  reality.  Note  the  phrase,  PRESENT  reality.  Not 
merely  an  historical  fact.  God  here,  now. 

A  present  reality!  Christmas,  Easter,  Good  Friday, 
Ascension,  Pentecost!  What  do  these  days  signify? 
Are  they  mere  historical  commemorations  of  the  histor¬ 
ical  events  they  name?  If  they  are,  of  course  they  have 
value  for  us.  real  values,  just  as  George  Washington’s 
birthday,  and  the  Fourth  of  July  have  values  for  us. 
But  if  this  is  all  that  the  names  of  these  great  Christian 
Feasts  mean  to  us,  then  are  we  deluding  and  stultifying 
ourselves  with  our  religion,  wasting  our  brains,  and 
confusing  the  world  and  civilization. 

When  the  Lord  Jesus  uttered  the  words,  “Lo,  I  am 
with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world,”  He 
was  stating  a  fact,  a  reality,  the  only  fact  congruous 
with  the  Incarnation. 

Thus  it  is  said  that  God  is  present  amongst  us  to-day, 
more  really  present  than  He  was  in  Palestine,  and 
more  easily  recognized  by  us  than  He  was  even  by  His 
Apostles.  Here  amongst  us,  in  the  Sacrament  of  His 
love,  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar, 
is  He  present  with  us  in  a  peculiar  way,  in  a  covenanted 
manner.  Here,  indeed,  is  His  presence  so  real  that  we 
experience  no  envy  of  those  who  knew  Him  during  His 
earthly  life  in  Palestine,  we  do  not  covet  their  privileges 
for  we  may  come  into  His  presence  whenever  and  when¬ 
ever  He  is  present  upon  His  Altar  T  hrone.  We  may 
come  and  worship  as  did  the  Magi,  we  may  come  and 
be  fed  as  did  the  five  thousand,  and  we  may  come  and 
be  healed  as  did  the  halt  and  the  lame  and  the  blind. 
And,  most  blessed  are  we,  for  through  His  Holy  Spirit 
we  know  Him  as  they  did  not. 

So  it  is  that  we  come  into  His  presence  with  thanks¬ 
giving  and  into  His  courts  with  praise.  We  come  with 
gladness,  with  joy  unutterable,  and  with  reverence  and 
awe,  for  there  in  the  tabernacle,  here  upon  the  altar  is 
the  Babe  of  Bethlehem,  is  Jesus  on  the  Mount,  is  God 
on  Calvary,  is  our  Great  Intercessor  in  Heaven  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  Father. 

And  He  longs  for  us  to  come  to  Him.  Remember 
how,  pathetically,  He  longed  for  the  expression  of  love 
from  those  He  loved  while  on  earth?  So  He  longs  for 
our  love  now,  and  so  will  we,  His  lovers,  give  it  Him, 
freely  and  gladly  and  unreservedly,  and  constantly. 

And  for  these  so  great  benefits  conferred  upon  us. 
for  these  inestimable  privileges  do  we  thank  Him.  and 
hymn  Him,  and  reverence  Him,  and  adore  Him,  and 
humbly  worship  Him.  Emmanuel — God  with  us.

We  call  this  Religious  Education 
and  the  Auxiliary  is  a  means  of  educating  through  dis¬ 


cussion  groups,  programs,  Church  maga¬ 
zines  and  periodicals.  One  cannot  be  edu¬ 
cated  in  the  needs  of  others  without  de¬ 
siring  to  help  by  gifts  and  prayers  and  de¬ 
votional  service.  The  women  of  the  Church, 
working  through  the  Auxiliary,  promote 
missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad  by 
sending  through  the  Supply  Department, 
supplies  to  clergy,  missionairies,  hospitals, 
schools  apd  other  institutions.

PAROCHIALISM -A  DANGER 
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WAY  from  the  rush  and  excitement  of 
planning  and  conducting  our  Every 
Member  Canvasses,  we  can  well  af¬ 
ford  to  look  back  and  contemplate  “All 
those  things  which  we  have  not  done  that 
we  ought  to  have  done.’’  Far  too  often  we 
consider  as  a  natural  process  the  importance 
of  the  welfare  of  our  own  Parish,  and  con¬ 
sequently,  narrow  our  perspective  to  the 
point  that  the  greater  vision  of  the  Church’s 
work  is  not  seen.  Concentration  upon  Par¬ 
ochialism  is  not  a  new  danger,  but  it  is  one 
that  becomes  more  and  more  pronounced  as 
we  proceed  in  our  tasks  and  is  totally  un¬ 
natural  in  Christ-like  development,  and,  as 
a  result,  advancement  is  but  a  dream — and 
not  an  actuality.  With  the  Parish  as  a  goal 
we  find  that  from  year  to  year  certain  individual  in¬ 
creases  are  reported,  but  in  the  main  we  have  definitely 
reached  a  barrier — a  barrier  that  can  be  surmounted  in 
the  Diocese  and  in  the  General  Church  by  holding  the 
vision  of  our  greater  obligation  and  opportunity. 
While  we  attempt  in  a  near-sighted  manner  to  behold 
the  Parish,  each  large  center  finds  a  constantly  narrow¬ 
ing  frontier.  Parishes,  Dioceses,  and  National  Church 
continue  to  report  deficits.  As  long  as  this  condition 


continues  there  can  be  but  one  conclusion, 
viz.,  our  procedure  is  wrong. 

When  we  return  to  the  vision  of  a  greater 
Church  and  conduct  our  Every  Member 
Canvasses  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  land,  through  twelve  months 
of  the  year  instead  of  one  hard  drive  to  raise 
a  budget,  our  entire  program  will  be  en¬ 
larged.  The  filth  of  money  must  be  re¬ 
moved,  and  the  monetary  standard  raised  to 
a  spiritualized  symbol:  and  this  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  Communicants  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  pledging  to  God  upon  their 
knees,  and  at  the  Altar  partaking  of  the 
Holy  Sacrifice  as  Kings  and  Priests  unto  the 
Eternal  God  of  Love.  Then,  in  the  Church 
of  Christ  we  will  gain  calloused  knees  and 
softened  hearts  instead  of  calloused  hearts  and  softened 
knees,  and  as  a  Church  united  from  within  we  will  be 
able  to  heal  the  unholy  divisions  from  without.  The 
financial  support  of  the  Church  will  then  come  from 
hearts  and  not  from  pocketbooks,  nor  from  twisted 
minds.  The  frontiers  of  the  Church  will  be  enlarged 
and  the  Kingdom  of  God  a  source  of  power  and  comfort 
to  all  mankind  who  even  so  much  as  touch  the  hem  of 
Her  garment.

WHY  "THE  PASTORAL  STAFF"? 


Centuries  ago,  on  a  night  when  the  stars  shone  above  with 
unusual  brightness,  shepherds  were  watching  their  flocks.  It 
was  their  task  to  safeguard  the  sheep.  To  aid  him,  each 
shepherd  carried  in  his  hand  a  staff,  with  a  crook  on  one  end 
of  it.  This  staff  was  so  much  a  part  of  his  equipment  that 
any  man  carrying  one  was  immediately  recognized,  as  a 
shepherd. 

And  on  that  night,  so  long  ago — as  shepherds  watched  their 
flocks — a  child  was  born,  which  was  Christ  the  King.  That 
Child  grew  in  stature,  and  as  He  drew  near  to  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  His  mission,  He  called  the  apostles  together,  and  said 


to  them,  “If  ye  love  me,  care  for  my  sheep.”  He  commissioned 
them — the  first  Bishops,  the  first  shepherds  of  His  church; 
and  knowing  them  as  shepherds  of  the  sheep,  the  Church  was 
quick  to  make  the  Pastoral  Staff  the  symbol  of  Episcopal 
authority.  When  the  Bishop  appeared,  he  carried  the  Pastoral 
Staff  and  was  immediately  recognized  as  the  chief  shepherd. 
This  publication  in  a  very  real  sense,  represents  the  Bishop; 
it  enters  your  home  as  his  pastoral  representative,  one  of  his 
personal  contacts  with  you.  Hence — The  Pastoral  Staff — the 
official  publication  of  our  diocese,  which  is  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  one  of  the  spiritual  successors  of  those  first  shepherds, 
commissioned  by  Our  Blessed  Lord,.

LL  OF  this  year  past  I’ve  been  a  faithful  and  de¬ 
vout  Churchman.  Many  mornings  there  were 
when  I’d  far  rather  have  remained  in  bed  than  to 
have  risen  to  go  to  my  Communion — but  I  bethought 
me  ...  I  have  a  tryst  with  my  Lord,  I  cannot  fail  Him, 
and  so  ...  I  arose  and  went 
to  my  accustomed  place — 
with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
and  then  I  was  really  ill  and 
I  knew,  of  course,  that 
He  understood.  Once  or 
twice  the  Rector  asked  me  to 
take  charge  of  various  com¬ 
mittees  and  it  didn't  occur  to 
me  to  make  an  excuse — I  was 
so  happy  to  be  of  service  to 
Christ  and  His  Church.  And, 
speaking  of  Communions,  I 
do  make  my  Communions 
fasting,  not  as  a  mechanical 
devotion,  but  because  I  have 
a  great  love  for  and  devotion 
to  His  Body  and  Blood,  and 
I  will  not  give  precedence  to 
earthly  food  when  my  soul 
is  starving.  I  realize  quite 
clearly  that  this  earthly  life 
is  of  short  duration  and  that 
the  life  of  my  immortal  soul 
goes  on  forever,  and  I  know  so  well  that  at  any  moment, 
even  this  one,  my  last  hour  on  earth  may  be  at  hand, 
and  so,  I  never  let  the  sun  go  down  on  my  wrath.  Only 
the  other  day,  I  was  not  re-elected  to  the  Vestry.  I  was 
not  offended,  I  knew  that  no  slight  was  intended.  I  am 
glad  that  I  was  allowed  to  be  of  service  to  His  Church 
for  those  five  years.  Then  too,  Mrs.  Rainier  passed  me 
on  the  street,  just  yesterday.  She  saw  me  and  she  didn’t 
speak.  I  wasn't  offended.  I  smiled,  for  I  know  that 
quite  often  she  is  preoccupied,  she  just  wasn't  conscious 
of  my  existence.  She’s  a  dear  soul.  Not  once  during 
this  past  year  have  I  uttered  one  word  of  gossip,  for  I 


know  that  should  I  injure  one  personality  by  my  ridic¬ 
ulous  gossip  I  should  be  guilty  of  grievous  sin.  Profan¬ 
ity?  Heaven  forbid!  I  live  too  close  to  God  to  dream 
of  using  His  Holy  Name  in  vain.  I  give  of  my  substance 
that  the  work  of  His  Church  may  go  on,  and  I  give,  not 

carelessly,  as  one  drops  a  dime 
into  the  cup  of  a  beggar  or 
casts  a  crust  to  a  hungry  pup¬ 
py.  I  consider  giving  to  His 
Cause  a  part  of  my  devotional 
life.  I  have  not  lied,  for  Truth 
is  Beauty,  and  I’m  devoted  to 
all  things  beautiful.  No,  I 
have  not  lied.  I  have  not  been 
proud  or  vain:  I  have  worn 
my  new  clothes  humbly.  I 
have  received  my  plaudits  in 
true  humility,  thanking  God 
that  He  has  seen  fit  to  use  me. 

Once  I  was  tempted  to 
take  advantage  of  a  friend  of 
mine,  he  really  was  a  bit  stu¬ 
pid.  I  could  have  made  $2,- 
000.00  from  the  deal.  But, 
I  realized  that  I  would  be 
cheating  and  I  couldn’t  do 
that,  not  even  for  $2,000.00, 
because  I  knew  that  money

Dec.  3rd — Read  the  offices  of  the 
day,  and  had  satisfactory  conferences 
with  the  president  of  the  Diocesan 
Auxiliary  and  the  president  of  the 
Diocesan  Altar  Guild.  Drove  to 
Huntington. 

Dec.  4th — After  reading  morning 
prayer  I  was  celebrant  and  preacher 
at  10:30  a.m.  in  the  Earhart  resi¬ 
dence.  We  have  no  church  building 
at  Huntington.  Drove  home,  read 
evening  prayer  in  the  Oratory. 

Dec.  7th — After  morning  prayer 
and  Eucharist  in  the  Oratory  spent 
the  morning  in  stenographic  work. 
In  the  evening  we  had  the  pleasure 
of  having  with  us  for  dinner  at  the 
Bishop’s  House  the  new  Dean  and  his 
wife  from  Mishawaka,  the  Rector 
and  his  wife  from  Michigan  City, 
the  new  Priest  and  the  retiring  Priest 
from  Trinity  Church,  South  Bend. 
Evensong. 

Dec.  8th — After  morning  prayer 
and  Eucharist  in  the  Oratory  presided 
at  an  all-day  meeting  of  the  Bishop 
and  Council,  and  the  various  depart¬ 
ments.  After  adjournment  had  three 
conferences.  Evening  prayer  in  Ora¬ 
tory. 

Dec.  9th — After  morning  prayer 
and  Eucharist  in  the  Oratory,  and 
dictating  letters  all  morning  I  drove 
to  Logansport  for  a  conference  with 
the  rector  there,  and  thence  to  Marion

FINDING  GOD

Seneca,  the  great  Roman  philosopher  of  the  4th  cen¬ 
tury  before  Christ,  said: 

“The  end  of  being  is  to  find  out  God!" 

The  Old  Testament  is  from  beginning  to  end  the  re¬ 
cord  of  a  nation  seeking  God.  The  Psalmist  expresses 
it  most  eloquently: 

“As  the  hart  panteth  after  the  water  brooks, 

So  panteth  my  soul  after  thee,  O  God. 

My  soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  living  God: 
When  shall  I  come  and  appear  before  God: 

My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night, 

While  they  continually  say  unto  me,  Where  is 
thy  God?” 


F  YOU  are  a  parson,  you  have  my  full  permission  to 
skip  this  page.  If  you  are  a  layman,  I  hope  you  will 
read  it,  because  it  is  written  by  a  layman  and  is  in¬ 
tended  for  lay  members  of  the  Church. 

We  are  approaching  Lent.  It  is  a  time,  in  the  words 
of  the  Prayer  Book,  for  “extraordinary  acts  and  exer¬ 
cises  of  devotion.”  Parishes  will  have  special  services. 
Rectors  will  preach  special  sermons.  Laymen  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  make  and  to  keep  individual  rules  that  will  in  some 
way  set  apart  the  season  as  a  time  for  spiritual  growth. 

Essentially,  Lent  is  an  extraordinary  opportunity  for 
the  average  man  to  find  God.  Finding  God  is  no  ab¬ 
stract  thing.  The  search  for  God,  the  pursuit  of  holi¬ 
ness,  is  the  greatest  moving  force  in  all  of  history.  It  is 
the  universal  quest  that  has  occupied  the  attention  of 
man  since  the  earliest  days.  It  is  the  constant  reaching 
upward  involved  in  the  seeking  of  God  that  has  been  at 
work  through  the  ages  to  raise  the  level  of  civilization. 

Every  religion  contains  at  its  heart  this  quest  for  God. 
Zoroaster,  founder  of  the  religion  of  the  Sun  God,  ex¬ 
pressed  the  eternal  quest  many  thousands  of  years  ago: 

“This  I  ask  Thee — tell  it  to  me  truly,  Lord! 

Who  the  Sire  was,  Father  first  of  Holiness?" 

Aeschylus,  the  great  poet  and  dramatist  of  classical 
Greece,  pursued  the  same  quest: 

“Zeus, — by  what  name  soe’er 
He  glories  being  addressed. 

Even  by  that  holiest  name 
I  name  the  highest  and  the 
best. 


We  remember  from  the  study  of  the  history  of  philo¬ 
sophy  in  our  school  days  how  the  so-called  proofs  of  the 
existence  of  God  occupied  so  much  of  the  attention  of 
philosophers  in  all  ages.  Yet  none  of  these  proofs  ac¬ 
tually  demonstrated  even  so  much  as  the  fact  that  God 
exists.  The  best  that  the  greatest  philosophers  could 
do  through  reason  alone  was  to  show  the  preponderance 
of  evidence  in  favor  of  the  existence  of  some  kind  of 
supreme  being  whom  men  call  God. 

So  it  is  with  science.  No  telescope,  however  far  its 
reach,  no  microscope,  however  tiny  the  object  of  its  per¬ 
ception,  can  focus  the  human  eye  on  the  ultimate  reality 
that  is  God.  No  mathematical  demonstration  can  write 
the  letters  Q.E.D.  after  a  problem  setting  forth  God’s 
existence. 

Yet  we  know  that  God  exists — -yes,  even  more,  we 
know  what  God  is  like.  The  Christian  has  no  doubt 
on  that  score.  How  do  we  know  these  things?  And 
knowing  them,  how  can  we  make  the  knowledge  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  personal  experience? 

In  the  answer  to  these  questions  is  to  be  found  the 
secret  that  distinguishes  Christianity  from  other  world 
religions.  Christianity  is  not  just  one  more  religion,  not 
a  system  of  thought  built  up  through  the  intellect,  not 
the  invention  of  men  in  an  attempt  to  account  for  the 
universe  about  them.  Christianity  is  nothing  less  than 
God’s  revelation  of  Himself  to  man:  His  answer  to  the 
eternal  quest. 

When  God  sent  His  only  begot¬ 
ten  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  to  become  a 
human  being  like  ourselves,  He 
gave  an  authoritative  answer  for 
all  times  to  the  question  of  His 
own  existence.  And  in  the  person 
of  Jesus  Christ  He  demonstrated 
Please  turn  to  page  15.

WHAT  OF  PARISH  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION?

“GO  .  .  .  TEACH” 


HRISTIAN  Education.  What  concept  does  that 
bring  before  your  mind?  A  Church  School,  or 
Sunday  School?  What  kind?  One  that  started 
with  a  few  hymns,  a  “talk”  or  announcements,  and 
some  prayers?  Did  these  three  have  any  relation  to  your 
world,  as  a  child  or  young  person? — or  did  these  three 
have  any  relation  to  each  other?  Then  came  the  hur¬ 
ried  class  session  when  you  just  got  interested  in  the 
lesson  and  the  bell  rang  or,  what  was  worse,  you  were 
wondering  why  the  bell  did  not  ring  sooner.  Is  that  a 
fair  picture?  Could  that  still  be  the  picture  in  your 
school  to-day?  The  responsibility  rests  on  all,  if  we 
carry  out  our  Lord’s  command,  “Go,  teach.”  If  our 
teaching  is  done  in  the  above  manner,  is  it  worthy  of 
our  Master  and  His  command? 

“Of  course  not!’’  is  your  reply,  “but  what  can  we 
do?”  It  is  not  hard.  Why  not  have  a  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation  Parish  Committee?  This  committee,  headed  by 
the  Rector,  will  first  report  to  a  Teacher's  and  Parent’s 
Meeting  all  forms  of  Religious  Education  going  on  in 
the  Parish.  Then  will  follow  a  general  discussion  of 
objectives  and  parish  opportunities  in  education.  Those 
who  have  read  the  Religious  Education  Seminar,  “Re¬ 
thinking  Religious  Education,”  printed  by  the  National 
Council,  Department  of  Religious  Education,  will  know 
that  all  the  activities,  from  Worship,  Study  Groups,  and 
Guilds  are  part  of  the  personal  growth  of  the  individuals 
in  the  parish,  children  or  adults,  and  that  that  is  what 
is  meant  by  Christian  Education. 

Next,  the  committee  will  want  to  find  out  what  each 
Church  group  is  doing  and  recommend  ways  of  how 
each  can  help  the  other,  or  how  the  entire  Parish  pro¬ 


gram  may  be  integrated. 

This  will  bring  the  committee  to  the  special  work 
of  the  Church  School:  meeting  on  Sunday  or  week-days. 
In  outlining  this  work  with  its  objectives,  two  needs 
will  at  once  be  frankly  faced  by  the  committee.  The 
first  will  be  an  adequate  curriculum  of  Worship,  Study 
and  group  activities.  The  second  will  be  Leadership 
Training. 

The  Worship  must  be  real  to  the  different  age  groups. 
This  will  mean  a  well  thought-out  plan  that  knows  the 
needs  and  difficulties  of  each  age-group  and  can  bring 
the  great  joy  and  help  that  the  Church,  through  her  life 
and  Sacraments,  can  give.  The  study  will  be  examined 
and  carefully  selected  as  to  teaching  content,  attractive 
equipment  and  materials.  Next,  the  group  activities 
will  be  selected  so  that  the  “family”  can  find  expres¬ 
sion  in  Christian  living  together:  a  Girls’  Friendly  So¬ 
ciety,  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  Daughters  of  the 
King,  a  Choir,  Acolytes,  etc. 

The  second  need  that  will  be  faced  by  the  committee 
is  Leadership  Training.  This  can  be  a  continuous  pro¬ 
cess.  The  National  Accredited  Leadership  Association 
Bulletin  No.  4600,  provides  suggestions  for  study.  The 
committee  will  want  to  provide  classes.  But  where  are 
the  leaders  to  train.  That  is  always  a  question  and  will 
always  be  a  question  until  the  whole  parish  catches  a 
vision  of  the  urgency  of  our  Lord’s  command  and  will 
courageously  respond.  There  is  no  greater  satisfaction 
than  responding  to  this  call.  We  can  all  be  in  training. 
We  are  all  teaching,  whether  silently  or  at  the  head  of  a 
group.  Let  us  be  ready!

At  the  election  of  officers,  held  on 
Jan.  3,  the  following  women  were 
chosen  for  these  offices:  Miss  Thelma 
Covell,  president:  Mrs.  Erie  Hatfield, 
treasurer;  Miss  Marjorie  Sears,  record¬ 
ing  secretary:  Mrs.  Gladys  Hopkins, 
corresponding  secretary. 

Altar  Guild:  Without  fanfare  or 
publicity,  the  Altar  Guild  has  been 
doing  a  very  fine  piece  of  work.  They 
have  repaired  and  replaced  worn  vest¬ 
ments,  and  have  either  made  or  pur¬ 
chased  several  new  sets — among  them 
a  festival  white  set. 

Church  School:  St.  James’  Church 
School  has  been  slowly,  but  steadily, 
growing  in  the  past  few  months.

If  you  want 
to  know  what  is  going  on  in  the  Dio¬ 


cese  of  Northern  Indiana,  then  sub¬ 
scribe  to  The  Pastoral  Staff.  The 
price  is  only  one  dollar  a  year,  and 
twenty  cents  on  every  new  subscrip¬ 
tion  this  year  will  go  into  our  Fenten 
Mite  Box  offering. 

An  Altar  is  to  be  made  for  use  in 
an  Oratory  at  the  Clergy  House  and 
when  completed  will  make  it  possible 
to  have  a  daily  Mass  during  the  win¬ 
ter  months. 

The  Church  School  staff  had  a 
meeting  with  Father  Kappes  on  Mon¬ 
day  evening,  Feb.  6.  Many  of  our 
problems  and  plans  were  discussed. 
An  attempt  will  soon  be  made  to  pro¬ 
cure  enough  card  tables  and  chairs  so 
classes  can  be  removed  from  the  pews 
during  the  lesson  period.  During  the 
Fenten  Season  the  classes  will  either 
make  scrapbooks  about  children  in 
city  life,  or  young  people’s  devotion- 
als.  In  order  to  stimulate  perfect  at¬ 
tendance,  a  banner  is  to  be  purchased 
and  this  will  be  set  up  every  Sunday 
near  the  leading  class.  The  secretary 
will  also  send  out  birthday  cards  to 
members  of  the  school  and  these  in 
turn  will  be  reminded  to  make  an  of¬ 
fering  for  the  Birthday  Thank  Offer¬ 
ing  for  Missions.  The  problem  of  ab¬ 
sence  was  talked  over  very  carefully, 
and  the  teachers  were  of  the  opinion 
that  they  could  assist  the  priest  by 
making  personal  calls  at  homes.  With 
forty-three  now  enrolled  in  the 
Church  School  we  are  hoping  to  have 
fiftv  by  June. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that 
so  many  of  our  people  are  offering  a 
prayer  at  the  Shrine  every  Sunday 
with  a  special  intention  for  our  work 
at  Holy  Trinity  Church.  We  hope, 
however,  that  everybody  will  take 
advantage  of  this  special  privilege. 
Your  prayers  are  requested. 

Ten  new  and  active  families  added 
to  our  parochial  family  in  1939! 
Twenty-five  old  and  former  members 
of  the  congregation  performing  their 
Catholic  duties  again  in  1939!  One 
hundred  and  thirty  OR  MORE  as 
the  average  attendance  at  late  Mass 
every  Sunday  in  1939!  It  is  up  to 
you!  You  can  hamper  -  -  -  or  you 
can  help  with  our  plans!! 

It  isn’t  very  often  that  a  Church 
can  advertise — “Come  early  in  order 
to  get  a  seat.’’  But  such  is  now  the 
case  at  Holy  Trinity!  Fast  Sunday 
the  ten  o’clock  High  Mass  had  an  at¬ 
tendance  that  taxed  the  church  build¬ 
ing.  That  is  as  it  should  be,  when 
people  come  lovingly  and  dutifully 
to  worship  their  Ford  in  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  of  the  Altar.  We  only 
hope  and  pray  that  all  our  people  will 
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take  their  Mass  duties  seriously  and 
to  heart. 

The  annual  congregational  meeting 
was  held  in  the  club  rooms  on  last 
Sunday  with  fifty-nine  persons  in  at¬ 
tendance.  A  good  number  of  our 
young  married  people  were  present, 
which  evidently  surprised  everybody 
— and  made  the  heart  of  your  priest 
rejoice.  The  same  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  were  duly  elected  for 
1939,  it  being  the  unanimous  opin¬ 
ion  that  this  would  be  the  best  thing 
for  a  new  priest.  Next  year,  how¬ 
ever,  we  shall  plan  to  place  several 
of  our  younger  men  on  the  Vestrv 
and  train  them  for  future  leadership. 
And  this  suggestion  comes  from 
many  of  our  faithful  and  devoted 
Magyars  of  long  years  membership 
in  this  congregation.  In  all — it  was 
a  happy  meeting,  where  only  the  best 
interests  of  the  Church  were  to  be 
discussed.

BEAUTIFIED 


To  the  Glory  of  God —  Interior  of  The  St.  Paul's  Church,  Hammond,  Indiana 


THE  hundreds  of  worshippers 
who  filled  St.  Paul’s  on  Christ¬ 
mas  morn  were  delighted  with 
the  restored  and  beautified  Church. 
All  were  unanimous  in  their  praise  of 
the  artistic  harmony  that  marked 
Nave  and  Chancel,  the  really  impres¬ 
sive  simplicity,  the  “atmosphere”  that 
prevailed. 

Begun  the  forepart  of  September, 
we  managed  to  complete  the  recon¬ 
struction  in  time  for  the  Midnight 
Christmas  Eucharist.  The  character 
of  the  old  building  presented  the  Rec¬ 
tor  and  the  architect  with  a  some¬ 
what  difficult  problem.  We  could  not 
rebuild  in  either  Gothic  or  Ro¬ 
manesque  style,  and  maintain  artistic 
harmony  throughout.  The  Rector  de¬ 
cided  in  favor  of  what  may  be  called 
“semi-modernistic”  architecture,  much 
favored  by  builders  of  modern 
Churches.  The  result  has  proven  suc¬ 
cessful,  we  think.  You  note  as  a 
“Leit-motif”  the  square  field  through¬ 
out,  in  Pulpit  and  Lectern,  in  Com¬ 
munion  rail,  in  Sanctuary  chairs,  in 
the  panellings,  in  the  Altar  itself. 
The  three  windows  above  the  Altar, 
also  Gorham  made,  and  memorials 
from  the  old  Church  on  Rimbach 
Avenue,  represent  three  cardinal  ev¬ 
ents  in  our  Lord's  life:  Birth,  Agony, 
Triumph.  The  Chancel  is  the  gift  of 


Mrs.  Kate  P.  Conkey,  now  of  Green¬ 
wich,  Connecticut,  in  memory  of  her 
late  husband,  W.  B.  Conkey,  who 
was  for  years  Senior  Warden  of  this 
Parish.  No  feature  of  the  restored 
Church  calls  forth  more  admiration 
than  the  very  beautiful  beam  con¬ 
struction  of  the  ceiling,  scarcely  out¬ 
lined  in  the  picture.  William  Dutton, 
whose  family  are  parishioners  of  St. 
Paul’s,  was  our  architect:  Fred  Raw- 
ley  and  Sons,  of  Hammond,  were  gen¬ 
eral  contractors. 

The  cost  of  rebuilding  amounts  to 
$15,000.00.  Our  Woman’s  Guild 
gave  $450.00  toward  payment  for  the 
pews.  The  Guild  of  Martha  and 
Mary  paid  for  the  new  carpet  in  the 
Nave.  The  Candelabras  upon  the  Al¬ 
tar  are  the  gift  of  the  Girls’  Friendly 
Group.  The  Altar  Guild  had  the 
Altar  Cross,  Processional  Cross,  the 
Vases  and  Alms  Basins  relacquered. 
The  first  memorial  window  in  the 
Nave  was  placed  by  Mrs.  Adelbert 
Langendorff  in  memory  of  her  mo¬ 
ther,  Cora  Snodgrass. 

The  official  re-opening  service  was 
held  on  Sunday,  January  29th,  in  the 
presence  of  Bishop  Gray.  Mrs.  Con¬ 
key,  who  has  not  yet  seen  the  restored 
Church,  expects  to  be  with  us  some 
time  next  June.  Our  Bishop  will,  at 
that  time,  consecrate  the  memorial 


Chancel.  Our  improvements  have  all 
been  made  from  the  point  of  view  that 
the  beautification  of  His  Holy  Tem¬ 
ple  has  far-reaching  effects  for  the 
spread  of  His  Kingdom.

THE  WOMAN’S  AUXILIARY

ENT  and  the  preparation  for 
Lent  should  be  a  particularly 
important  time  for  the  women 
of  the  Church.  A  more  strict  use  of 
the  Forward  Movement  pamphlet — 
Day  by  Day — especially,  we  wish  to 
call  to  your  attention  additional 
Scripture  reading  as  found  on  pages 
49  and  50,  Morning  and  Evening 
Lessons  for  Lent. 

The  Good  Friday  Offering  for  the 
work  in  Jerusalem  is  again  stressed  as 
our  part  of  the  Church’s  work  in 
Jerusalem. 

Some  suggestions  for  Lent  are 
needed  to  revive  our  daily  living  in 
preparation  for  a  Blessed  Easter: 

1.  Make  your  Lent  positive.  Un¬ 
dertake  some  practical  work  for  good 
and  really  do  it. 

2.  Let  self-examinatin  be  a  daily 
duty.  Not  where  do  you  stand,  but 
whither  are  you  moving! 

3.  Read  and  meditate  daily.  For¬ 
ward  Day  by  Day  has  been  suggested. 

4.  Be  present,  as  far  as  possible, 
at  every  service  of  the  Church.  The 
benefit  will  be  to  others  as  well  as  to 
yourself. 

5.  Make  your  Communions  more 
frequently  and  with  a  definite  purpose 
and  preparation. 

6.  Pray  until  prayer  becomes  a 
habit  and  you  talk  to  God  as  another 
friend. 

7.  Be  regular  in  attendance  at  any 
Parish  organization  to  which  you 
belong.  Encourage  others  and  be  a 
credit  to  yourself. 


8.  Deny  yourself  something  and 
add  the  cost  of  it  to  your  Easter  offer¬ 
ing.  The  cost  of  self-denial  should 
be  given — not  saved. 

9.  Refrain  from  amusements  and 
public  places  of  amusement.  “Love 
dissipated  upon  many  objects  concen¬ 
trates  itself  upon  none.’’ 

1 0.  Keep  a  strict  watch  over  the 
door  of  your  lips  this  Lent.  Speak 
well  or  say  nothing. 

11.  Join  a  study  class  or  group 
and  learn  more  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world;  especially  the  study  books  re¬ 
commended  for  this  year  and  the  Mis¬ 
sion  of  the  Church. 

1  2.  Let  us  think  about  the  differ¬ 
ent  ways  Jesus  Christ  told  us  we  must 
live  to  obtain  blessedness  which  is 
true  happiness.  As  we  study  the 
Beatitudes  from  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  we  find  these  ideas  do  not  co¬ 
incide  with  the  world’s  opinions  of 
happiness.  If  we  consider  Christ’s 
words  and  the  truths  they  express, 
and  have  tried  to  keep  these  sugges¬ 
tions,  we  will  approach  Easter  with 
additional  spiritual  strength  and  spir¬ 
itual  fervor.

to  man  in  terms  that  man  can  appreciate,  what  God  is 
like. 

But  we  do  not  have  to  depend  upon  someone  else’s 
word  for  our  knowledge  of  God.  Because  Jesus  Christ 
has  shown  us  the  way — because  He  is  Himself  the  way 
— you  and  I  can  find  God  for  ourselves. 

How  can  we  find  God  for  ourselves?  Where  can  we 
find  Him? 

We  can  find  God  in  the  Holy  Scriptures — the  record 
of  His  revelation  of  Himself. 

We  can  find  God  in  the  Catholic  Church — the  di¬ 
vinely  ordained  teacher  of  His  revealed  religion. 

We  can  find  God  in  our  fellow-man — the  only  be¬ 
ing  created  by  God  in  His  own  image. 

We  can  find  God  in  prayer — the  intimate  talking 
with  God  that  is  the  Christian's  greatest  privilege. 


We  can  find  God  in  the  Blessed  Sacrament — the  holy 
mystery  through  which  God  gives  us  His  very  life. 

But  there  is  one  prerequisite  in  all  of  these  ways  of 
finding  God.  We  must  have  faith.  Without  faith,  no 
amount  of  seeking  can  show  us  God. 

With  faith  the  reality  of  God  becomes  so  firm  a  matter 
of  our  own  personal  experience  that  nothing  can  shake 
our  belief  in  Him  and  our  love  for  Him. 

And  what  is  faith?  “Faith.”  says  St.  Paul,  “is  the 
substance  of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not 
seen.”  It  is  the  mighty  affirmation  of  the  human  soul, 
reflecting  the  reality  of  its  divine  Creator.  It  is  the  bea¬ 
con  that  lights  our  way  along  the  high  road  that  leads 
to  God. 

Let  us  devote  this  Lent  to  the  cultivation  of  the  faith 
by  which  we  find  God.

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WHY  "THE  PASTORAL  STAFF"? 


Centuries  ago,  on  a  night  when  the  stars  shone  above  with 
unusual  brightness,  shepherds  were  watching  their  flocks.  It 
was  their  task  to  safeguard  the  sheep.  To  aid  him,  each 
shepherd  carried  in  his  hand  a  staff,  with  a  crook  on  one  end 
of  it.  This  staff  was  so  much  a  part  of  his  equipment  that 
any  man  carrying  one  was  immediately  recognized  as  a 
shepherd. 

And  on  that  night,  so  long  ago — as  shepherds  watched  their 
flocks — a  child  was  born,  which  was  Christ  the  King.  That 
Child  grew  in  stature,  and  as  He  drew  near  to  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  His  mission,  He  called  the  apostles  together,  and  said 
to  them,  "If  ye  love  me,  care  for  my  sheep."  He  commissioned 


them — the  first  Bishops,  the  first  shepherds  of  His  church; 
and  knowing  them  as  shepherds  of  the  sheep,  the  Church  was 
quick  to  make  the  Pastoral  Staff  the  symbol  of  Episcopal 
authority.  When  the  Bishop  appeared,  he  carried  the  Pastoral 
Staff  and  was  immediately  recognized  as  the  chief  shepherd. 
This  publication  in  a  very  real  sense,  represents  the  Bishop; 
it  enters  your  home  as  his  pastoral  representative,  one  of  his 
personal  contacts  with  you.  Hence — The  Pastoral  Staff — the 
official  publication  of  our  diocese,  which  is  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  one  of  the  spiritual  successors  of  those  first  shepherds, 
commissioned  by  our  Blessed  Lord. 


Central  CHINA 


The  following  quotation  is  from  the  Annual  Report  of 
The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Wood,  veteran  Missionary  in  the 
Diocese  of  Hankow,  as  that  report  to  Bishop  Gilman  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  Living  Church  of  March  22nd.  He  is  writing 
of  the  rapidly  changing  conditions  of  war  torn  China 
and  then  he  says  "Never  were  we  more  convinced  that 
a  reverent  choral  Eucharist,  with  plenty  of  hearty  hymns 
and  a  sermon,  is  the  service  for  the  Lord's  Day  for  all 


sorts  and.  conditions  of  men.  The  question  is  always 
recurring  to  my  mind,  Why  oh  why  must  we,  in  the  Holy 
Catholic  Church  of  China,  take  the  British  Parliament 
and  Cranmer  and  Queen  Elizabeth  as  our  authority, 
and  summon  our  Chinese  Christians  to  'Dearly  beloved 
brethren  the  Scripture  moveth  us'  at  1 1  o'clock  on 
Sunday  morning,  instead  of  the  ’Do  this  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  Me'  of  our  Blessed  Lord  Himself?"

RACE  be  unto  you,  and  peace, 
from  God  our  Father  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  are  gath¬ 
ered  together,  Brethren,  to  offer  to 
Almighty  God  this  our  sacrifice  of 
Praise  and  Thanksgiving  that  He  of 
His  infinite  mercy  will  grant  to  us  the 
guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit  in  our 
deliberations  for  the  furtherance  of 
His  worship  in  our  midst  and  for  the 
carrying  on  of  the  work  that  has  been 
committed  to  us  by  His  Only-Begot¬ 
ten  Son,  Our  Lord  and  Master. 

The  Departed 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Coun¬ 
cil,  our  Loving  Heavenly  Father  has 
taken  unto  Himself  the  souls  of  The 
Rev.  George  Taylor  Griffith,  a  Priest 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese; 

The  Rev.  Irving  Todd,  who  was  not 
canonically  resident  in  Northern  In¬ 
diana  at  the  time  of  his  death,  but 
who  was  for  many  years  at  Howe 
School,  working  also  in  St.  Mark's  Parish  and  who  is 
known  as  the  Founder  of  the  Lower  School  at  Howe 
and  Frances  Haberly,  who  was  for  a  long  time  the 
head  of  the  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  of  this  Diocese. 
May  they  rest  in  peace  and  may  light  perpetual  shine 
upon  them. 

Clerical  Changes 

The  Rev.  Earl  Ray  Hart,  LL.D.,  resigned  as  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City  and  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Lewis  Ewan  resigned  as  Rector  of 
Gethsemane,  Marion,  and  Priest  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's 
Gas  City  and  St.  Luke's,  Hartford  City  and  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Quincy. 

The  Rev.  George  Arthur  Peters  Jewell  has  resigned 
as  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Kokomo,  and  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio. 

The  Rev.  Ernest  William  Syme  Scully  has  resigned  as 
Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Goshen,  and  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 


The  Rev.  Edwin  Ellsworth  Smith, 
after  twenty  years  of  faithful  service 
at  Trinity  Church,  South  Bend,  has 
retired  and  is  on  pension.  However, 
in  appreciation  of  this  signal  piece 
of  missionary  work,  well  known  be¬ 
yond  our  borders,  and  because  of  the 
great  love  that  his  people  have  for 
him,  we  have  made  him  Pastor  Emeri¬ 
tus  and  he  retains  not  only  his  can¬ 
onical  but  also  his  actual  residence 
in  Northern  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  Harold  George  Kappes 
has  been  appointed  as  Priest  in 
charge  of  Trinity  Mission,  South  Bend, 
is  in  residence  and  has  been  duly 
transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Fond 
du  Lac.  He  is  already  giving  great 
promise  of  building  wisely  upon  the 
foundations  that  have  been  so  well 
laid. 

The  Very  Rev.  Russell  Richard 
Ingersoll  has  been  elected  Dean  and 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Pro-Cathedral,  is 
in  residence  and  has  been  duly  transferred  from  the 
Diocese  of  Olympia.  The  Cathedral  congregation  in 
its  worship  and  in  its  work  is  responding  splendidly  to 
his  leadership. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Dawson  Taylor,  who  was  elected 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Peru,  before  the  last  Council, 
but  whose  Letters  Dimissory  had  not  been  received  at 
that  time,  has  been  duly  transferred  from  the  Missionary 
District  of  New  Mexico.  Father  Taylor  has  not  only 
proven  to  be  a  good  Pastor,  but  also  a  leader  in  things 
material  so  that  the  Vestry  was  able  at  the  beginning  of 
this  year  to  raise  his  salary  in  appreciation  of  his 
services. 

The  Rev.  William  Aaron  Driver  has  been  elected  as 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  is  in  residence 
and  has  been  duly  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  West 
Missouri.  The  Vestry  of  this  important  Parish  have, 
after  much  deliberation,  made  a  wise  choice,  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  which  is  already  apparent. 

The  Rev.  Paul  Severance,  O.S.B.,  has  been  placed  in 
charge  of  St.  Andrew's,  Valparaiso,  St.  Stephen's,  Ho- 


bart  and  St.  Augustine's,  Gary,  has  only  just  taken  up 
his  residence  in  Valparaiso  and  has  been  duly  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee.  The  coming  of 
the  Benedictines  to  this  Diocese  is  the  answer  to  four¬ 
teen  years  of  earnest  prayer.  When  your  Bishop  came 
to  you  fourteen  years  ago,  he  soon  realized  that  the 
only  solution  of  the  missionary  problem  in  the  Calumet 
was  to  have  a  Religious  Order  established  there,  in  that 
industrial  center  of  the  nation.  The  Presiding  Bishop 
and  Bishop  Bartlett  of  Department  of  Domestic  Missions 
of  the  National  Council  have  both  expressed  themselves 
as  liking  the  plan  and  agree  with  your  Bishop  that  it  is 
a  wise  move  in  carrying  on  the  work  in  that  part  of  the 
Diocese.  The  other  Priests  of  the  Order  will  help  with 
the  work  under  the  direction  of  Father  Paul. 

The  Rev.  Leo  Kenneth  Douglas  Patterson,  O.S.B.,  will 
be  the  only  other  member  of  the  Order  who  will  at 
present  have  canonical  residence  in  this  Diocese  and 
he  has  been  duly  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Oxford. 
We  bespeak  your  interest  and  cooperation  in  the  life 
of  devotion  and  in  the  labors  of  the  Benedictines  for 
the  spread  of  the  Kingdom. 

The  Rev.  Clarence  Parker,  who  has  so  acceptably  sup¬ 
plied  a  number  of  vacant  par¬ 
ishes  in  this  Diocese,  has  been 
appointed  Priest  in  charge  of 
Trinity,  Kendallville  and  has 
only  recently  taken  up  his  act¬ 
ual  residence  there  not  at  pres¬ 
ent  being  canonically  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Northern  Indiana.  It 
rejoices  your  Bishop's  heart  to 
have  the  work  at  Kendallville 
so  auspiciously  revived. 

The  Rev.  Gerald  H.  Lewis,  of 
Glendale,  Ohio,  has  been 
elected  as  Rector  of  St.  An¬ 
drew's  Kokomo,  but  will  not 
take  up  his  residence  and 
therefore  will  not  be  trans¬ 
ferred  until  sometime  in  the 
early  summer. 

Instead  of  continuing  to  have 
three  Rural  Deans,  your  Bishop 
has  appointed  The  Ven.  fames 
McNeal  Wheatley  as  Archdeacon  of  Northern  Indiana 
to  help  him  in  the  supervision  of  the  missionary  work 
in  the  Diocese,  the  financial  administration  still  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  Missions  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council. 

Missionary  Shortage 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  always  rises  to  an 
emergency,  when  sufficiently  aroused  to  the  importance 
of  the  occasion.  Early  in  March  the  Bishop  sent  out  an 
appeal  for  you  to  raise  $1000.00  for  Missionary  work 
over  and  above  what  you  had  already  subscribed  as 


your  Expectancy  for  1939.  While  the  goal  has  not  yet 
quite  been  reached,  it  is  in  sight.  We  still  need  between 
two  and  three  hundred  dollars  to  make  up  the  entire 
amount.  The  Bishop  and  Council  have  voted  to  guar¬ 
antee  the  raising  of  the  full  request  and  it  is  our  hope 
that  this  Diocesan  Council  will  approve  the  action  of  the 
Bishop  and  of  the  Bishop  and  Council  and  adopt  it  as 
your  own.  Half  the  amount  thus  raised  is  to  go  to  The 
National  Council  to  absorb  the  threatened  cut  in  the 
appropriation  to  the  Diocese  of  Lexington.  The  other 
half  will  go  to  help  our  own  new  venture  of  which  Val¬ 
paraiso  is  the  center.  The  Presiding  Bishop  has  asked 
some  other  Diocese  to  absorb  the  threatened  cut  in 
Northern  Indiana's  appropriation  and  I  understand  un¬ 
officially  from  headquarters  that  we  will  probably  not 
be  cut.  Will  you  please  take  back  to  your  respective 
Parishes  and  Missions  expressions  of  sincere  thanks 
for  this  cooperation  and  our  confidence  that  they  will 
complete  the  job,  so  well  on  its  way. 

The  Pastoral  Staff 

Not  so  well,  however,  have  you  risen  to  another  urgent 
appeal,  which  affects  very  vitally  the  life  of  our  Diocese. 

Father  Stewart,  the  Chairman 
of  Publicity  and  the  editor  of 
THE  PASTORAL  STAFF  has 
made  a  grand  and  wonderful 
success  of  that  diocesan  paper. 
The  mailing  list  of  the  entire 
Diocese  is  about  2200.  Out 
of  this  it  is  necessary  to  secure 
800  subscriptions  if  the  paper 
is  to  continue.  So  far  only  a 
little  over  200  subscriptions 
have  been  received.  Surely 
this  is  due  to  lack  of  concerted 
effort.  Out  of  2200  families, 
800  paid  subscriptions  is  not 
too  much  to  ask.  If  we  send 
the  paper  to  those,  only,  who 
subscribe,  then  the  very  ones 
who  need  most  to  be  awak¬ 
ened  will  not  be  reached. 

This  is  a  missionary  oppor¬ 
tunity  right  in  our  own  Diocese 
which  should  not  be  overlooked.  This  paper  has  been 
highly  commended  far  beyond  the  limits  of  our  own 
Diocese.  We  have  enough  money  to  put  out  about  two 
or  perhaps  three  more  issues.  You  will  certainly  not 
let  it  die  or  even  have  to  be  reduced  to  a  quarterly 
publication.  Will  this  Council  pass  some  strong  reso¬ 
lution  urging  upon  Clergy,  vestrymen  and  delegates  to 
go  home  and  organize  the  obtaining  of  these  subscrip¬ 
tions  immediately  before  the  summer  lethargy  comes  on 
and  so  that  Father  Stewart  can  know  ahead  so  as  to 
plan  for  the  fall  issues.  You  have  never  failed  in  any¬ 
thing,  more  than  temporarily  and  you  will  not  fail  in  this.

THE  CHURCH  «J  FAMILY  UNITY 

SOME  CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  THE 
CHURCH  TO  FAMILY  LIVING 


HE  women  of  the  Church,  like  all  other  women, 
have  always  been  interested  in  problems  of  family 
living.  In  recent  years  they  have  taken  their  place 
with  other  women  in  child  welfare  and  mother  study 
groups.  Widespread  interest  in  the  improvement  of 
the  quality  of  family  living  has  stimulated  scientific 
study  research,  which  in  turn  has  produced  a  large 
body  of  facts,  principles,  approaches  and  techniques. 
These  all  mothers  can  learn  and  use  in  their  own  fam¬ 
ilies.  The  women  of  the  Church  are  in  a  position  to 
make  particularly  effective  use  of  these  scientific  re¬ 
sources.  For  they  have,  in  addition,  a  second  set  of 
resources,  those  of  the  Church.  They  are  now 
realizing  that  these  two  sets  of  resources  complement 
and  implement  each  other,  that  the  principles  and 
practices  developed  in  the  study  of  family  living  and 
the  concepts  and  observances  of  the  Church  coincide 
at  point  after  point.  In  this  article 
we  shall  discuss  two  of  these  points, 
fatigue  and  family  solidarity. 

We  all  agree  that  there  is  alto¬ 
gether  too  much  fatigue.  It  is  not 
a  productive  or  constructive  factor 
in  family  living.  When  we  are  tired, 
we  say,  and  do,  and  feel  things  that  do  not  represent 
our  best  selves.  Fatigue  is  a  trouble  maker.  One  of 
the  most  effective  ways  to  improve  the  quality  of  family 
living  is  to  eliminate  or  at  least  to  lessen  fatigue. 

Fatigue  may  be  due  to  actual  muscular  effort,  pick¬ 
ing  up  and  putting  down  the  baby,  pushing  the  dust- 
mop,  climbing  the  stairs,  walking  from  ice  box  to  sink, 
from  sink  to  stove,  from  stove  to  cupboard. 

Often  the  muscular  fatigue  is  intensified  by  a  feeling 
of  futility  or  resentment.  We  are  tired  by  dishes  to  be 
done  three  times  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  by  beds 
to  be  made  morning  after  morning,  by  stockings  for¬ 
ever  torn,  and  rooms  forever  dusty.  We  resent  the 
need  to  work  while  others  play,  or  seem  to,  to  dig  and 
struggle,  while  others,  as  far  as  we  can  see,  step  gaily 
forth  in  their  new  spring  suits  to  matinee  and  bridge. 

Fatigue  can  also  be  caused  by  nervous  tension,  that 
tightening  up  all  over  which  comes  when  we  are  hur¬ 
ried,  harried,  or  hard-pressed,  when  the  soup  boils 
over  and  the  pudding  burns  on,  when  there  are  three 
tasks  to  do  and  only  time  enough 
for  one,  when  we  can't  find  the 
paring  knife  and  the  last  needed 
spoonful  of  baking  powder  is  def¬ 


initely  gone  and  there  is  no  delivery  until  four  o'clock! 

Fatigue  is  produced,  too,  by  worry  or  anxiety.  Who 
has  not  at  one  time  or  another  spent  her  strength  in 
mental  and  emotional  stresses  and  strains?  Will  Johnny 
be  warm  enough  in  that  light  sweater,  or  should  I  have 
insisted  upon  the  jacket?  Why  doesn't  that  child  get 
at  her  practicing — or  drink  more  milk — or  spill  less 
jelly — or  wash  cleaner — or  stand  straighter?  Why  did 
I  ever  say  I'd  run  this  committee?  Why  didn't  I  realize 
how  tired  Mary  was,  how  hurt  Jimmy  felt? 

Fatigue  is  one  of  the  results  of  a  feeling  of  guilt,  which 
may  be  either  occasional,  frequent,  or  chronic  and 
pervasive.  In  the  literature  of  family  living  there  are 
rarely  mentioned  any  specific  traits  which  can  be 
counted  on  to  make  or  mar  the  success  of  the  family. 
But  among  the  few  that  are  listed,  the  feeling  of  guilt 
is  always  included.  It  is  considered  a  pretty  sure 

trouble  maker,  and  those  who  have 
it — or  are  married  to  it — are  urged 
to  take  steps  to  eliminate  it. 

The  effort  to  eliminate  fatigue 
from  family  living  is  proceeding 
along  several  lines.  To  eliminate 
physical  fatigue  we  are  designing 
step-saving  kitchens  and  developing  labor  saving 
equipment  and  time  saving  surfaces,  fabrics  and  ma¬ 
terials — non-staining  metal,  non-wrinkling  linen,  non- 
shrinking  cotton,  and  non-breakable  dishes.  We  have 
paper  napkins,  cellophane  luncheon  sets,  automatic 
ovens,  and  self-directing  washing  machines.  By  re¬ 
search  and  experiment  we  are  constantly  improving 
household  skills  and  arts  and  practices  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  time,  money,  materials,  and  people. 

In  an  effort  to  eliminate  the  sense  of  futility  we  are 
placing  emphasis  upon  home-making  as  a  profession 
upon  its  dignity,  its  worth-whileness,  and  its  challenge 
to  the  abilities  of  those  who  engage  in  it. 

All  these  helps  are  available  to  any  homemaker  who 
is  tired  of  being  tired  and  who  has  time  and  money 
with  which  to  acquire  them.  But  the  women  of  the 
Church  have  at  hand  another  set  of  resources,  the 
teaching,  practices,  and  sacraments  of  the  Church. 
Without  waiting  until  we  can  rebuild  our  kitchens,  buy 
a  washer,  or  hire  a  maid,  we  can  make  use  of  the 

Comfortable  Words.  They  provide 
a  rememdy  for  weariness  of  mus¬ 
cles  and  backs  and  feet  as  well  as 
of  spirit.  Athletes  tell  us,  "Get  your 


Do  you  ever  find  fatigue,  resent¬ 
ment,  worry,  anxiety,  a  sense  of  futil¬ 
ity,  threatening  the  unity  of  your 
family  life?  Mrs.  Howard  F.  Bigeloiv, 
of  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  tells  you  how  the 
Church  solves  these  problems. 
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second  wind.”  Psychologists  say,  "Tap  a  new  level  of 
energy.”  The  Church  says,  "Come  unto  Me,  I  will  re¬ 
fresh  you.”  Whatever  we  call  it,  it  provides  the  strength 
which  relieves  fatigue.  No  homemaker,  no  mother, 
wants  to  be  freed  of  the  fundamentals  af  her  burden. 
Rather  she  wants  the  strength  to  carry  it  comfortably. 
This  strength  is  the  refreshment  which  the  Comfortable 
Words  promise. 

Against  resentment  and  a  sense  of  futility  there  is 
the  Church's  concept  of  "all  such  good  works  as  thou 
hast  prepared  for  us  to  walk  in.”  We  can  be  so  "as¬ 
sisted  by  grace”  that  whatever  work  our  way  of  life 
requires,  whatever  job  is  clearly  ours  to  do,  that  work 
and  that  job  become  worth  the  doing,  patiently,  cheer¬ 
fully,  even  joyfully.  The  dishes  and  the  dusting,  the 
unremitting  care  and  attention,  the  never  ending 
services,  big  and  little,  from  safety  pins  to  speeches, 
that  family  and  neighbors  and  community  demand  of 
us,  become  the  "good  works  prepared  for  us  to  walk 
in.”  We  can  recognize  them  as  necessary  parts  and 
accompaniments  to  that  care  of  life  which  homemaking 
essentially  is.  We  can  with  that  vision  "so  pass  through” 
these  "things  temporal  that  we  lose  not  the  things 
eternal.” 

And,  for  worry  and  anxiety,  for  the  feeling  that  we 


are  not  quite  equal  to  the  demands  upon  us,  we  have 
the  Church's  concept  of  grace  and  strength  bestowed 
as  expressed  in  her  common  prayers.  We  understand 
that  we  may  ask  to  "perceive  and  know”  what  things 
we  "ought  to  do'  and  may  "have  grace  and  power 
faithfully  to  fulfil  the  same.”  We  take  courage  from 
the  teaching  that  God  will  "mercifully  look  upon  our 
infirmities”  and  "stretch  forth  His  right  hand  to  help” 
us. 

To  eliminate  the  sense  of  guilt,  the  Church  provides 
the  Sacrament  of  Confession.  Its  principle  is  well  es¬ 
tablished  and  widely  accepted.  The  psychiatrist,  the 
doctor,  the  trusted  and  sympathetic  friend  who  lets  us 
"get  it  off  our  chest"  are  all  employing  its  principle. 
It  functions  effectively.  Father  Schmedeler,  in  his 
Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Family  Living,  a  source 
book  prepared  for  use  by  study  groups,  maintains 
that  the  confessional  is  an  active  constructive 
agent  in  family  living.  Through  it  many  irritations, 
mistakes  and  difficulties  are  dealt  with  while  they 
are  yet  minor.  The  serious  and  disruptive  strains 
which  might  well  develop  from  them  never  get 
a  chance  to  start.  In  family  living,  as  elsewhere,  an 
ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.  We  who, 
through  confession  and  absolution  can  drop  our  sense

/HE  thing  which  needs  to  be  established  first  in 
&  any  consideration  of  the  Benedictine  life  is  that 
it  is,  first  of  all,  a  life.  The  monk  comes  to  live  under 
the  Rule  which  St.  Benedict  gave  to  the  Western  Church 
some  thirteen  centuries  ago,  in  order  that  he  may  save 
his  soul  and  to  seek  God  in  the  straight,  directed  way 
of  monasticism.  Work,  although  important  and  def¬ 
initely  prescribed  by  the  Rule,  takes  a  secondary  place. 
So  a  body  of  monks  seeking  a  new  location  come  to 
a  place  primarily  to  live  their  life  under  the  Holy  Rule 
of  their  founder.  They  become  a  new  colony  of  monks 
who-  propagate  the  Christian  faith  more  by  example 
than  by  precept.  The  central  part  of  this  life  is  the 
worship  and  praise  of  God  in  the  divine  liturgy  of 
Eucharist  and  Office:  to  this  'Work  of  God'  nothing  may 
be  preferred.  Primarily,  then,  a  Benedictine  house  is 
a  family  of  monks  whose  main  business  is  liturgical 
prayer. 

The  ideal  Benedictine  day  is  divided  about  equally 
into  three  parts:  prayer,  labor,  and  directed  study.  The 
recitation  of  the  Office  and  the  performance  of  the 
Eucharist,  of  course,  takes  first  importance  in  the  life  of 
prayer;  every  monk,  however,  is  required  to  devote 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  private  prayer  and 
spiritual  reading.  Although  in  Saint  Gregory's  House 
both  Office  and  Eucharist  will  be  performed  very  sim¬ 
ply  at  first,  it  will  always  be  carried  out. 

The  work  of  the  House  is  in  part  fixed  by  our  agree¬ 


ment  with  Bishop  Gray;  we  are  to  have  charge  of  the 
missions  at  Valparaiso,  at  Hobart,  and  at  St.  Augus¬ 
tine's,  Gary.  But  we  expect  to  do  some  gardening  and 
manual  labor,  and  hope  by  autumn  to  have  tangible 
evidence  of  the  work  of  our  hands.  Since  we  do  all 
of  our  own  work,  our  time  of  labor  is  in  part  taken  up 
with  the  necessary  care  of  house  and  grounds. 

The  study  which  the  monk  undertakes  is  directed; 
it  is  not  desultory  reading  or  browsing,  but  calculated 
to  lead  to  a  mastery  of  one  or  more  fields.  Monastic 
study  has  always  been  rich  in  its  fruits,  for  it  is  under¬ 
taken  deliberately  and  carried  out  slowly  and  pains¬ 
takingly;  no  true  monastic  student  'skims,'  but  takes 
the  drudgery  of  scholastic  mastery  along  with  the  joy 
of  discovery.  Since  the  monk  is  not  working  against 
time,  he  uses  time  to  establish  every  point.  Benedictine 
study  is  not  usually  polemical  or  controversial;  it  is 
rather  what  is  known  as  'pure  study,'  with  no  other 
object  than  finding  and  mastering  the  truth  of  a 
given  subject. 

Our  life  among  you  will  try  to  exemplify,  however 
inadequately,  the  principles  and  practices  thus  briefly 
outlined.  We  will  attempt  to  lead  a  life,  a  life  of  cal¬ 
culated  equilibrium  (which  seems  a  good  paraphrase 
of  our  Benedictine  motto,  Pax)  to  the  greater  glory  of 
God.  We  are  grateful  to  Bishop  and  people  for  the 
hearty  welcome  we  have  received,  and  hope  that 
mutual  benefit  will  flow  from  our  association  with  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
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Good  Condition  of  Diocese 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of 
Missionary  Funds  show  that  the 
Diocese  is  in  better  financial  condi¬ 
tion  than  it  has  been  since  before 
the  days  of  the  depression.  We  en¬ 
tered  the  depression  with  the  Dio¬ 
cese  $14,500.00  in  debt.  We  have 
come  out  of  it  with  no  debts;  no  piece 
of  property  has  been  lost,  though 
some  was  seriously  threatened  and 
no  Mission  has  been  closed,  though 
some  have  not  had  as  frequent  serv¬ 
ices  as  formerly.  The  reports  of  the 
clergy  along  the  spiritual  side  of  our 
life  show  increasing  Church  attend¬ 
ance  and  a  growing  use  of  sacra¬ 
mental  grace.  While  we  have  not 
made  very  much  advance  in  our  missionary  work,  we 
have  held  our  own  because  of  the  devotion  of  the 
Clergy,  who  have  done  more  work  with  less  pay  and 
now  we  are  ready  to  go  forward.  The  whole  spirit  of 
the  Diocese  is  good  and  the  atmosphere  is  healthy. 

Howe  Conference 

Not  least  among  the  reasons  for  this  fine  esprit  de 
corp  is  the  Summer  Conference  at  Howe  School.  Arch¬ 
deacon  Wheatley  is  planning  again  our  five  day  con¬ 
ference  from  June  25th  to  30th.  Already  we  hope  that 
you  have  begun  to  accumulate  scholarships  and  are 
otherwise  working  up  interest  in  this  project,  which  is 
not  only  such  a  wonderful  thing  for  the  Diocese  but 
which  also  does  so  much  to  revitalize  your  respective 
parishes  and  missions. 

U.  T.  O.  Worker 

For  some  years  this  Conference  has  been  the  only 
piece  of  work  that  we  have  done  in  the  Diocese  along 
the  lines  of  Religious  Education,  or  as  they  are  now 
calling  it,  Christian  Education.  But  now  that  Miss 
Turley,  our  United  Thank  Offering  Worker  is  soon  to  be 
released  from  the  special  intensive  work  that  she  has 
so  well  done  in  the  Calumet,  she  with  the  diocesan 
Department  of  Christian  Education,  has  great  plans  for 
the  future.  She  has  been  well  trained  for  this  work  and 
the  department  has  made  her  Advisor  of  Christian 
Education.  Church  Vacation  Schools  in  parishes  and 


missions;  Teacher  Training  Classes; 
Adult  Education  and  many  other 
things  are  in  her  mind  to  be  de¬ 
veloped  for  us.  This  summer  she 
will  move  to  South  Bend  where  her 
office  will  be  more  central.  Father 
Ferguson  has  kindly  provided  space 
at  St.  James'  Parish  House.  Every 
Priest  in  the  Diocese  will  welcome 
this  opportunity  to  have  her  assist¬ 
ance  and  help  in  Church  School  and 
other  educational  problems. 

Military  Schools 

In  March  last  I  received  a  com¬ 
munication  from  a  Committee  of 
The  National  Council  which  had 
been  appointed  to  study  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  Military  Training  in  Church 
Secondary  Schools.  To  this  I  felt 
impelled  to  send  a  protest  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  and 
through  him  to  The  National  Council,  realizing  that  he 
was  but  carrying  out  the  mandate  laid  upon  him  and 
observing  that  in  the  personnel  of  those  he  had  ap¬ 
pointed,  he  had  shown  his  never  failing  fairness  as  a 
Presiding  Officer.  There  is  a  wide  range  of  opinion 
among  the  members  of  our  Church  upon  this  whole 
question.  It  is  my  deep  conviction  that  no  Ecclesiastical 
Body  has  the  right  to  sponsor  pacificism  any  more  than 
militarism  or  any  other  "ism”  or  to  make  pronounce¬ 
ments  upon  partisan  or  political  issues.  We  should  not 
complicate  the  missionary  work  or  the  diocesan  or 
parochial  life  of  the  Church  with  highly  controversial 
matters.  I  received  a  very  sympathetic  reply  and  the 
correspondence  is  here  in  my  files  if  any  one  desires  to 
read  it  further.  As  to  Howe  School  itself,  the  Military 
is  secondary.  It  is  used  only  insofar  as  it  is  helpful  in 
discipline  and  training.  Religion  and  academic  stand¬ 
ards  come  first  and  Howe  stands  well  in  these  standards 
with  eastern  schools.  The  School  went  through  the 
depression  without  going  into  the  red.  It  meant  drastic 
cuts  and  rigid  economy.  The  capital  debt  on  the  gym¬ 
nasium,  built  just  before  the  depression,  together  with 
the  fact  that  during  the  bank  moratorium  many  of  our 
best  patrons  were  unable  to  make  their  payments,  gave 
us  two  years  of  great  anxiety.  The  loyalty  of  the  staff 
and  faculty  during  that  time  and  the  business  acumen 
of  the  trustees  saved  the  school.  Of  the  thirteen  sec¬ 
ondary  schools  that  existed  in  the  Province  of  the  Mid-

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West  fifteen  years  ago,  eight  have  closed  their  doors. 
Only  five  remain.  It  is  only  with  great  sacrifice  and  by 
untiring  labor  that  any  Church  School  today  survives. 
One  of  our  greatest  needs  today  is  to  train  our  Church 
people  to  send  their  children  to  Church  Schools. 

Presbyterian  Concordat 

It  is  a  wonderful  thing  that  Presbyterians  and  Epis¬ 
copalians  can  sit  down  together  and  without  heat  dis¬ 
cuss  their  differences  as  well  as  their  agreements.  We 
have  come  a  long  way  in  Christian  charity  on  both 
sides,  which  is  the  first  step  toward  Christian  unity. 
But  the  next  step  must  be  an  honest  agreement  upon 
doctrine.  A  premature  union  will  never  produce  a 
permanent  unity  but  will  sooner  or  later  simply  serve 
to  create  a  third  schism.  We  have  come  a  long  way, 
but  we  have  a  long  way  to  go  and  we  should  certainly 
take  no  drastic  step  without  the  Church  of  England  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland.  Our  present  so- 
called  concordat  is  intended  only  as  a  basis  for  discus¬ 
sion.  It  is  far  from  adequate.  I  have  talked  to  a 
number  of  Presbyterian  Ministers.  One  of  them  who 
is  very  prominent  and  who  is  a  clear  thinker,  said  that 
he  thought  it  was  wonderful  that  we  could  come  to¬ 
gether  in  discussion  with  calmness  and  forbearance, 
but  that  he  felt  strongly  that  the  cause  of  unity  would 
be  advanced  better  if  first  bodies  of  similar  faith  and 
order  would  get  together.  Let  all  the  different  Pres¬ 
byterians  come  together  and  all  the  thirty  odd  Methodist 
bodies  and  so  on.  Another  one  who  was  rather  en¬ 
thusiastic  at  first  ended  by  saying  that  after  all  the 
mutual  laying  on  of  hands  upon  each  other's  heads 
would  not  mean  much,  if  anything,  to  either  of  us. 
Whatever  it  might  mean,  it  would  have  a  different 
meaning  to  each  of  us.  Each  side  would  just  submit 
to  it  and  say  that  it  did  not  really  mean  anything.  To 
us  we  would  be  ordaining  Priests  and  consecrating 
Bishops  and  would  know  in  our  heart  of  hearts  that 
the  laying  on  of  Presbyterian  hands  would  not  be 
adding  to  us  any  sacramental  grace.  They  do  not 
desire  a  sacerdotal  and  sacrificing  Priesthood  and  to 
most  of  them  it  would  be  only  a  means  of  exchange  of 
pulpits  and  Holy  Tables.  All  that  I  have  talked  to,  see 
the  insincerity  and  duplicity  of  such  an  act,  though  the 
promoters  of  it  are  personally  quite  sincere  and 
honest. 

Next  Council 

On  Wednesday,  May  1st,  1940,  you  and  your  Bishop 
will  have  travelled  together  for  fifteen  years  and  may 
I  therefore  request  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Dio¬ 
cesan  Council  be  held  on  that  day  at  St.  Paul's  Pro- 
Cathedral  in  the  city  of  Mishawaka. 

Conclusion 

And  now  as  we  are  about  to  proceed  with  our 
Eucharist;  as  we  hear  the  reports  of  what  has  been 


done  and  as  we  plan  for  that  which  lies  ahead,  let  me 
conclude  this  address  with  one  of  the  Whitsuntide 
collects — 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  God,  grant,  we  beseech 
thee,  that  by  the  indwelling  of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  we  may 
be  enlightened  and  strengthened  for  thy  service; 
through  lesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  thee  in  the  unity  of  the  same  Spirit  ever,  one 
God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 


ANNUAL  cUcvluiJ  FESTIVAL 

On  Ascension  Day,  May  18.  more  than  seventy 
Acolytes  from  various  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese  assembled  at  St.  lames'  Church,  South  Bend, 
for  the  annual  Acolyte's  Festival.  The  solemn  rever¬ 
ence  of  Choral  evensong  and  Benediction  filled  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  all  those  in  attendance  with  an 
increased  love  and  devotion  to  the  Lord  and  Master  of 
all.  Acolytes,  priests  and  people  left  the  Church  speak¬ 
ing  in  hushed  tones,  deeply  conscious  that  they  had 
been  blessed  in  a  very  real  way  by  our  Lord,  miracu¬ 
lously  present  in  His  Holy  Sacrament.  Following  is  a 
brief  summary  of  the  Bishop's  sermon: 

In  our  Lord's  earthly  ministry  there  were  three  Mounts. 
When  he  was  transfigured  He  revealed  Himself  in  His 
glory  to  St.  Peter,  St.  James  and  St.  John  while  Moses  and 
Elias  appeared  with  Him.  This  was  the  Mount  of  Prayer 
and  Vision,  from  which  He  saw  the  road  of  duty  and  of 
service  stretching  through  the  valley  on  up  to  Calvary 
which  was  the  Mount  of  Sacrifice.  But  through  the  cross 
on  and  beyond  He  could  see  His  victory  over  death,  His 
joyous  resurrection  leading  to  the  Mount  of  His  tri¬ 
umphant  Ascension. 

This  is  true  of  all  things  in  life,  not  only  religion  but 
everything  else.  If  we  are  to  accomplish  anything,  we 
must  first  have  the  vision  that  comes  through  prayer. 
We  cannot  remain  upon  this  height,  but  must  come  down 
and  follow  the  path  of  righteousness  and  service  and 
sweat  blood  to  the  point  of  giving  ourselves  in  complete 
surrender  and  self-sacrifice.  Only  thus  can  success  and 
victory  be  obtained.  The  crown  can  come  only 
through  the  Cross. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  is  The  Mount  of  Prayer  and  Vision, 
where  Heaven  and  earth  meet.  In  that  Presence  of  our 
Lord,  we,  who  are  still  here  in  this  world  are  joined  with 
those  who  have  gone  before  us.  In  the  strength  of 
that  heavenly  worship  we  go  forth  to  our  daily  tasks. 
The  Holy  Eucharist  is  the  Mount  of  Sacrifice  where  we 
offer  and  present  unto  God  ourselves,  our  souls  and 
bodies  to  be  a  reasonable  holy  and  living  sacrifice  unto 
Him.  The  Holy  Eucharist  is  the  triumphant  Mount  of 
Worship,  Adoration  and  Praise. 

You,  as  Priests  and  Acolytes,  have  each  your  share 
in  this  Ministry  of  Our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
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of  guilt  as  a  child  opens  his  hand  and 
drops  a  toy  which  no  longer  means 
anything  to  him,  who  can  correct  our 
mistakes,  become  aware  of  our  weak¬ 
nesses,  uncover  our  alibis,  and  then  go 
our  way  "in  newness  of  life"  "confirmed 
and  strengthened  in  all  goodness"  have 
at  our  disposal,  if  we  will  but  use  it,  a 
first  class,  well-designed  means  with 
which  to  carry  out  a  principle  firmly 
laid  down  in  the  theory  of  good  family 
living.  We  can  prevent  and  remove 
the  sense  of  guilt. 

A  second  point  at  which  thinking  in  the  field  of  family 
living  and  the  resources  of  the  Church  complement 
each  other  is  in  the  matter  of  family  solidarity.  Women 
in  child  welfare  groups  and  mother  study  groups  are 
adjured  to  foster  and  stimulate  in  their  children  when¬ 
ever  possible  this  sense  of  "belonging,"  of  being  a  loyal 
part  of  a  united  whole.  They  are  urged  to  make  much 
of  birthdays  and  holidays  and  to  see  to  it  that  the  family 
comes  together  as  a  whole  on  many  "special  occa¬ 
sions."  They  are  reminded  that  conditions  today  are 
different  from  the  good  old  days  when  everybody  from 
Great-aunt  Susy  to  the  baby  stayed  home  and  pitched 
hay  or  poured  tallow.  In  these  days,  Daddy  goes  to 
the  factory  or  office,  Brother  and  Sister  go  to  school, 
to  choir,  to  Boy  Scouts,  to  Girl  Reserve,  Mother  has  to 
make  a  report  or  attend  a  meeting,  and  Great-aunt 
Susy  doesn't  live  here  any  more.  And,  unless  some¬ 
body  gets  on  the  job  and  makes  some  conscious  effort 
in  that  direction,  none  of  these  individuals  will  de¬ 
velop  any  great  sense  of  family  solidarity. 

But,  the  theory  continues,  there  is  no  reason  to  be 
discouraged.  The  sense  of  family  solidarity  is  not  de¬ 
termined  alone  by  the  area  actually  shared  or  the 
time  actually  spent  together.  We  can  all  think  of 
families  whose  members  are  farther  apart  on  Sunday 
night  after  thirty-six  hours  spent  in  the  same  apartment 
than  at  any  other  time  in  the  week — and  often  the 
smaller  the  apartment  the  farther  they  are  apart. 

The  sense  of  family  solidarity  is  built  by  sharing  ex¬ 
periences,  particularly  by  sharing  experiences  of  high 
emotional  content.  Such  experiences  impress  us  deep¬ 
ly.  We  remember  them.  We  retain  the  marks  of 
them.  Through  such  shared  experiences  we  develop 
a  stong  sense  of  family  unity. 

The  resources  of  the  Church  implement  this  current 
thinking  in  the  field  of  family  living.  There  are  her 
high  festivals — Christmas,  Easter,  Whitsunday — with 
their  color,  light,  pageantry,  beauty,  drama.  There  is 
Holy  Week,  its  poignant  pathos,  in  its  more  obvious 
observances  and  simpler  aspects,  within  the  grasp  of 


even  the  children.  These  seasons  pro¬ 
vide  occasions  for  shared  experiences 
highly  charged  with  emotion.  In  many 
church  families  it  is  the  custom  for  each 
child,  when  he  reaches  choir-boy  age 
to  be  allowed  to  go  with  the  rest  of  the 
family  to  the  Midnight  Eucharist  on 
Christmas.  Those  families  do  not  ever 
forget  the  year  when  the  baby  is  old 
enough  to  take  his  place  as  a  member 
of  the  family,  when  the  whole  family, 
each  member  at  his  own  level,  but  all 
together  as  a  family  first  share  the 

festival  joy. 

Then  there  are  the  occasions  which  are  of  significance 
to  the  individual  family — baptisms,  birthdays,  confir¬ 
mations,  weddings — all  of  them  times  of  high  emotional 
content.  We  are  quite  in  the  habit  of  being  gay  and 
festive  at  weddings.  We  gather  in  all  the  relatives. 
Our  clan  spirit  glows.  Even  though  Uncle  John's  stories 
are  a  little  dull,  and  Cousin  Katy's  boys  are  holy  ter¬ 
rors,  they  all  seem  pretty  good  to  us.  They  are  our 
own  folks.  We  are  conscious  anew  of  family  solidarity. 
Church  families  thus  take  advantage  of  the  Church's 
establishment  of  a  new  family  to  draw  together  more 
strongly  all  the  members  of  the  two  family  groups 
from  which  the  new  family  comes. 

Most  families  make  some  observance  of  the  birth¬ 
days  of  their  members.  But  often  in  our  preoccupa¬ 
tion  with  cakes  and  candles  and  toy  balloons  we 
overlook  the  part  the  Church  can  play  in  these  cele¬ 
brations. 

One  of  our  young  friends  was  once  in  her  childhood 
a  guest  in  another  parish  on  the  occasion  of  her  birth¬ 
day.  Her  hostess  asked  the  priest  to  say  a  birthday 
prayer  for  her  young  guest.  He  did  so.  Though  she 
is  approaching  womanhood  now  she  has  never  for¬ 
gotten  the  thrill  of  that  experience.  The  events  and 
the  people  of  that  day  are  still  identified  as  those  of 
"the  time  Father  Smith  said  my  birthday  prayer.'' 
Birthdays  and  the  Church's  blessing  are  for  her  forever 
associated.  Here  is  a  resource  for  the  marking  of 
special  occasions  which  families  could  employ  more 
frequently  and  effectively  than  they  do. 

Baptisms  and  confirmations,  too,  are  milestones  in 
the  development  of  the  family.  They  mark  accomplish¬ 
ments  in  which  the  individual,  the  family,  and  the 
Church  rejoice  together.  Making  much  of  these  sacra¬ 
ments  can  strengthen  our  sense  of  moving  forward  as 
members  of  a  family  within  the  Church. 

And  in  this  connection  let  us  not  overlook  God-par¬ 
ents  as  resources  for  building  a  sense  of  family  sol¬ 
idarity.  The  concept  of  the  parent-in-God  who  cher- 
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ishes  our  souls,  as  earthly  parents  cherish  our  bodies, 
who  looks  upon  our  spiritual  progress  with  interest, 
with  satisfaction,  and  with  appreciation  is  a  valuable 
contribution  from  the  Church.  In  these  days  of  small 
families,  God-parents  are  welcome  additions  to  the 
group  to  whom  the  child  gives  his  loyalty  and  upon 
whom  he  depends.  We  are  missing  a  trick  when  we 
do  nothing  about  God-parents  except  to  write  their 
names  on  the  baptismal  certificate. 

For  the  purpose  of  building  family  solidarity,  the 
members  of  the  family  do  not  need  to  be  together  in 
order  to  have  shared  experiences.  We  have  a  neigh¬ 
bor  whose  son  and  daughter  are  communicants  though 
she  herself  is  not.  The  son  lives  in  California,  and  the 
daughter  in  New  York.  On  Easter  morning,  we  found 
her  reading  in  the  prayer  book  the  Order  for  Holy 
Communion.  To  our  comment  she  replied:  "I  like  to 
read  what  I  know  my  children  are  reading."  We  who 


have  a  common  service  and  common  prayers  have  a 
resource  for  building  family  solidarity  that  overcomes 
distance.  Here  are  true  shared  experiences,  though 
the  sharers  are  miles  apart. 

We  have  perhaps  our  greatest  resource  for  strength¬ 
ening  and  perpetuating  the  sense  of  family  solidarity, 
in  the  Church's  concept  of  the  Communion  of  Saints. 
According  to  this  concept,  we  are  not  separated  from 
father  or  mother,  brother  or  sister,  son  or  daughter, 
in  death  any  more  than  in  life.  In  the  light  of  this 
concept  we  see  ourselves  standing  between  the  fam¬ 
ilies  of  our  fathers  and  the  families  of  our  children. 
We  see  ourselves  as  those  who  “serve  in  our  genera¬ 
tion."  Through  this  concept  we  can  have  again  and 
again  at  the  Altar  an  experience  shared  with  all  our 
family,  living  and  dead,  which  gives  us  a  deep  and 
steadying  sense  of  our  identification,  along  with  them, 
with  “the  blessed  company  of  all  faithful  people." 


ANNUAL  MEETING  d  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY 


/HE  40th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Wom- 
^  an's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  was  held  in  St.  John's  Church, 

Elkhart,  Thursday,  April  27th,  1939,  and 
proved  a  most  profitable  and  enjoyable 
one;  roll  call  showed  134  women  in  at¬ 
tendance. 

At  this  meeting,  Bishop  Gray  presented 
the  condition  of  missions  throughout  the 
diocese;  the  coming  of  five  Benedictines 
to  the  missions  in  the  Calumet  Deanery; 
showed  that  the  help  we  might  give  to 
missions  in  our  diocese  were  a  real  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  Home  Missions;  the  need  for  ad¬ 
ditional  giving  for  the  present  general  mis¬ 
sionary  emergency;  Miss  Turley's  work  at 
present  and  in  the  near  future;  the  Provin¬ 
cial  meeting  in  Racine  next  fall,  and  spoke 
of  the  coordination  of  the  Epistle  and  Gos¬ 
pel  for  the  day  with  missionary  work — the  sheep  in  the 
fold  and  those  to  come  into  it. 

Mrs.  Fritz  reported  on  the  work  of  the  women  of  the 
diocese;  spoke  of  the  forbidding  aspects  of  present-day 
world  events,  and  that  the  Cross  of  Christ  is  the  only 
solution;  emphasized  the  necessity  of  Fellowship,  es¬ 
pecially  in  work  with  young  people. 

The  names  of  women  deceased  since  the  last  annual 
were  read  for  inclusion  in  the  Book  of  Remembrance, 
and  they  were  remembered  in  Noonday  prayers  con¬ 
ducted  by  Fr.  Ferguson.  $5.00  was  voted  from  the 
treasury  to  put  Miss  Francis  Haberley's  name  in  the 
Book  of  Remembrance,  in  appreciation  of  her  work  in 
the  Diocesan  Altar  Guild. 

The  heads  of  the  various  divisions  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  gave  reports  and  suggestions. 

Miss  Edna  Beardsley  from  National  Headquarters 


told  how  the  ideals  of  the  Triennial  at 
Cincinnati  are  being  carried  out,  showing 
us  that  “work  is  not  so  important  as  the 
relationship  with  one  another  while  car¬ 
rying  out  the  work." 

Mrs.  Howard  Bigelow,  of  Kalamazoo, 
gave  a  most  inspiring  talk  on  “Good  Fam¬ 
ily  Living,"  showing  that  “good  family 
living"  in  all  its  phases  ties  up  with  the 
Church  from  earliest  infancy  through  all 
adult  life.

and  Mrs.  Charles  of  LaPorte. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted — The  Wom¬ 
an's  Auxiliary  of  Northern  Indiana  in  session  at  Elk¬ 
hart  wishes  to  extend  to  Bishop  Gray  appreciation  of  his 
progressive  program  of  work  in  the  diocese;  to  Mrs.  Fritz

A  CHURCH  SCHOOL  TEACHER 

A  child  once  came  to  the  House  of  God  seek¬ 
ing,  he  knew  not  what.  Something  within 
him  led  him  to  where  he  could  see  beauty 
and  where  he  could  sense  that  quietness 
that  seemed  to  bespeak  confidence  and  trust. 
Surely  here  is  love  and  peace,  warmth  and 
freedom,  and  withal,  a  stirring  of  great 
things  being  done.  He  was  too  little  a  child 
to  put  words  to  his  child-like  response  to  the 
Love  of  God  within  the  Church  but  he  knew 
it  was  good  to  be  there  and  he  wanted  to 
stay  and  learn  more  about  it.  He  asked, 
"who  can  help  me  and  who  will  guide  me?" 

A  priest  came  by  and  seeing  the  child  gave  him 
a  smile,  but  hurried  by  to  take  care  of  that 
person  who  was  ill,  to  write  those  many 
letters  unanswered,  to  talk  with  the  Finance 
Committee,  to  prepare  his  sermon  for  the 
Congregation  on  Sunday,  or  to  celebrate 
the  great  mysteries.  The  child  was  grate¬ 
ful  for  the  smile. 

Then  the  Superintendent  of  the  School  came  by 
and  seeing  the  child,  he  too  smiled  a  busi- 
nessfied  smile, — but  hurried  by  to  make 
ready  the  Church  School  supplies,  to  check 
up  on  absentees  and  reports,  and  to  plan 
the  Faculty  meeting. 

Then  a  teacher  came  by  and  seeing  the  child, 
came  forward  and,  with  a  warm  smile  took 
the  child's  hand  and  led  him  into  the  won¬ 
ders  of  this  beauty  he  saw,  and  guided  him 
to  see  great  vistas  of  love,  good  will  and 
perfect  freedom.  The  teacher  led  him  to 
know  the  loving  Father  and  Jesus,  the  In¬ 
carnate  God,  Who  came  on  earth  to  give 
meaning  to  all  life  and  to  show  one  how  to 
be  a  child  of  God.  The  teacher  led  him  to 
see  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  glowing  and 
living  within  the  hearts  of  all  of  God's  chil¬ 
dren;  leading  and  guiding  them  into  aT 
Truth  within  the  great  fellowship  of  the 
Church,  Christ's  Body  here  on  earth.

Centuries  ago,  on  a  night  when  the  stars  shone  above  with 
unusual  brightness,  shepherds  were  watching  their  flocks.  It 
was  their  task  to  safeguard  the  sheep.  To  aid  him,  each 
shepherd  carried  in  his  hand  a  staff,  with  a  crook  on  one  end 
of  it.  This  staff  was  so  much  a  part  of  his  equipment  that 
any  man  carrying  one  was  immediately  recognized  as  a 
shepherd.

That 
Child  grew  in  stature,  and  as  He  drew  near  to  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  His  mission,  He  called  the  apostles  together,  and  said 
to  them,  "If  ye  love  me,  care  for  my  sheep."  He  commissioned 
them — the  first  Bishops,  the  first  shepherds  of  His  church; 
and  knowing  them  as  shepherds  of  the  sheep,  the  Church  was 
quick  to  make  the  Pastoral  Staff  the  symbol  of  Episcopal 
authority.  When  the  Bishop  appeared,  he  carried  the  Pastoral 
Staff  and  was  immediately  recognized  as  the  chief  shepherd. 
This  publication  in  a  very  real  sense,  represents  the  Bishop; 
it  enters  your  home  as  his  pastoral  representative,  one  of  his 
personal  contacts  with  you.  Hence — The  Pastoral  Staff — the 
official  publication  of  our  diocese,  which  is  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  one  of  the  spiritual  successors  of  those  first  shepherds, 
commissioned  by  our  Blessed  Lord.

/DDRESSING  sixty-five  men  at 
the  opening  session  of  the 
annual  Field  Department  Confer¬ 
ence  the  Rt.  Rev.  Harwood  Sturie- 
vant,  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
stressed  the  importance  of  a  re¬ 
newed  conviction  of  the  value  of 
the  Church  as  a  background  for 
the  fall  canvass.  The  meeting  was 
held  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Driver  in  the  fine 
Parish  House  of  Trinity  Church, 

Michigan  City.  The  visiting  Bish¬ 
op  was  sent  as  a  representative 
of  the  National  Dept,  of  Promo¬ 
tion.  Congratulating  the  Diocese 
on  the  splendid  attendance  of  lay¬ 
men,  he  said  in  part: 

"There  is  no  reason  for  the  con¬ 
stant  struggle  of  the  Church  to 
win  an  adeguate  financial  support 
from  its  membership,  except  the 
failure  of  our  men  to  appreciate 
their  inheritance  and  to  evaluate  their  Church.  We 
have  a  priceless  heritage  of  faith,  tradition,  beauty,  and 
achievement.  These  and  many  other  features  of  our 
Church  life  are  dear  to  the  hearts  of  Churchmen.  The 
150th  anniversary  of  our  American  Prayer  Book  brings 
to  mind  another  treasure.  Enthusiasm  for  the  gif.s 
received  would  be  a  positive  means  of  stimulating  our 
own  loyalty  and  of  winning  other  men  to  examine  and 
accept  the  Church's  way  of  life.  Luke-warmness  con¬ 
vinces  no  one,  not  even  ourselves! 

"The  continuance  of  the  Church  today  on  a  high 
level  of  efficiency  rests  upon  an  answer  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  men  to  the  guestion,  'What  is  the  Church 
for?'  A  reason  for  the  faith  that  is  in  us  is  the  first 
essential  of  a  successful  canvass  for  the  budgets  of 
parish,  diocese,  and  national  Church.  Cold,  unbe¬ 
lieving,  un -inspired  canvassers  had  better  stay  at  home 
and  be  canvassed  themselves  by  convinced  and  con¬ 
vincing  members.  A  canvasser  need  not  discuss  with 
prospects  every  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  Church, 


but  he  must  be  completely  sold 
himself  on  the  point  that  it  serves 
an  urgent  purpose  that  no  other 
institution  in  the  world  can  serve 
so  well. 

"Be  ready  with  an  answer  for 
any  man  that  asketh,  'What  is  the 
Church  for?'  Teacher  of  Truth, 
Guide  of  Morals,  Director  of  wor¬ 
ship,  Dispenser  of  Grace — these 
and  other  reasons,  learned  in  Con¬ 
firmation  classes,  must  have  mod¬ 
ern  elaboration  and  application. 
The  Church  supplies  the  necessary 
urge,  means,  and  temple  for  wor¬ 
ship,  the  highest  act  of  man.  To 
rob  life  of  that  expression  would 
be  to  spoil  it.  .  .  .  The  Church  sup¬ 
plies  the  means  and  the  key  to 
Christian  fellowship,  a  fellowship 
that  must  some  day  supplant  the 
hateful  divisions  of  humanity.  .  .  . 
The  Church  is  the  only  adequate 
means  of  perpetuating  the  Faith  as  it  is  of  holding  to 
our  ideals.  If  the  Church  is  allowed  to  be  weak 
through  any  failure  of  support,  faith  and  ideals  must 
inevitably  be  obscured.  .  .  .  The  Church  is  meant  to 
be  a  teaven  of  Society.  A  weak  Church  tends  to  be 
leavened  by  Society,  and  this  is  fatal.  A  strong 
Church,  generously  supplied  with  funds  and  men  and 
love,  can  lift  Society  off  of  its  skids  and  place  it  firmly 
on  an  elevator.  .  .  . 

"The  Church  is  needed  for  the  training  of  our  children, 
and  ours  is  a  'blood-guiltiness'  when  we  deprive  any 
of  God's  children,  including  our  own,  of  its  educational 
processes  or  allow  those  processes  to  become  inef¬ 
fective.  .  .  .  These,  and  other  answers  to  the  question, 
'What  is  the  Church  for?'  must  leap  from  our  hearts 
to  our  lips.  They  create  a  sufficient  urge  for  asking 
all  members  to  pledge  a  sacrificial  share  of  income 
toward  1940  budgets.  Let  us  value  our  inheritance, 
and  lift  this  Church  that  we  love  to  a  plane  of  in¬ 
creasing  returns  and  assured  victory.'' 


The  Right  Reverend  Harwood  Sturtevant 
Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac 
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me  that  the  one  answer  to  all  the  financial  problems  of 


the  Church,  parochial,  diocesan,  national,  is  summed  up  in  a 
word  of  one  syllable — TITHE.  Some  day  the  Episcopal  Church 
will  wake  up  and  begin  to  preach  and  practice  tithing.  Until 
it  does  we  shall  continue  to  muddle  along,  letting  the  few 
consecrated  tithers  carry  the  bulk  of  the  burdens  as  they  do 
today.  Tithing — You  know  what  it  is,  don't  you? 

The  Jews  do  it:  so  do  the  Mormons:  so  do  the  Dowieites: 
so  do  the  Moodyites,  and  the  Seventh  Day  Adventists, — yes  and 
increasingly  the  Methodists  and  Presbyterians  and  Baptists.  It 
is  simply  trying  to  play  fair  with  God.  It  is  testing  the  vitality 
of  your  creed  by  the  reality  of  your  sharing.  It  is  putii  ftg  your 
religion  on  as  sound  a  basis  as  your  patriotism  by  taxing  your 
income  for  your  Church  as  you  tax  it  for  your  State.  It  is  taking 
10%  of  your  gross  income  and  setting  that  aside  as  a  basic 
minimum  for  objects  to  which  you  can  conscientiously  contribute 
in  God's  name  and  for  His  sake,  and  not  for  any  personal  or 
private  benefit.  After  that  10%,  you  begin  to  givel  That  tithe 
represents  stern  discipline,  sheer  duty.  Once  it  is  paid,  love 
adds  what  it  can  and  will.  But  the  10%  basic  minimum  is 
strictly  observed  by  the  tither.  It  may  be  used  for  all  sorts  of 
things, — Red  Cross,  Milk  Fund,  Community  Chest,  etc.  How 
much  of  it  should  the  Church  have?  Half  of  that  10%,?  I  think 
that  would  not  be  too  much.  Do  a  little  figuring.  What  was 
your  gross  income  in  1938?  Five  Thousand  dollars?  And  your 
tithe  was  $500.00?  And  one-half  of  that  to  the  Church  would 
be  $250.00,  or  $5.00  a  week.  Well,  what  was  your  pledge  in 
1938? 

Is  there  anyone  reading  this  whose  gross  income  was  $50,000 
last  year?  And  was  your  gift  to  the  Church  at  least  one-half 
of  your  tithe  or  $50.00  a  week?

And  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  suppose  your  gross  income 
was  but  $1,500.00  last  year.  One-half  of  your  tithe  would  be  $1.05 
a  week  to  the  church.  Did  you  give  a  quarter  or  a  half  dollar? 

The  cure  for  the  Church's  constant  strain  to  balance  budgets 
by  card  parties,  bazaars,  entertainments,  pleas  from  the  Chan¬ 
cel,  special  begging  by  letter,  and  seasonal  begging  at  Christ¬ 
mas  and  Easter,  wheedling,  cajoling,  enticing  contributions  from 
reluctant  donors, — is  right  here  in  the  practicing  of  tithing.  It  is 
fair  to  everybody,  it  distributes  the  load:  or  rather  it  lifts  the 
subject  to  the  level  where  it  belongs;  it  tries  every  one's  faith 
by  the  acid  test  of  "What  is  it  worth  to  you?"  It  brings  us 
face  to  face  with  the  Crucified  and  makes  us  answer  the  ques¬ 
tion, — "How  much  would  I  sacrifice  for  Him?" 

Someone  will  say,  "But  Bishop  I  am  on  relief,"  or  "So  many 
of  our  families  are  on  relief."  Well,  if  you  are  on  relief  you 
obviously  have  no  earned  income  at  all  and  one  tenth  of  0  is  0. 
But  if  actual  incomes  were  being  faithfully  tithed  by  Christians, 
the  Community  Chests  all  over  the  country  and  every  local  re¬ 
lief  organization  would  be  strengthened  enormously,  and  the 
Government  would  not  have  to  take  over  so  many  of  our  relief 
agencies  and  their  work.  It  is  downright  silly  to  scold  and  com¬ 
plain  against  the  government's  intrusion  into  this  field  when 
instead  of  taking  advantage  of  the  15%  deduction  allowed  from 
an  income  tax  the  average  American  gives  so  little  of  his  income 
to  religion,  education,  and  charity,  that  he  never  yet  has  de¬ 
ducted  one-fifth  of  this  fifteen  per  cent  allowed,  for  such  gifts. 
The  deductions  in  these  brackets  have  never  yet  reached  3%! 

Some  one  else  may  argue, — "Tithing  is  legalistic.  It  is  an 
old  Jewish  law,  but  we  are  not  bound  by  what  they  did  in  the 
days  of  Moses  or  of  Malachi  or  even  of  Christl"  I  am  not  put¬ 
ting  it  upon  a  legalistic  basis.  I  only  reply  as  I  think  St.  Paul 
would,  that  if  by  the  law  such  giving  abounded,  by  grace  it 
should  much  more  abound.  I  am  taking  you  straight  to  the 
Master  who  plainly  said, — "If  you  are  not  faithful  in  the  use 
of  money  (Mammon  He  called  it)  how  can  I  entrust  to  you  the 
true  spiritual  riches?"  Too  long  have  we  yielded  to  the 
Manicheans  in  our  midst  who  think  it  is  not  "spiritual"  to  talk 
of  money  and  the  use  of  it,  who  would  have  the  subject  banned 
in  the  pulpit,  and  banished  from  the  chancel,  so  as  not  to  stain 
the  white  radiance  of  altar  and  sanctuary.  The  stain  comes 
rather  from  the  ghastly  hypocrisy  of  offering  at  the  altar  casual 
contributions  which  have  no  significant  relation  to  our  income,  and 
then  singing  to  Tallis  Major  "All  things  come  of  Thee  O  Lord  and 
of  Thine  own  have  we  given  thee;" — The  stain  comes  from  spend¬ 
ing  spending  spending  on  our  own  bodies,  and  starving  the 
Body  of  Christ  so  that  it  sits  by  the  wayside  begging  instead  of 
striding  across  the  world  on  its  ministries  of  Grace.

7 HE  Bishop's  Diary  has  not  been  published  since  February, 
and  therefore  only  a  few  things  that  stand  out  as  important 
will  be  recorded  here. 

On  St.  Mathias  Day  I  observed  the  Day  of  Prayer  at  the  Pro- 
Cathedral. 

On  the  First  Sunday  in  Lent  made  visitation  to  Trinity  Church, 
Peru. 


On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent  St.  Albans,  Indiana  Harbor,  and 
Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago.  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  St. 
James',  South  Bend. 

On  Tuesday,  March  14th,  had  a  conference  with  the  Bene¬ 
dictines  concerning  their  taking  up  their  residence  and  doing 
work  in  this  Diocese. 

On  St.  Patrick's  Day  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Private  Schools 
Association,  which  met  in  Chicago.  That  same  evening  was 
present  at  the  Howe  School  Alumni  Dinner. 

The  Private  Schools  Meeting  continued  through  the  next  day, 
after  which  I  went  to  Hammond.  On  Mid-Lent  Sunday  made 
visitation  to  St.  Paul's,  Hammond,  at  which  time  there  was  a 
Corporate  Communion  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  Breakfast.  The  Confirmation  Class  made  its  com¬ 
munion  at  the  early  Eucharist  and  were  confirmed  at  the  late 
Eucharist. 

On  March  24th  was  present  at  the  burial  service  and  requiem 
Eucharist  in  the  Cathedral  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  for  the  Rev. 
Irving  Todd  who  was  for  many  years  "The  Grand  Old  Man  of 
Howe  School."  May  God  rest  his  soul.  Mrs.  Gray  and  I  had 
dinner  laier  with  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Longley. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent  made  my  visitation  to  the  Pro- 
Cathedral.  This  was  the  first  Sunday  of  the  new  Boy  Choir. 

On  March  27th  said  a  requiem  for  Mary  Logan  Ferguson,  the 
mother  of  Father  Ferguson;  then  drove  to  Chicago.  On  the  28th 
I  took  part  in  the  burial  office,  requiem  and  litany  of  the  de¬ 
parted  for  Mary  Logan  Ferguson,  after  which  drove  to  Evanston 
for  an  important  conference  with  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  and  others. 
On  Palm  Sunday  made  visitation  at  St.  James'  Chapel,  Howe. 
On  Wednesday  in  Holy  Week  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  received  a 
Communicant  from  the  Roman  obedience. 

On  Maundy  Thursday  in  the  Pro-Cathedral  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist  and  Blessed  the  Holy  Altars,  driving  to  Fort  Wayne 
for  an  important  conference  there. 

On  Good  Friday  was  present  at  Morning  Prayer  in  Trinity 
Church  at  8:30,  the  Mass  of  the  Pre-Sanctified  at  10:00, 
preached  the  three  hour  service,  and  was  present  at  Even  Prayer 
and  a  Passiontide  Cantata  in  Trinity  Church. 

On  Holy  Saturday  present  at  the  Holy  Eucharist  in  Trinity 
Church,  followed  by  several  important  conferences,  and  drove 
on  to  Marion. 

On  Easter  Day,  having  read  Morning  Prayer  privately,  was 
Celebrant  and  Preacher  at  Choral  Eucharist  in  Gethsemane 
Church,  Marion,  6:30  A.  M.  Also  at  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City  at 
8:30  A.  M.,  driving  on  to  Kokomo  where  I  was  again  Celebrant 


and  Preacher  at  the  Choral  Eucharist  at  11:00  A.  M.,  after  which 
I  baptized  an  infant.  Breakfast  at  2:00  P.  M.  was  most  welcome, 
after  which  I  drove  home. 

On  April  12th,  the  Bishop  and  Council  met  at  the  Bishop's  House. 
On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  made  visitations  to  St.  Steph¬ 
en's,  Hobart,  and  St.  Augustine's,  Gary. 

On  April  19th  presided  at  meeting  of  the  President  and  Council 
of  the  Province  at  St.  James',  South  Bend. 

April  21st  and  22nd  attended  College  Students  Conference  at 
Racine. 

On  Second  Sunday  after  Easter  made  visitation  to  Trinity, 
South  Bend,  at  which  time  I  blessed  the  Altar  of  Repose. 

On  April  30th  visitations  at  Trinity,  Peru,  and  Trinity,  Ft.  Wayne. 
On  May  3rd  presided  at  the  Diocesan  Council  in  Hammond. 

On  May  7th  made  visitation  to  Trinity,  Logansport. 

From  Wednesday,  May  10th,  for  pretty  much  all  the  time  the 
rest  of  that  week  was  with  Father  Stewart  during  his  time  of 
trial  and  bereavement,  and  read  the  burial  office  and  celebrated 
the  requiem  Eucharist  for  Anne  Madge  Stewart  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Elkhart,  on  May  12th.  May  she  rest  in  peace  and  may 
the  strength  and  comfort  of  the  Holy  Spirit  be  his. 

On  Ascension  Day  at  Howe  School,  having  read  Morning  Prayer 
privately,  I  was  celebrant  at  the  early  Eucharist  and  pontificated 
at  the  Solemn  Mass  later,  coming  in  the  afternoon  to  St.  James', 
South  Bend,  for  the  Diocese  Acolyte  Festival  consisting  of  Sol¬ 
emn  Evensong,  Sermon  and  Benediction. 

On  May  24th  and  25th  attended  Trustee  Meeting  and  Com¬ 
mencement  at  Nashotah. 

On  Whitsunday  made  visitation  to  Christ  Church,  Gary. 

On  Memorial  Day,  after  celebrating  the  Holy  Eucharist  in  Trin¬ 
ity  Church,  South  Bend,  proceeded  to  the  cemetery  for  the 
Blessing  thereof. 

On  May  31st  addressed  the  Provincial  Woman's  Auxiliary  at 
Racine. 

On  Trinity  Sunday  made  visitation  to  St.  James',  South  Bend. 
June  10th  and  11th  Howe  School  Commencement. 

During  the  spring  I  made  six  visitations  for  Confirmation  for  and 
at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  in  his  Diocese. 

The  Summer  Conference  at  Howe  this  year  was  wonderfully 
successful,  and  gives  promise  of  growing  more  and  more. 

July  and  August  have  been  very  busy  months  with  virtually  no 
let-up  from  services,  conferences,  and  heavy  correspondence. 
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HERE  are  two  shrines — one 
this  side,  one  the  other  side 
- — which  always  appeal  to  the 
hearts  of  Churchmen.  One  is  the 
shrine  of  John  Keble,  in  England 
and  the  other  is  the  shrine  of  James 
DeKoven." 

These  words,  spoken  over  half  a 
century  ago,  seemed  indeed  to  ring 
out  again  loud  and  clear,  at  Ra¬ 
cine,  Wisconsin,  a  few  weeks  ago 
for  it  was  there  that  James  DeKoven 
devoted  his  great  life  to  the  service 
of  the  Church.  It  is  there,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  old  college  chapel, 
that  he  is  buried  and  it  was  in 
memory  of  him  that  the  Provincial 
Synod  chose  as  their  meeting  place 
this  year,  the  old  college  grounds 
at  Racine. 

All  who  love  the  quiet  beauty  of 
the  services  of  the  Church  today, 
all  who  have  felt  the  deep  signifi¬ 
cance  of  reverent  worship  and 
know  the  rich  symbolism  found  in 
worship  services  as  we  know  them 
now,  will  revere  a  closer  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  this  saint  of  a  former 
day.  For  it  was  his  life  devotion 
to  the  principles  in  which  he  so 
strongly  believed,  that  has  brought 
about,  as  much  as  any  other  single 
factor  the  new  life  found  in  the 
church  today,  the  increased  rever¬ 
ence  in  services  and  the  more  fre¬ 
quent  celebration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist. 

Were  he  to  return  today  to  Ra¬ 
cine,  Wisconsin,  he  might  have  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  recognizing  the  place 
where  he  spent  his  life.  For  then

Racine  was  a  great  school  of  the 
Church,  but  today  it  is  a  lovely  spot 
for  retreats  and  summer  confer¬ 
ences,  having  ceased  to  exist  as  a 
college  a  few  years  after  his  death. 

When  only  twenty-eight  years  of 
age,  James  DeKoven,  four  years  a 
priest  of  the  Church,  became  head 
of  Racine  College.  Yet,  even  so 
early  as  this  his  genius  and  fame 
gave  the  college  a  wide  reputa¬ 
tion.  Notwithstanding,  that  Civil 
War  was  raging  and  that  all  col¬ 
leges  of  the  country  were  suffering 
from  a  consequent  dearth  of  stu¬ 
dents  and  that  the  college  had  no 
endowment  whatever,  Racine  ad¬ 
vanced  rapidly.  Dr.  DeKoven  was 
ambitious  to  make  Racine  what  he 
afterward  described  it,  "The  Church 
University  of  the  West  and  North¬ 


west."  His  life  from  this  point 
might  be  said  to  be  divided  into 
two  parts.  Most  of  his  time  was 
devoted  to  Racine  and  it  was  here 
that  he  put  into  practice  the  many 
things  for  which  he  fought  so  ener¬ 
getically  at  the  general  conven¬ 
tions  of  the  Church.  The  other  part 
of  his  life,  and  the  part  about  which 
most  has  been  recorded,  was  taken 
up  with  the  attending  of  general 
conventions  of  the  Church  and  the 
mighty  struggle  which  he  was  to 
carry  out  at  those  conventions  in 
an  attempt  to  get  contemporary 
Churchmen  to  see  the  many  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  Church  as  he  saw  them 
and  as  he  earnestly  believed  they 
should  be  carried  out. 

Dr.  DeKoven's  life  at  the  college 
was  naturally  a  busy  one.  He  was 
not  only  Warden  (or  President)  but 
it  was  his  duty  to  plan  and  obtain 
financial  support  for  the  institution. 
He  made  religion  the  central  part 
of  the  life  of  the  college.  Dr.  Locke 
said  of  him  in  a  memorial  sermon: 

"He  had  no  trouble  in  gaining 
any  young  man's  confidence  for  he 
inspired  immediately  the  feeling 
that  such  confidence  would  be 
given  to  a  true  man,  with  a  loving 
heart  actuated  only  by  the  purest 
motives,  and  with  the  sincerest  de¬ 
sire  to  aid  and  strengthen  the 
young  and  forming  nature." 

During  his  life  he  received  many 
calls  to  parishes  with  more  to  offer 
perhaps  in  worldly  goods,  but  it 
seems  that  James  DeKoven  felt  his 
real  life  was  to  be  devoted  to  the 
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education  of  young  men  in  the 
right  way  of  living. 

The  general  convention  of  1868 
was  the  first  to  which  Dr.  DeKoven 
was  a  deputy.  "Ritualism''  was 
the  topic  of  greatest  interest  before 
the  convention.  In  many  churches, 
old  slipshod  methods  of  worship 
were  giving  way  to  better  and 
more  reverent  usages.  Churches 
were  better  adorned,  the  ecclesias¬ 
tical  colors  were  observed,  priestly 
vestments  received  more  care  and 
lights  beautified  the  altar.  All  these 
improvements  were  thoroughly  in 
accord  with  the  early  traditions  of 
the  Church.  A  dignified  ritual  al¬ 
ways  characterized  the  services  of 
the  early  Church.  So  it  was  right¬ 
fully  urged  that  it  should  be  in  the 
Church  in  America  today. 

Dr.  DeKoven  was  an  earnest  ad¬ 
vocate  of  a  return  to  the  Catholic 
principle  of  beautifying  worship. 
Therefore,  though  in  general  con¬ 
vention  for  the  first  time  in  1868,  he 
was  very  active  in  opposition  to 
forces  that  would  prevent  the  re¬ 
turn  of  the  church  to  her  early 
beautiful  forms  of  worship  and  in 
refuting  those  who  could  not  gain 
the  proper  conception  of  the 
Church  as  the  one  and  only  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  of  Christ. 

But  Dr.  DeKoven's  views,  as  ac¬ 
ceptable  as  they  are  today,  found 
many  bitter  opponents.  Opponents 
who  were  to  cause  him  many  a  sor¬ 
row  and  disappointment  but  who 
could  not  shake  him  from  his  con¬ 
victions.  Opponents  who  three 


times  denied  him  the  office 
of  bishop  to  which  he  was 
nominated.  And  yet  in  spite 
of  all  his  opposition,  the 
great  conception  he  had  of 
the  Church,  spoken  in  such 
prophetic  terms  and  at  so 
many  different  times  were 
views  that  were  to  have 
more  influence  than  the 
views  of  all  his  opponents  who  ap¬ 
parently  defeated  him. 

At  the  convention  in  1871  he 
spoke  these  stirring  words: 

"This  question  before  us,  believe 
me,  is  not  a  question  of  Ritualism 
or  anti-Ritualism,  but  a  question  of 
the  grand  forward  march  and 
movement  of  the  Church  of  God, 
which  is  meant  to  be,  not  a  Church 
for  today,  but  a  Church  forever — 
the  American  Catholic  Church.  Ah! 
as  I  see  the  triumphal  march  and 
swing  with  which  I  believe  that 
Church  will  do  her  work  in  this 
country,  my  heart  beats  with  a 
quicker  throb,  and  the  giddy  blood 
goes  coursing  through  my  veins. 
I  see  her  marching  on  across  those 
broad,  wide  lands  of  the  West,  be¬ 
yond  those  prairies  of  Iowa,  be¬ 
yond  the  plains  of  Nebraska,  be¬ 
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yond  the  Sierra  Nevada  until  she 
stretches  out  her  hands  to  the  far 
off  East,  where  the  world  is  waiting 
for  conversion.  And  this  Church 
of  ours  is  to  stretch  out  her  hands 
on  this  side  and  on  that,  not  in  any 
narrowed  way.  Why  may  not  this 
Church  of  ours  give  peace  to  the  di¬ 
vided  branches  of  Christ's  Church? 
— on  this  side  stretching  out  her 
hands  to  the  Protestant  bodies,  say¬ 
ing  to  them,  'We,  too,  are  Protest¬ 
ant  in  certain  senses;  we  disbelieve 
in  the  supremacy  of  the  Pope;  we 
disbelieve  in  his  infallibility;  we 
disbelieve  in  the  shutting  up  of 
Scripture  in  a  tongue  not  under- 
standed  of  the  people;  we  believe 
in  a  Liturgy  that  can  be  read  and 
known  of  all  men;  we  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  a  compulsory  celibacy;  we 
do  not  believe  in  enforced  confes¬ 
sion;  we  only  believe  in  the  Grand 
Catholic  doctrines.'  And  then,  on 
the  other  hand,  to  say  to  people: 
'The  ceremonies  of  the  broad 
world,  the  ceremonies  that  typify 
Christ,  the  ceremonies  that  tell  of 
Him,  the  ceremonies  that  teach  me

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Editor's  Note:  An  active  faith  in  this  mission  is  well 
justified.  My  own  experience  in  work  with  colored 
people  is  an  inspiration  for  me  to  this  day.  When  I  was 
a  seminary  student  at  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  I  had 
charge  of  the  mission  St.  Paul's  on  the  Mountain,  in  an 
old  frame  church  which  was  the  first  one  built  on  the 
mountain  and  in  which  Bishop  Gailor  of  beloved  mem¬ 
ory,  preached  his  first  sermon  as  a  young  student. 
It  was  there  that  I  presented  my  first  Confirmation 
Class,  and  in  connection  with  that  presentation  came 
one  of  my  "most  embarrassing  moments"  and  also  a 
demonstration  of  a  fine  characteristic  of  my  Negro 
friends.  I  was  presenting  that  class  to  the  Bishop  of 
Tennessee,  Bishop  Gailor,  one  of  the  greatest  men  of 
the  Church,  at  one  time  Presiding  Bishop — I  was  a  low¬ 
ly,  not  too  brilliant  seminary  student.  Nervous  would 
hardly  be  a  strong  enough  word  to  describe  my  state 
as  I  said,  "Reverend  Father  in  God,  I  present  unto  you 
these  persons  to  receive  the  laying  on  of  hands." 
"Read  the  lesson,"  said  the  Bishop.  I  suppose  I  had 
finished  three  sentences  when  it  happened.  "Turn 
around  and  face  the  congregation,  boy,"  boomed  the 
great  voice  of  the  Bishop.  I  could  easily  have  fallen 
through  any  of  the  cracks  in  the  floor,  had  they  not 
been  covered  by  carpet.  Naturally,  I  turned.  And 
there  wasn't  a  single  grin  on  a  dusky  face.  They  real¬ 
ized  my  predicament,  and  they  were  loyal,  to  the  last 
man.  Let  no  one  think,  from  this  little  tale,  that  the 
Bishop  was  harsh  or  unkind.  No  more  kindly  man  ever 
breathed  the  rare  air  of  Sewanee.  It  was  simply  his 
way  of  putting  a  green  seminarian  through  his  paces. 
That  innate  loyalty  is  one  of  the  things  that  justifies 
faith  in  St.  Augustine's  Mission. 


^T.  AUGUSTINE'S,  the  little  mission  for  colored  peo¬ 
ple  in  Gary,  was  dead,  and  is  alive  again!  Miss 
Turley,  in  the  face  of  many  disappointments,  has  been 
responsible  for  this  reawakening.  It  was  your  help 
through  the  U.  T.  O.  which  enabled  her  to  carry  on, 
and  now  that  the  Benedictines  have  been  given  the 
work  at  the  mission  there  is  a  dependable  regularity 
in  the  services.  The  hour  of  Eucharist  is  not  changed 
from  week  to  week  and  hence  the  congregation  is  in¬ 
creasing.  An  interest  in  the  Church  beyond  the  doors 
of  St.  Augustine's  has  been  stimulated  and  this  year  we 
too  were  able  to  help  with  the  United  Thank  Offering. 

I  have  said  that  life  has  returned,  yet  it  is  very  hard 
to  maintain  life  in  the  winter  when  the  temperature 
is  down  below  zero,  unless  there  is  coal  in  the  base¬ 
ment  and  warmth  in  the  church.  We  are  taxing  the 
congregation  rather  heavily  in  order  to  buy  this  fuel 
and  your  help  in  the  matter  would  be  much  appre¬ 
ciated.  Besides  coal,  we  ought  to  have  the  furnace 
fixed  so  that  it  heats  properly  and  the  windows  tilted 
in  order  to  keep  out  the  draughts. 

Here  are  some  of  the  other  things  that  we  need: 
Church  School  supplies,  especially  pictures  to  give  to 
the  children  each  Sunday,  or  religious  stamp  albums 
and  stamps;  cassocks  and  cottas  for  four  acolytes,  or 
else  material  for  making  them;  forty  copies  of  music 
for  the  Mass,  Merbecke's,  and  we  would  certainly  ap¬ 
preciate  a  new  pedal  organ,  one  that  doesn't  fall  apart 
each  Sunday — we  have  a  very  able  choir  director  but 
he  can't  perform  miracles.  Then  Sanctuary  equipment; 
a  crucifix  for  the  Altar,  processional  cross,  Sanctus  bell, 
candle  sticks,  servers'  preparation  cards,  a  small  Bish¬ 
op's  chair  and  faldstool,  and  if  you  have  an  extra

N  October  13-14-15  the  Young 
Churchmen  of  Northern  Indiana 
held  a  conference  in  Michigan  City 
At  this  conference  the  various  parishes 
throughout  this  diocese  were  represent¬ 
ed,  including  South  Bend,  Mishawaka, 

Goshen,  Michigan  City,  Gary,  East  Chi¬ 
cago,  Kokomo  and  Elkhart.  These 
groups  together  with  Bishop  Gray, 
members  of  the  clergy,  and  our  ad¬ 
visor,  Miss  Marie  Turley,  met  to  organ¬ 
ize  and  formulate  some  definite  plan 
for  our  work  in  the  coming  year. 

As  the  young  churchmen  of  today 
are  the  church  of  tomorrow  a  grave  responsibility 
rests  upon  all  of  us. 

Our  first  important  move  then  must  be  for  coopera¬ 
tion  and  unity. 

First  we  must  show  in  our  daily  living,  examples 
of  what  Christ  and  His  Holy  Church  teaches;  the  spirit 
of  knowledge,  service  and  fellowship. 

In  the  way  of  knowledge  and  fellowship  our  diocese 
has  already  made  a  great  advancement.  This  ad¬ 
vancement  has  been  through  the  Howe  conference, 


held  annually  during  the  month  of 
June  at  Howe  Military  Academy.  At 
this  conference  our  Church  life  and 
teachings  are  made  more  real  to  us  by 
our  very  able  priests  and  instructors. 
Every  parish  should  make  it  their  duty 
to  send  as  many  delegates  as  possible 
to  this  conference.  The  church  spirit 
which  prevails  at  Howe  will  more  than 
repay  those  for  the  time  spent  at  the 
conference. 

As  our  material  motive  the  Young 
Churchmen  have  pledged  to  assist 
financially  some  worthy  churchman  in 
his  study  for  the  priesthood,  thereby  assisting  in  the 
spread  of  God's  teachings  and  His  Holy  Church. 

This  for  us,  the  Young  Churchmen  of  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana  is  a  new  and  definite  venture,  so  we  need  the 
prayers  and  assistance  of  our  elders,  and  in  return  we 
want  to  work  with  them  in  whatever  way  we  are  able.

We  are 
as  active  as  an  anthill  in  the  summertime.  There  are 
so  many  things  that  we  need,  however,  that  we  must 
turn  to  you,  our  brothers  in  Christ,  for  help.

From  reading  this  list  one  would  say  that  we  needed 
everything  except  a  church  building.  Yes,  we  have  a 
church  and  the  men  of  the  church  have  done  a  fine  job 
of  replastering,  painting  and  cleaning.  The  sagging 
floors  have  been  braced,  the  roof  has  been  repaired, 
in  fact,  with  the  help  of  Judge  Emmet  White,  the  actual 
church  building  is  shipshape — what  we  need  to  do 
now  is  furnish  it. 

We  found  two  very  dusty  and  forlorn  looking  Saints 
communing  together  in  the  coal  bin.  St.  Mary  has 
been  refurbished,  with  the  help  of  one  of  our  young 


art  students,  and  others  who  did  their  part  in  beautify¬ 
ing  the  shrine,  and  prayer  is  being  stimulated  in  this 
way  so  that  you  may  actually  find  someone  praying 
in  the  church  outside  of  the  time  of  service.  St.  An¬ 
thony  is  still  an  anchorite  in  the  furnace  room. 

Accompanying  this  article  is  a  scene  from  our  Vaca¬ 
tion  School  play  "The  Good  Samaritan.''  In  the  play 
the  boys  insisted  on  wearing  long,  white  beards;  they 
would  be  Biblical  even  though  the  Good  Samaritan 
was  carrying  a  startlingly  modern  over-night  case. 

We  thank  you  for  the  help  that  you  have  given  us, 
and  pray  that  it  may  not  cease  until  we  are  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  do  our  part  in  helping  other  missions,  and  that 
day  is  not  far  distant. 

Yes,  there  are  many  things  that  we  need,  but  there 
is  one  essential  thing  that  we  do  have  and  we  ask 
you  to  join  us  in  thanking  God  for  that  gift,  and  that 
is  an  active  faith  in  the  future  of  St.  Augustine's 
Mission. 
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ALL  the  reports  made  to  the  National  Council  at 
its  October  meeting,  none  aroused  so  much  inter¬ 
est  as  the  report  of  the  treasurer  on  the  prospects  in 
regard  to  meeting  the  1940  budget  and  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  strategy  and  policy.  There  is  a  vital 
connection  between  these  two  reports,  evident  to  all 
Church  people  who  follow  closely  the  work  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council,  not  only  at  its  quarterly  meetings  but 
throughout  the  year.  It  has  frequently  been  pointed 
out  that  a  comparatively  small  number  of  Church  peo¬ 
ple  support  the  missionary  work  of  this  Church.  When 
there  is  a  shortage,  it  has  been  the  custom,  as  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Leslie  Glenn  remarks  in  an  article  in  the  current 
number  of  his  diocesan  paper,  the  Church  Militant,  to 
issue  "simply  another  appeal  to  the  generous  givers  of 
the  Church  to  give  more.”  To  their  honor,  they  do  it. 
Or  they  did,  until  the  several  depressions  limited  their 
giving. 

Along  with  this  appeal,  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
extend  the  list  of  supporters.  Within  the  past  nine 
months,  the  National  Council,  through  the  new  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  its  Department  of  Promotion,  Joseph  E. 
Boyle,  through  the  new  second  vice-president,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Charles  W.  Sheerin,  through  all  the  other  depart¬ 
ments  at  the  Church  Missions  House,  through  all  the 
bishops  of  the  Church,  through  all  the  rectors,  through 
all  the  women  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  through 
everyone,  in  short — the  National  Council  has  tried  to 
bring  the  knowledge  of  the  missionary  opportunity 
and  the  need  for  money  to  use  this  opportunity  before

the  Church.  But  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this 
effort  is  no  new  thing  at  281  Fourth  avenue.  The  De¬ 
partment  of  Publicity,  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  G.  Warfield 
Hobbs,  has  preached  the  identical  doctrine  for  years; 
and  all  those  groups  cited  have  tried  to  put  it  into 
practice.  "If  only  Church  people  knew,”  we  hear  at 
every  meeting  of  the  National  Council,  "they  would 
give.  Those  who  do  know,  do  give.” 

No  one  doubts  this.  Yet,  when  the  committee  on 
strategy  and  policy  concluded  its  report  with  two  reso¬ 
lutions  bearing  upon  this  very  matter,  action  was  de¬ 
ferred  until  "further  study  could  be  made.”  One  of 
these  resolutions  read  as  follows:  "Resolved  that  the 
National  Council  appoint  a  full-time  secretary  for  rural 
work  in  the  Department  of  Domestic  Missions.”  This 
resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  "study 
the  best  methods  of  promoting  work  in  rural  fields.” 
We  hasten  to  say  that  such  study  is  not  only  desirable 
but  also  necessary.  But  might  not  one  of  the  first 
duties  of  the  proposed  secretary  for  rural  work  be  to 
institute  and  direct  it?  Why  wait  once  again  for  more 
"fact  finding  and  evaluating,”  important  as  that  is? 
While  we  wait,  the  people  of  the  countryside  are  with¬ 
out  "the  comfortable  Gospel  of  Christ.”  A  few  tested 
"methods”  are  already  in  use.  We  venture  to  think 
that  what  is  needed  is  an  increase  of  workers,  aided 
by  such  a  guide  as  this  proposed  new  secretary  should 
and  would  be. 

The  second  resolution  read:  "Resolved  that  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  appoint  a  secretary  of  missionary  edu¬ 
cation.”  This  at  once  led  to  questions  from  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  as  to  which  department  should 
direct  this  secretary.  The  resolution  was  referred  to 
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the  Departments  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions, 
Christian  Education,  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Promotion!  Again  we  hasten  to  observe  that  we  can 
see  why.  Those  five  departments  later  recommended 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  committee,  composed 
of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  Dr.  Sheerin  and  the  executive 
secretaries  of  the  other  four  departments  concerned. 
To  do  what?  "Study." 

The  central  problem  in  respect  to  the  secretary  for 
missionary  education  is,  of  course,  the  department  in 
which  he  shall  belong.  There  would  seem  to  be  no 
solution  to  that  problem,  except  to  have  him  counted 
as  a  member  of  every  department.  Missionary  educa¬ 
tion  is  certainly  "Christian  education;"  it  surely  in¬ 
cludes  "Christian  social  relations;"  "foreign  missions" 
and  "domestic  missions"  are  its  essential  subjects. 
Last  of  all,  it  is  "promotion"  of  the  most  important  sort. 
In  our  opinion,  that  secretary  belongs  also  in  the 
Finance  Department;  and  we  venture  to  think  that  Dr. 
Lewis  B.  Franklin  would  welcome  him.  For  one  of  the 
things  his  work  would  do  would  be  to  increase  givers 
and  giving.  He  should  have  a  place  in  every  office  in 
the  Church  Missions  House.  Perhaps  the  committee 
will  bring  in  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  at  the  December 
meeting  of  the  National  Council. 

"But,"  some  one  may  be  asking,  "what  connection 
has  the  secretary  for  rural  work  with  meeting  the  bud¬ 
get  for  missions?"  The  connection  is  very  real.  The 
clergy  and  lay  people  who  work  in  the  rural  field  never 
speak  that  they  do  not  tell  of  some  sacrifice  made  by  a 
country  congregation  or  country  person  in  order  to 
give  to  missions.  Where  they  know,  they  give.  That 
proposed  secretary  will  widen  the  area  where  country 
people  know.  Dr.  Glenn,  in  the  article  cited,  mentions 
the  150,000  students  who  graduate  every  }une  from 
college,  not  believing  in  missions  because  they  have 
never  heard  of  them.  Thousands  of  people,  young  and 
old,  in  rural  districts  are  in  the  same  position.  The 
remedy  is  the  same  here  as  that  which  Dr.  Glenn  sug¬ 
gests  for  students:  extension  of  work.  Knowledge  leads 
to  belief  in  missions.  And  belief  leads  to  giving. 

The  National  Council  is  making  superb  progress  in 
missionary  education.  But  the  appointment  of  these 
two  new  secretaries,  without  prolonged  delay,  will 
speed  up  that  progress.  We  hope  for  the  appoint¬ 
ments  in  December. 

The  treasurer's  report  has  been  mentioned  as  an 
event  of  special  interest  to  this  meeting  of  the  National 
Council.  It  was  discussed,  as  our  news  story  relates, 
in  open  session;  and  then,  the  Council  voted  to  ask 


those  present  as  guests  or  representatives  of  the  press, 
to  give  no  publicity  to  the  discussion,  less  premature 
announcement  of  plans  hamper  the  Department  of 
Promotion  in  carrying  them  out.  We  questioned  then, 
and  we  question  now,  the  wisdom  of  this  request, 
though,  of  course,  we  acceded  to  it.  That  discussion 
was  of  a  quality  that  would  inspire  the  people  of  the 
Church  to  stand  even  more  firmly  than  ever  before  be¬ 
hind  the  National  Council  in  its  determination  to  meet 
the  1940  budget.  We  wished  that  many  more  might 
have  been  present  to  hear  it;  and  we  wish  now  that  the 
Church  might  know  all  of  it  through  our  pages.  The 
National  Council,  we  believe,  should  never  hesitate  to 
share  its  problems  with  the  people  of  the  Church, 
whose  representatives  they  are.  Naturally,  there  will 
always  be  some  critical  souls,  whose  criticism  will  be 
destructive;  but,  on  the  whole,  the  people  of  the  Church 
can  be  trusted  to  rally  round.  In  the  interests  of  mis¬ 
sionary  education,  we  are  convinced  that  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  meetings  of  the  National  Council  should  be 
fully  set  before  the  Church.  This  will  extend  giving 
and  add  to  the  number  of  givers,  if  not  to  the  degree 
of  other  "methods  of  education,"  yet  in  too  appreciable 
a  measure  to  be  overlooked. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  emphasized  once  more,  in  his 
closing  remarks,  that  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the 
Church  belongs  to  every  member  of  the  Church.  All 
must  work  at  it  in  their  several  places  and  ways.  Lead¬ 
ership  is  needed.  Chief  among  those  who  must  lead 
are  the  members  of  the  National  Council  and  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Church  Missions  House.  The  two  new 
secretaries  mean  two  additional  leaders.  They  will 
help  to  solve  several  problems — among  them,  the 
problem  of  meeting  the  budget.

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to  believe,  not  in  any  material  Presence,  but  in  Him 
Whom  by  faith  I  see:  these,  these  shall  be  the  cere¬ 
monies  of  our  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  of  Christ.'' 

Dr.  DeKoven  was  now  the  central  figure  of  the 
American  Church.  No  name  more  frequently  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Church  papers;  no  one  received  equal 
attention. 

Yet,  he  lived  in  a  difficult  time.  It  was  a  time  when 
men  were  divided  as  to  just  what  the  course  of  the 
Church  should  be  and  there  were  many  who  opposed 
Dr.  DeKoven's  views  feeling  that  they  were  too  strongly 
ritualistic  and  apparently  not  understanding  the  deep¬ 
er  significance  of  the  things  for  which  he  stood. 

His  words,  at  so  many  different  times,  are  stirring 
and  wonderful.  Where  indeed,  can  we  find  a  more 
magnificent  statement  of  the  true  functions  of  the 
Church  than  the  one  he  made  at  the  general  conven¬ 
tion  in  1874  when  he  said: 

"Mr.  President,  we  live  in  troublous  times,  and 
around  us  are  all  sorts  of  terrible  questions.  It  does 
seem  to  me  the  day  is  not  now  to  legislate  on  nice 
points  of  doctrine,  or  to  specify  exactly  the  measure 
of  a  genuflexion,  or  the  angle  of  inclination  which  can 
express  an  orthodox  devotion.  The  answer  to  all  this 
panic  and  all  this  outcry  is  one  and  one  only:  It  is 
work — work  for  the  cause  of  Christ;  work  for  the 
souls  of  men;  a  fuller,  deeper,  more  noble  sense  of  the 
obligation  of  the  Church;  developing  its  power  and 
sending  it  forth  to  mould  and  form  this  nation  of  ours, 
and  to  give  new  life  and  vigor  to  every  effort  it  makes 
for  the  salvation  of  men.  I  see  the  storm-clouds  gath¬ 
ering.  I  see  the  lightnings  flash.  I  hear  the  thunder 
roll  afar.  I  hear  the  trumpet  call.  In  my  ears  the 
bugle-blast  is  ringing.  And  I  call  you,  brethren,  in  a 
time  like  this,  not  to  narrow-hearted  legislation,  but 
to  broad,  Catholic,  tolerant  charity,  and  to  work,  as 
men  never  worked  before,  for  the  souls  of  those  for 
whom  the  Saviour  died.” 

There  are  many  other  statements  of  his  views  ex¬ 
pressed  at  this  and  other  conventions  of  the  Church 
which  our  space  does  not  permit.  It  may  be  truly 
said  that  his  influence  calmed  the  panic  that  swept 
the  Church  in  those  troublesome  times.  Men  began 


to  perceive  the  intense  loyalty  of  the  Catholic  school, 
and  educated  persons  no  longer  spoke  of  its  adherents 
as  "Romanizers.”  The  influence  of  lames  DeKoven 
was  already  being  felt  and  that  influence  has  spread 
until  today,  every  parish,  every  church,  and  indeed, 
the  whole  Church  is  going  ahead  with  a  clearer  pur¬ 
pose,  a  firmer  conviction  and  a  more  thorough  under¬ 
standing  of  the  true  function  of  the  Church  in  the 
world  of  today  and  for  all  time  to  come. 

His  life  ended  when  he  was  only  48  years  of  age. 
The  struggles  he  endured,  were  hard  on  him;  and  his 
life  at  the  college  had  been  strenuous.  In  the  winter 
of  1879  he  fell  on  an  icy  walk  and  broke  his  leg.  It 
was  a  serious  matter.  He  was  removed  to  his  home, 
but  only  to  die.  On  the  19th  day  of  March  he 
breathed  his  last. 

His  shrine  at  Racine  is  visited  by  larger  and  larger 
groups  each  year.  But  if  you  would  see  his  memorial, 
look  upon  the  Church  today.  Viewed  from  afar  his 
life  stands  out  as  a  bright  star  in  the  glorious  heavens. 
It  may  be  truly  said  of  fames  DeKoven  as  it  was  said 
of  a  Saint  of  old:  .  .  .  "He  was  not  that  Light  but  was 
sent  to  bear  witness  of  that  Light.”

Young  Churchmen  Active 
in  South  Bend  Deanery 

On  returning  from  the  young  people's 
meeting  at  Michigan  City,  October  1 3-14-15, 
1939,  the  Young  Churchmen  of  the  South 
Bend,  Elkhart  and  Mishawaka  chapters  de¬ 
cided  at  a  joint  meeting  that  as  a  group  we 
should  have  a  new  and  stimulating  objective 
for  the  coming  year,  this  objective  to  be  the 
awakening  of  young  churchmen  to  their 
service  and  fellowship  in  the  church.  The 
service  best  suited  for  this  was  the  service 
of  Benediction,  since  in  this  ceremonial  the 
Real  Presence  of  our  Lord  is  there  in  the  form 
of  a  consecrated  Host.  We  look  upon  this 
as  fittingly  closing  the  activities  of  the  week. 

The  first  deanery  meeting  was  held  in 
Mishawaka,  Indiana,  November  5,  1939,  at 
St.  Paul's  Pro-Cathedral.  The  Very  Rev.  Rus¬ 
sell  R.  Ingersoll  officiated  at  the  Benediction 
service,  Joe  Burrell  of  Elkhart  giving  the  ad¬ 
dress,  "Why  I  was  confirmed  in  the  Episco¬ 
pal  church."  At  a  short  business  session 
held  later,  it  was  decided  deanery  meetings 
would  be  held  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
month  at  the  different  par¬ 
ishes. 

The  Trinity  Hungarian 
church  of  South  Bend  was 
host  December  3,  1939,  to 
the  second  deanery  meet¬ 
ing.  The  Rev.  H.  G.  Kappes 
was  the  celebrant.  Rather 
Leo  conducted  a  question 
box  after  the  service  of  Ben¬ 
ediction.  The  group  then 
adjourned  to  St.  James' 
church  where  a  Hungarian 
supper  was  served.  Miss 
Marie  Turley,  of  Fort  Wayne,  was  in  charge 
of  a  meeting  of  the  four  presidents  of  the 
Mishawaka,  Elkhart  and  two  South  Bend 
chapters.  Frank  Bozarth  of  Mishawaka  was 
elected  deanery  treasurer.  All  offerings  are 
to  be  combined  into  a  general  treasury 
which  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  to  be  divided

Alec  Templeton  Teaches 
lls  A  Great  Truth 

Last  fall  it  was  my  great  privilege  to  listen 
to  the  playing  of  Alec  Templeton — a  young 
man  who  has  lived  in  darkness  all  of  his 
life.  He  taught  me  some  things. 

After  he  had  finished  playing  composi¬ 
tions  of  the  masters  with  the  precision  and 
feeling  of  a  great  artist — he  turned  to  his 
own  compositions — saying,  "I  want  to  tell 
you,  in  music,  about  the  giant  redwoods  that 
I  saw  in  California — as  I  finish  I  want  you 
to  notice  how  my  fingers  lift  from  the  keys 
— that  music  will  tell  you  of  those  lovely 
trees  fading  into  the  distance  as  we  left 
them." 

And  then  he  played — and  I  was  carried 
back  two  years  to  the  time  when  I  visited 
those  ancient  and  majestic  trees — and 
through  his  music  I  relived  every  moment 
of  it — and  felt  some  things  that  I  had  missed 
when  I  was  there.  A  blind  man  told  me 
about  them. 

After  the  concert  I  talked  with  Alec  Tem¬ 
pleton's  father.

"You  know,  Father,"  he 
said.  "My  son  has  some 
insight  which  I  am  at  a  loss 
to  understand.  Let  me  give 
you  an  illustration.  Alec 
will  sit  and  listen  to  a  con¬ 
versation — he  will  pick  out 
a  voice — and  in  a  few  mo¬ 
ments  he  will  play  a  por¬ 
trait  of  the  owner  of  that 
voice — and  the  character 
he  will  show  in  music,  will 
be  correct,  to  an  uncanny 

"Last  year  we  attended  a  large  reception 
in  New  York.  Among  the  guests  was  a  man 
who  was  a  great  singer  until  seven  years 
ago,  when  his  voice  broke.  The  shock  was 
great.  His  whole  moral  fibre  was  torn.  He 
drank  heavily  and  constantly — he  broke  the

Again  I  ask  the  loyalty  of  the  people 
of  our  Church  on  behalf  of  the  Good 
Friday  Offering  through  which  we  co¬ 
operate  with  all  branches  of  the  Anglican 
Communion  to  support  a  notable  work  in 
Jerusalem  and  the  Holy  Land.

While 
the  missionary  work  in  Jerusalem  is  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  a  Bishop  of  the 
Church  of  England,  our  American  Church 
is  represented  there  by  Canon  Bridge- 
man  who  declares  the  opportunities  for 
service,  despite  adverse  circumstances, 
to  be  greater  than  ever  before. 

Will  not  the  Bishops  and  other  clergy 
of  our  Church  summon  their  people  to 
show  gratitude  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
whose  sacrifice  for  our  sins  we  recall 
humbly  on  Good  Friday,  urging  them 
to  pray  earnestly  and  to  give  generously 
toward  a  missionary  work  of  significance 
to  the  whole  Christian  world.

The  Church  School  at  Holy  Trinity  has 
grown  to  such  an  extent  during  the  past 
year  that  two  classes  have  to  meet  on 
Sundays  at  the  Clergy  House. 
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St.  Janies  Churchy  Goshen 
Forging  Ahead 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Vestry  and 
the  Senior  Warden,  Mr.  Milton  M.  Latta, 
St.  lames'  Church  carried  on  successfully 
after  the  resignation  of  the  Reverend  E. 
W.  Scully.  The  parish  was  without  a 
rector  from  February  until  the  last  week 
in  September  when  the  Reverend  Harvey 
L.  Woolverton  took  over  his  duties  as  the 
new  rector  of  the  Parish. 

Since  September  the  rectory  and  the 
parish  house  have  been  completely  re¬ 
decorated  inside  and  out  due  to  the  gen¬ 
erosity  of  St.  Hilda's  Guild  and  a  devot¬ 
ed  parishioner.  The  rector's  study  was 
decorated  by  the  Vestry  and  is  now  used 
by  the  rector  of  the  parish.  Being  in  the 
parish  house  it  is  more  convenient  for 
those  who  wish  to  see  him.  He  has  set 
aside  Thursday  afternoons  when  he  will 
be  in  his  study  to  see  those  who  wish 
to  see  him  about  personal  matters. 

On  October  the  18th  St.  James'  Church 
was  host  to  the  South  Bend  deanery  for  a 
Field  Department  Meeting.  A  large  con¬ 
gregation  of  approximately  250  people 
attended  from  South  Bend,  Mishawaka, 
Elkhart,  Howe,  Plymouth  and  Kendall- 
ville.  Two  of  the  young  men  from  Holy 
Trinity  Church,  South  Bend,  commended 
themselves  to  the  congregation  by  their 
fine  addresses  about  the  work  of  that 
mission  among  the  Hungarian  people. 
St.  Hilda's  Guild  served  light  refresh¬ 
ments  to  all  those  who  attended  after 
the  meeting. 

On  November  30th,  the  parish  held  a 
dinner  that  was  very  well  attended.

One  of  the  members  of  the  Altar  Guild 
is  making  the  rector  some  new  vestments 
and  many  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Eliza 
Elliott,  the  President  of  the  Diocesan  Al¬ 
tar  Guild,  for  her  many  suggestions  as 
to  measurements  and  the  correct  method 
of  making  the  vestments  and  linens  for 
the  altar. 

The  Rev.  H.  L.  Woolverton 
Noiv  Rector  at  Goshen 

The  Reverend  Harvey  L.  Woolverton, 
Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Goshen,  and 
Priest-in-charge  of  St.  John's,  Bristol, 
came  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
from  the  Diocese  of  Iowa  where  he  was 
the  Curate  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Des 
Moines.

School  for  Social  Service  in  Cincinnati 
under  the  direction  of  the  Reverend  Jo¬ 
seph  F.  Fletcher,  S.T.D.  Father  Woolver¬ 
ton  was  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  by 
the  Bishop  of  Minnesota. 


Marion  Gethsemane  Church 
Grows  in  Service 

Church  was  newly  painted  and  deco¬ 
rated  during  September,  all  re-wired  in 
December.  Flood-lights  high  up  in  the 
sanctuary  bathe  the  whole  sanc.uary  in 
a  soft  light,  and  it  looks  grand.  I  found 
an  old-fashioned  carriage  lamp  and  fixed 
it  up,  wired  it  for  electricity  and  hung  it 
over  the  Blessed  Sacrament  chapel  altar 
for  a  perpetual  light.  Looks  fine  .  .  . 
catches  the  eye  of  everyone  who  enters 
the  church. 

Christmas  Eve  Mass  was  largest  at¬ 
tended  in  the  history  of  the  parish,  and 
the  Christmas  offering  was  the  largest  in 
ten  years.  A  pick-up  choir  of  14  voices 
sang  Haydn's  Imperial  Mass  in  D  and 
an  anthem,  did  a  fine  job.  Most  of  them 
were  Welsh  singers  from  my  mission  at 
Gas  City. 

Parish  is  growing,  with  the  advent  of 
the  new  Farnsworth  Television  Company 
into  Marion.  Sunday  morning  congrega¬ 
tions  are  steadily  increasing,  especially 
with  non-churchmen  attending.  Looks 
good  for  future  confirmations. 

We're  taking  definite  steps  to  make  the 
parish  a  little  more  "community  minded" 
(as  well  as  diocesan  minded).  Started 
with  having  the  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic 
meet  here  bi-weekly,  with  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Welfare  psychiatrists  con¬ 
ducting  it.  I  wish  all  my  people  could 
see  the  fine  results  made  by  this  clinic, 
but  of  course  all  its  work  is  private. 

I've  been  adding  to  the  church  interior, 
carving  a  chancel  rail,  and  an  altar  rail 
for  the  Blessed  Sacrament  chapel,  re¬ 
painting  some  of  the  art  work,  re-making 
vestment  cabinets,  etc.,  etc. 

Gethsemane  will  be  host  to  the  Church 
School  Lenten  Mite  Box  Presentation  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  Deanery  which  will  be 
held  on  the  2nd  Sunday  after  Easter. 

Encouraging  Report  From 
St.  Paul's,  LaPortc 

Lenten  Services  will  be  held  on  Mon¬ 
days,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  until 
Holy  Week. 

Despite  sub-zero  weather,  about  sixty 
attended  the  St.  Paul's  Day  dinner  which 
was  followed  by  the  annual  Parish 
meeting. 

The  encouraging  reports  were  enthus¬ 
iastically  received,  and  during  the  elec¬ 
tions,  the  Sr.  Warden,  E.  C.  Hann,  the

W.  H.  Chulip  and  George  Ellis  were 
unanimously  re-elected,  while  H.  S.

A  BIRD'S  EYE  VIEW — In  making  our 
annual  reports  there  is  usually  much  em¬ 
phasis  on  finances  and  little  attempt 
made  to  review  the  things  which  escape 
statistical  rating. 

The  completion  of  Harry  Hall's  second 
term  as  warden  takes  from  the  vestry  one 
who  has  served  the  parish  as  a  member 
of  that  body  for  28  years.  According  to 
the  records  he  began  in  1909,  became 
senior  warden  in  1919,  and  continued  in 
this  office  through  1929.

It  is  good  to  know  that  both  of  these 
men  continue  as  members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  while  others  take  up  the  work 
which  they  as  young  men  began  30 
years  ago.

The  whole  Church  building  combining 
Church,  Rectory,  and  Guild  Hall  and 
garage  has  been  quite  generally  reha¬ 
bilitated,  including  the  redecorating  and 
refurnishing  of  the  Rectory — the  complete 
rebuilding  of  steam-heating  plant  and 
renovation  of  the  Guild  Hall,  at  a  cost 
of  about  six  hundred  dollars.

It  is  a 
practical  working  building,  kept  warm 
and  usable  seven  days  in  the  week  for 
parochial  purposes.  It  is  perfectly  heat¬ 
ed  by  a  steam  plant.

Michigan  City  Emphasizes 
Eucharistic  Worship 

"Liturgical  Movement”  usually  desig¬ 
nates  the  active  tendency  in  our  time  to 
emphasize  the  people's  part  in  the  Holy 
Eucharist.  The  service  is  to  be  a  corpor¬ 
ate  offering  of  the  whole  congregatiton, 
not  something  performed  by  the  priest 
and  choir  on  the  people's  behalf.  The 
emphasis  is  on  eucharistic  worship,  rath¬ 
er  than  on  ceremonial  or  vestments. 

The  Children’s  Eucharist  in  Trinity 
Church,  Michigan  City,  has  been  devel¬ 
oped  along  these  lines.  The  music  is 
that  of  Merbecke,  the  first  setting  to  be 
composed  for  the  English  service.  All 
the  children  sing  the  service,  led  by  a 
choir  of  girls.  Though  the  Eucharist  comes 
but  once  a  month,  some  part  of  the  music 
(Continued  on  Page  6) 
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(Continued  from  Page  5) 
is  sung  every  Sunday  so  the  children 
won't  forget  it.  Hymn  338  is  always  used 
as  an  introit,  and  the  second  part  is  sung 
after  the  communions.  Thus  the  music  is 
familiar  and  we  have  real  congregational 
singing. 

The  confirmed  children  and  young  peo¬ 
ple  are  encouraged  to  make  their  prep¬ 
aration  and  receive  Holy  Communion  at 
this  service.  In  order  to  discourage  care¬ 
less,  unprepared  communions  the  rector 
requires  everyone  who  expects  to  receive 
to  notify  him  in  advance. 

To  avoid  over-fatigue  in  kneeling  all 
stand  for  the  prayer  for  the  Church,  and 
until  the  confession.  The  little  children 
for  whom  reading  is  difficult  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  watch  the  priest. 

The  children  receive  the  offering,  and 
younger  boys  are  acolytes. 

The  average  attendance  at  Church 
School  is  178,  substantially  higher  than 
attendance  at  the  late  service.

The  new  Altar,  when  all  arrange¬ 
ments  are  completed,  will  be  dedicated 
by  the  Bishop.  The  Altar  will  be  placed 
in  the  Baptistry.  A  lace  altar  cloth  and 
a  picture  have  already  been  given  and 
it  is  hoped  that  a  new  crucifix  and  can¬ 
dlesticks  will  be  presented. 

To  complete  the  new  Children's  Corner, 
Mr.  Kenneth  Merrill  has  presented  a 
table  and  eighteen  chairs  that  will  match 
the  furniture  of  the  Church.  This  will 
make  a  most  acceptable  addition  to  the 
facilities  of  the  parish. 

To  further  the  work  of  the  Religious 
Community  at  St.  Gregory's  House,  the 
Church  School  has  contributed  about 
$90.00  worth  of  foodstuffs. 

The  Acolyte's  Guild,  thriving  organiza¬ 
tion  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Ira  Mish- 
ler,  donated  material  for  cassocks  to  be 
used  at  St.  Augustine's  Mission,  Gary.

Runcan  lames  Campbell 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the 
Pro-Cathedral  parish  have  sustained  a  great 
loss  in  the  death  of  Duncan  J.  Campbell  on 
Tuesday,  March  the  nineteenth,  at  his  home 
in  Mishawaka.  Mr.  Campbell  was  a  devout, 
faithful  and  regular  communicant  of  the 
church.  He  was  never  absent  from  her  serv¬ 
ices  except  when  prevented  by  illness,  an 
ideal  Senior  Warden  and  Vestryman  whose 
example  has  been  far-reaching  in  its  influ¬ 
ence  throughout  the  diocese.  Since  1929 
Mr.  Campbell  has  been  treasurer  of  the  mis¬ 
sionary  fund  of  the  diocese  of  Northern  In¬ 
diana;  and  has  also  many  times  represented 
the  diocese  as  lay  deputy  to  General  Con¬ 
vention.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Bishop  and  Council,  and  a  Trustee  of  the 
Diocese.  As  a  good  citizen  Mr.  Campbell 
was  prominent  not  only  in  the  Church  but 
also  in  social,  fraternal,  political  and  civic 
circles. 

But  outside  and  above  these  official  re¬ 
lationships  all  of  us  throughout  the  diocese 
who  knew  Mr.  Campbell 
feel  a  deep  personal  be¬ 
reavement.  He  was  a  friend 
who  ever  greeted  us  with 
a  smile.  We  commend  his 
soul  to  God  that  he  may 
have  eternal  peace  and 
rest,  which  he  so  well  de¬ 
serves,  and  we  express  to 
his  wife  and  family  our  lov¬ 
ing  sympathy  and  the  as¬ 
surance  of  our  prayers  that 
they  may  be  sustained  by 
the  strength  and  comfort  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.

Venerable  Edit.  Cooper  Is 
In  33rd  Year  There 

"The  most  beloved  man  in  the  commun¬ 
ity,”  a  fellow  Churchman  said  years  ago 
about  the  Ven.  Edward  J.  Cooper,  arch¬ 
deacon  and  priest-in-charge  of  Christ  Church 
at  Colon  in  the  Missionary  District  of  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone.  And  the  man  who  was 
most  beloved  long  ago  is  now  even  more 
beloved  after  having  served  for  thirty-three 
years  the  British  West  Indian  Churchmen  of 
that  historic  parish. 

Archdeacon  Cooper  is  77  years  old.  A 
native  of  England,  he  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  in  eastern  United  States  and  held  a  rec¬ 
torship  here  before  he  went  to  Panama  in 
September,  1907.  He  is  the  oldest  mission¬ 
ary  in  the  Canal  Zone  District,  both  in  age 
and  in  years  of  service. 

When  Fr.  Cooper  arrived  at  his  mission¬ 
ary  post  that  year,  the  American  work  on 
the  Canal  was  little  more  than  started.  He 
watched  the  waterway  develop.  He  saw  the 
huge  shovels  scoop  out  the  earth,  the  great 
locks  go  into  operation.  He 
watched  the  district  and 
the  Church  there  grow  with 
the  Canal. 

He  welcomed  into  his  con¬ 
gregation  at  Christ  Church- 
by-the-Sea  many  of  the 
British  West  Indian  families 
that  had  been  imported  for 
construction  work.  A  large 
number  of  these  families  re¬ 
mained  after  the  Canal  was 
completed,  and  today  they 
make  up  a  communicant 
list  of  550. 

Christ  Church  is  the 
mother  church  of  the  district.  It  was  built 
in  1855  to  minister  to  the  men  who  passed 
across  the  Isthmus  in  a  steady  procession 
on  their  way  to  and  from  the  gold  fields  of 
California.  His  parishioners  then  were  for 
a  large  part  transient,  and  they  brought 
with  them  high  hopes  and  stories  of  sudden

Guild  Epiphany  tea  at  Mrs.  Campbell's.  Testimonial  Dinner  to 
Father  O'Hara  in  South  Bend.  Left  for  Columbus,  Ohio,  at 
1:12  a.  m. 

Jan.  10th:  Arrived  at  Columbus  8:45  a.  m.  Had  conference  at 
Corps  Area  Headquarters  with  Gen.  Merrill,  Col.  Musgrave, 
Col.  Fuller  and  Maj.  Haberly.  Luncheon  at  the  Fullers.  Ar¬ 
rived  home  about  8  p.  m.,  having  read  my  office  on  the  train 
and  also  read  Grapes  of  Wrath,  quite  a  contrast  to  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  but  a  good  picture  of  the  moral  re-actions 
that  come  from  emotional  religion.  Or  rather  the  immoral  re¬ 
actions. 

Jan.  11th  to  16th:  These  days  were  spent  in  reading,  sorting 
and  answering  accumulated  mail.  I  attended  the  Parish  meet¬ 
ing  of  Trinity  Church,  South  Bend  on  the  14th  and  Trinity, 
Logansport  on  the  15th. 

Jan.  17th:  Morning  Prayer  and  Eucharist  in  Oratory.  Many 
long  dstance  calls  about  the  vacancy  at  Logansport.  Dio. 
Board  of  W.  A.  meeting  called  off,  because  of  sub-zero 
weather  and  snow  drifts.  The  Dean  and  his  wife  were  in  for 
luncheon  at  the  Bishop's  House.  All  afternoon  and  until  9  p. 
m.  I  was  working  at  my  desk.  Read  Evening  Prayer  in  the 
Oratory  and  then  ran  in  on  a  G.  F.  S.  party  at  the  Pro-Cathedral. 

Jan.  18th  to  21st:  Beside  the  regular  daily  round  of  daily 
offices  and  Eucharist  in  the  Oratory,  these  days  were  spent  in 
writing  letters  and  reading  and  studying.  A  welcome  visit 
from  Father  Smith  on  the  18th.  Conference  re  St.  Faith's 
on  the  19th,  upon  which  day  also  I  confirmed  two  persons  in 
the  Oratory  for  St.  James',  South  Bend,  Father  Ferguson  pre¬ 
senting  them.

The  Bishop's  Letter  To 
The  Diocese 


My  dear  People: 

Eastertide  lasts  until  As¬ 
cension  and  in  a  sense  on 
through  Whitsuntide  unto 
Trinity  Sunday.  We  are 
apt  to  so  stress  the  season 
of  Lent,  that  we  cease  our 
devotions  on  Easter  Day. 
In  fact  many  of  our  Church 
people  observe  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Year  and  are  more  or 
less  faithful  in  their  Church 
attendance,  from  Advent 
to  Easter  Day.  The  forty 
days  that  follow  Easter 
Day  are  called  "The  Great 
Forty  Days”  and  are  of 
equal  importance  with  the 
forty  days  preceding,  if 
not  of  even  greater  impor¬ 
tance.  Lent  is  a  time  of 
special  penitence  and  dis¬ 
cipline  only  to  prepare  us 
for  the  triumphant  joy  of 
Eastertide,  Ascensiontide 
and  Whitsuntide.  The  days 
from  Easter  to  The  Ascen¬ 
sion  are  precious,  because 
they  are  the  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  time  our  Lord 
spent  with  His  Disciples 
after  His  glorious  Resur¬ 
rection,  bringing  to  their 
minds  the  things  He  had 


taught  them  and  further 
'leading  them  into  their  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  founding 
and  building  His  Church. 
Following  come  those  nine 
days  of  waiting  and  ex¬ 
pectancy,  so  valuable  in 
their  lessons  of  faith  and 
trust.  Devotions  to  The 
Holy  Spirit  is  a  much  neg¬ 
lected  thing  among  us  and 
there  is  a  crying  need  for 
an  intense  emphasis  to  be 
put  upon  the  Feast  of 
Pentecost.  Therefore,  I 
wish  and  pray  for  you,  not 
only  a  Joyous  Easter,  but 
a  Joyous  Eastertide.  May 
these  holy  seasons,  the 
one  which  has  just  passed 
and  the  one  into  which 
we  are  just  entering,  have 
their  influence  upon  your 
lives  throughout  the  en¬ 
tire  year,  so  that  every 
Friday  may  be  a  little 
Good  Friday  and  every 
Sunday  a  little  Easter.

Secondly  it  should  enable 
us  to  catch  something  of  that 
spirit  of  worship  which  is  the 
strength  of  Orthodox  Chris¬ 
tianity,  worship  which  is  offer¬ 
ed  with  dignity  and  splendor 
as  a  vehicle  for  devotion. 
These  people  do  have  a  gen¬ 
ius  for  public  worship  and 
their  service  forms  do  come 
closer  to  those  of  the  early 
Church  than  the  services  of 
any  other  Christian  groups.

Help  me  now  to 
begin  a  new  life  that  shall  not  shrink  from 
heavier  responsibilities,  that  shall  be  ready 
to  make  important  decisions  that  shall  not 
be  ruined  by  temptations  or  deluded  by 
popular  errors,  and  that  shall  possess  its 
own  integrity,  principle,  and  purpose.

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wealth  or  dismal 
failure. 

During  the  Co¬ 
lombian  Revolu¬ 
tion  that  burst  up¬ 
on  Panama,  Christ 
Church  had  to  be 
closed.  It  was  used 
successively  as  ar¬ 
senal,  fort,  pow¬ 
der  magazine  and 
stable.  For  twen¬ 
ty  years  or  more 
it  was  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the 
Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  but  when  the 
United  States  be¬ 
gan  to  work  on 
the  Canal  this 
church  and  the 
others  in  the  Zone 
and  the  Republic 
of  Panama  again 
became  part  of  the 
American  Church. 

Christ  Church  is 
in  the  Republic 
just  a  few  blocks  across  the  divid¬ 
ing  line  from  the  narrow  Canal 
Zone  over  which  the  United  States 
exercises  control.  The  building, 
which  has  literally  withstood  storm 
and  shellfire,  is  of  native  granite. 
It  is  close  beside  the  Atlantic  and 
faces  the  breakwater. 

The  British  West  Indians  in  the 
Republic  of  Panama,  unlike  those 


in  the  Zone,  are  not 
assured  of  steady 
work,  and  many 
families  are  needy. 
Fr.  Cooper  carries 
on  extensive  char¬ 
itable  work.  There 
is  a  parish  day 
school  with  four 
teachers  and  170 
pupils.  The  Wom¬ 
an's  Auxiliary,  the 
Girls'  Friendly  So¬ 
ciety  and  acolyte 
guild  are  all  very 
strong.  More  than 
200  pupils  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  church 
school.  Baptized 
members  of  the 
church  total  3,700. 

In  addition  to 
his  work  at  Colon, 
Fr.  Cooper  has 
for  several  years 
maintained  a  mis¬ 
sion,  St.  Mary  the 
Virgin  of  Mount 
Hope.  Here  he  has  built  up  strong 
organizations  and  a  communicant 
list  of  150. 

No  time  has  this  veteran  mission¬ 
ary  to  rest  on  his  laurels.  The  re¬ 
ward  of  his  thirty-three  years  of 
work  in  the  Panama  Canal  Zone 
appears  only  as  a  greater  oppor¬ 
tunity,  and  he  is  daily  striving  to 
meet  that  opportunity.

Letter  To  Bishop  Cray

My  Dear  Bishop: 

It  was  indeed  a  great  pleasure  to  re¬ 
ceive  your  letter  the  last  day  of  January. 

I  was  happy  to  learn  that  the  Presiding 
Bishop  had  placed  my  particular  work 
under  yourself  and  your  Diocese.  I  have 
felt  a  great  interest  in  your  work,  know¬ 
ing  it  to  be  on  definite  Catholic  lines,  and 
it  will  be  a  great  encouragement  and 
inspiration  to  me  and  to  my  people  and 
fellow-workers  to  know  that  the  Bishop 
and  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  are  in¬ 
terested  in  our  spiritual  development. 

We  are  blessed  in  having  a  noble 
Bishop  in  this  Missionary  Jurisdiction, 
and  although  he  might  not  class  himself 


as  a  definite  Anglo-Catholic,  yet  he  has 
graciously  responded  to  every  request  in 
my  parish  to  do  things  on  proper  Cath¬ 
olic  lines.  He  is  a  splendid  preacher  and 
a  man  of  vision.  He  pontificated  at  the 
5:45  Mass  on  February  second,  and  for 
our  Vespers  in  the  evening  we  had  as 
preacher  Father  McVeigh  Harrison,  of  the 
Order  of  the  Holy  Cross.  On  Sunday, 
February  4th,  Dean  Voegeli,  of  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  St.  Luke  the  Beloved  Physician, 
Ancon,  Panama,  was  the  preacher  at 
the  sung  Vespers  of  Our  Lady. 

We  are  greatly  in  need  of  at  least  two 
or  three  more  priests  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
and  I  cannot  understand  why  our  young 
unmarried  priests  are  so  difficult  to  ob¬ 
tain.

On  a  recent  Sunday 
Mrs.  D.  E.  Gates  spoke  to  the  young 
people  on  the  subject  of  Communism, 
revealing  the  fact  that  there  is  consid¬ 
erable  activity  of  that  nature  in  this 
state,  and  accordingly  a  very  real  dan¬ 
ger  which  must  be  faced  and  met. 

Several  of  the  clergy  of  the  South 
Bend  deanery  were  the  guests  of  the 
Bishop  and  the  Dean  on  the  evening  of 
March  14th  that  they  might  visit  with 
Fr.  Langendorff  who  was  guest  preacher 
at  the  Pro-Cathedral  that  night. 

A  new  festival  dossal  curtain  of  white 
and  gold  with  blue  orphery  has  been 
presented  to  the  parish  through  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  C.  A.  Ostrom,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  D.  J.  Campbell. 

Favorable  comment  has  been  received 
by  the  St.  Paul's  Boy  Choristers  at  the 
end  of  the  first  year  of  singing  at  the 
Pro-Cathedral.  They  are  beginning  to 
develop  into  a  fine  singing  organization 
with  considerable  promise  for  the  future.

Forty-five  members  of  Gamma  Kappa 
Delta  from  Holy  Trinity  and  St.  James,

Help  on  Uuestinn  2  of 
Bishop's  Test 

As  several  groups  of  young  people 
have  asked  for  special  help  on  question 
2  of  the  Bishop's  Test,  Bishop  Gray  has 
kindly  given  this  data  which  we  hope 
will  help  to  a  clearer  understanding  of 
the  question: 

For  the  first  part  of  the  question,  study 
the  rubrics  in  the  Office  for  the  Institu¬ 
tion  of  Ministers. 

For  the  second  part  of  the  question, 
keeping  in  mind  the  outline  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist,  study  Revelation,  Chapter  1, 
verses  10  to  13.  (In  counting  candlesticks, 
remember  to  count  the  cross  as  one). 

Remember  the  Preparation  and  the  call 
of  the  Church  to  repentance  and  self-ex¬ 
amination  then  skip  along  to  Chapter  IV. 
What  is  the  “door"  or  "gate"  of  Heaven?" 
Do  we  sing  a  hymn  about  it?  Does  the 
Throne  suggest  anything?  Who  are  the 
Four  Beasts  and  who  are  the  Seventy? 
Can  you  find  the  Sanctus  in  that  Chap¬ 
ter?  What  about  falling  down  before 
the  Throne  and  worshipping  Him  that  is 
upon  it?  Can  you  find  early  in  the  fifth 
chapter  anything  that  suggests  The 
Agnus  Dei?  Who  is  it  alone  that  can 
open  the  Book  of  the  Gospels  and  inter¬ 
pret  the  Gospel  to  us? 

Does  Chapter  VIII,  verses  3  to  5  sug¬ 
gest  anything  about  the  worship  of  the 
Eucharist?  Does  "Saints  underneath  the 
Altar"  suggest  that  any  other  souls  than 
these  on  earth  are  taking  part  in  our 
Eucharistic  worship? 

Don't  bother  too  much  about  trying  to 
understand  the  meaning  of  all  the 
prophesies  that  follow,  but  remember 
that  a  Prophet  is  primarily  a  preacher 
of  righteousness.  Does  preaching  have 
any  part  in  the  Eucharist  according  to 
our  Prayer  Book? 

About  the  angels,  remember  that  "an¬ 
gel”  means  "messenger."  They  are  sent 
from  the  heavenly  worship  to  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth  to  do  God's  bidding. 

Then  there  is  the  vision  of  the  Heaven¬ 
ly  Jerusalem.  Where  do  Heaven  and 
earth  meet  here  and  now? 

Also  it  might  be  helpful,  if  you  will  look 
up  Chapter  XIV,  verse  13,  and  Chapter 
XIX,  verse  9,  and  Chapter  XXII,  verse  20.

the  interest  of  it  as  much  as  I  did  thirty- 
two  years  ago. 

My  congregation  is  made  up  of  West 
Indians,  Chinese  and  Spaniards.  The 
color  of  their  skin  may  be  a  few  shades 
darker  than  ours,  but  a  more  loyal  and 
devoted  people  no  priest  could  ever 
have. 

I  will  try  to  comply  with  your  request 
and  send  you  a  few  snapshots  of  our 
church  and  people  and  things  in  gen¬ 
eral  here. 

As  I  am  seventy-seven  years  old  I  do 
not  have  the  vigor  that  I  had  formerly. 
I  am  still  able  to  carry  on,  but  find  my¬ 
self  obliged  to  rest  more  frequently.  My 
great  trouble  at  present  is  with  my  eyes. 
The  optic  nerve  of  my  left  eye  has  com¬ 
pletely  gone,  and  I  have  to  use  the  right 
eye  overmuch;  but  I  thank  God  I  am  able 
to  see  at  all,  and  I  also  thank  Him  that 
I  have  the  help  of  my  little  West  Indian 
secretary,  Willie,  who  is  typing  this  let¬ 
ter  for  me.  I  am  becoming  more  con¬ 
scious  of  my  need  of  help,  and  if  you 
should  hear  of  or  know  an  unmarried 
priest  who  would  come  here  or  with 
whom  you  could  put  me  in  correspond¬ 
ence,  I  would  be  grateful. 

Thank  you  for  your  personal  friendship 
and  your  prayers.

For  fifteen  years  we  have 
labored  together  for  the 
spread  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  this  Diocese  and 
to  take  our  place  and 
do  our  share  for  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  Holy  Church 
throughout  the  world. 

We  have  gone  through 
years  of  serious  financial 
problems  and  we  have 
had  other  difficulties 
which  we  have  faced  to¬ 
gether  in  mutual  confi¬ 
dence.  Your  Bishop  great¬ 
ly  appreciates  the  con¬ 
stantly  growing  cooper¬ 
ation  of  clergy,  parishes, 
and  missions  with  the 
Diocese,  and  the  increas¬ 
ing  mutual  interest  of 
parishes  and  missions  in 
the  life  and  activity  of 
one  another,  and  the  un¬ 
folding  brotherly  love 
among  the  priests  of  the  Diocese.  These 
things  make  for  solidarity  and  your  Bishop 
can  truly  say  with  St.  Paul,  concerning  cler¬ 
gy  and  laity  alike,  "I  thank  my  God  always 
on  your  behalf,  for  the  grace  of  God  which 
is  given  you  by  Jesus  Christ.” 

Today  is  also  the  forty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  Consecration  of  my  immediate  predeces¬ 
sor,  John  Hazen  White,  Doctor  and  Bishop, 
who  was  the  last  Bishop  of  the  entire  State 
of  Indiana  and  the  first  Bishop  of  this  Dio¬ 
cese.  It  has  been  our  custom  for  fifteen 
years,  ever  since  his  death,  to  say  a  Requiem 
for  the  repose  of  his  soul  at  an  earlier  hour 
on  the  same  day  and  in  the  same  place  as 
the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Requiem  was  said  for  him  this 
morning  at  this  altar.  Surely  we  have  the 
strengthening  help  of  his  intercessions  in  the 


Communion  and  fellow¬ 
ship  of  the  Saints,  as  we 
pray  for  him  that  he  may 
go  from  light  to  light  and 
from  strength  to  strength. 

THE  DEPARTED 

Since  the  meeting  of 
the  last  Council,  our 
Heavenly  Father  has  tak¬ 
en  unto  Himself  the  soul 
of  Duncan  James  Camp¬ 
bell,  for  many  years  the 
Treasurer  of  Missionary 
Funds,  an  ex-officio  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council,  a  Trustee  of  the 
Diocese,  and  many  times 
a  Deputy  to  General  Con- 
venion.  Not  only  has  he 
served  the  Diocese  long 
and  faithfully,  but  also 
the  Pro-Cathedral  Parish 
of  which  he  has  been 
Senior  Warden  continu¬ 
ously  for  many  years 
reaching  back  into  the 
days  of  my  predecessor. 
Words  fail  in  trying  to 
describe  what  Mr.  Campbell  has  meant  to 
this  parish,  but  above  i  J1  the  many  ways  in 
which  he  served  there  stands  out  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  his  faithful  and  regular  attendance 
upon  the  services  of  the  Church  as  a  devout 
communicant  always  in  his  place  at  the 
celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist.  May  he 
rest  in  peace  and  the  Light  perpetual  shine 
upon  him. 

Also  there  has  gone  on  before  us  into  the 
Church  Expectant  the  soul  of  John  P.  Nichol¬ 
son,  who  died  a  devout  communicant  of  St. 
James'  Parish,  South  Bend,  of  which  he  was 
a  vestryman  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
was  a  man  of  outstanding  influence  in  the 
community  and  loyal  to  that  branch  of  Holy 
Church  to  which  we  belong,  the  Anglican

Trinity  Parish,  Michigan  City  and 
the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
have  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the 
death  of  Otto  Aicher,  for  many 
years  Senior  Warden  of  that  par¬ 
ish  and  a  man  always  loyal  to  his 
Bishop.  May  God  grant  him  con¬ 
tinual  growth  in  His  love  and 
service. 

Beside  these  diocesan  and  paro¬ 
chial  officials,  there  have  been  be¬ 
reavements  in  our  diocesan  fami¬ 
ly,  and  if  there  are  other  departed 
souls  whom  we  should  commemo¬ 
rate,  will  you  please  give  their 
names  to  the  Committee  on  Me¬ 
morials. 

It  was  my  sad  duty,  but  my  wel¬ 
comed  privilege,  to  take  part  in  the 
burial  service  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  John 
Newton  McCormick,  D.  D.,  one  time 
Bishop  of  Western  Michigan,  who 
was  buried  from  Grace  Church, 
Grand  Rapids,  on  November  29, 
1939.  Of  the  nine  bishops  who  took 
part  in  my  Consecration  fifteen 
years  ago  Bishop  McCormick  is  the 
last  to  be  taken  from  our  midst.  Let 
us  remember  him  along  with  all  the 
others  on  this  day,  as  we  offer  the 
Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Altar.

Clerical  Changes 

Since  the  last  Council,  May  3, 
1939,  the  following  clerical  changes 
have  taken  place: 

The  Rev.  Raymond  M.  O'Brien  re¬ 
signed  as  rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Logansport,  and  priest-in-charge  of 
St.  Mary's,  Delphi  and  Christ 
Church,  Huntington,  and  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Indi¬ 
anapolis. 

The  Rev.  Clarence  Parker,  who 
was  not  canonically  resident  in  this 
diocese  but  was  officiating  by  per¬ 
mission  at  Trinity  Church,  Kendall- 
ville,  has  accepted  work  and  moved 
to  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

The  Rev.  Edward  L.  Roland,  who 
for  about  a  year  and  a  half,  has 
been  doing  a  wonderful  piece  of 
work  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Ply¬ 
mouth,  as  well  as  in  the  surround¬ 
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ing  country,  and  who  has  also 
made  some  valuable  contacts  at 
Culver,  w  rs,  at  the  last  Council, 
through  inadvertence  not  yet  trans¬ 
ferred  to  this  diocese.  Since  then 
his  Letters  Dimissory  has  been  duly 
received  from  the  Diocese  of 
Springfield. 

The  Rev.  Sydney  Hugh  Brice 
Croft  has  accepted  the  call  of  the 
Vestry  of  Gethsemane,  Marion,  and 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City, 
and  St.  Luke's,  Hartford  City.  He 
has  been  duly  transferred  from  the 
Diocese  of  Milwaukee  and  is  in 
residence  at  Marion.  Fr.  Croft  has 
brought  new  life  into  this  parish 
and  these  missions  and  is  taking 
his  place  in  civic  activities. 

The  Rev.  Gerald  Horton  Lewis 
has  accepted  the  call  of  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo,  is  in  res¬ 
idence,  and  has  been  duly  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Southern 
Ohio.  Fr.  Lewis  is  building  wisely 
and  has  won  the  hearts  of  his 
people. 

The  Rev.  Harvey  Livermore  Wool- 
verton  has  accepted  the  call  of  the 
Vestry  of  St.  James',  Goshen,  and 
has  been  placed  by  the  Bishop  in 
charge  of  St.  John's,  Bristol,  which, 
at  the  last  Council,  was  under  the 
'cure  of  Fr.  Stewart.  Fr.  Woolver- 
ton  has  come  into  a  difficult  work 
and  is  showing  both  courage  and 
wisdom. 

Each  of  these  three  priests  gives 
promise  of  good  work  in  their  re¬ 
spective  cures  and  will  undoubted¬ 
ly  assume  their  active  part  in  the 
life  and  work  of  the  Diocese.  We 
welcome  them  into  our  diocesan 
family  and  pray  for  them  God's 
richest  blessings. 

Diocesan  Missions 

The  missionary  work  in  the  Dio¬ 
cese  in  some  places  shows  encour¬ 
aging  advancement  and  in  other 
fields  we  have  been  confronted  with 
problems.  At  Valparaiso  the  work 
at  St.  Andrew's  goes  on  with  a  slow 
but  steady  development.  Condi¬ 
tions  at  Hobart  make  it  so  that  we 
cannot  do  much  more  than  contin¬ 
ue  to  minister  to  the  communicants 
whom  we  have  there.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  there  have  been  confirmations 


there.  At  St.  Augustine's,  Gary, 
there  are  real  signs  of  growth  and 
the  guilcf  room  of  the  church  is  be¬ 
ing  used  through  the  week  time  for 
work  among  children  and  our  hope 
is  to  establish  a  library  there,  not 
only  as  a  place  where  people  can 
come  and  read,  but  also  for  books 
that  may  be  taken  out  into  their 
homes.  This  is  a  project  in  which 
the  whole  Diocese  can  help. 

Huntington,  Garrett,  and  Ken- 
dallville  have  presented  a  real 
problem  this  past  year.  This  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  no  priest  most  of  the  year 
to  work  in  these  places,  their  serv¬ 
ices  have  been  few  and  irregular, 
and  there  has  been  no  opportunity 
for  pastoral  work.  At  Kendallville 
there  is  a  real  challenging  oppor¬ 
tunity,  if  v/e  can  get  the  right  set¬ 
up  and  a  priest  who  is  a  real  pas¬ 
tor.  From  this  as  a  center  the  other 
places  could  be  reached.  Trinity 
Parish,  Logansport,  hopes  soon  to 
reach  the  point  of  independence, 
so  that  when  that  vacancy  is  filled 
and  they  call  their  new  rector,  they 
will  be  able  not  only  to  give  up  any 
diocesan  aid  for  themselves,  but 
also  will  no  longer  be  associated 
with  the  mission  stations.  In  that 
case  Huntington  could  be  readily 
put  under  the  care  of  a  priest  at 
Kendallville.  Delphi  might  also  be 
put  under  him,  unless  Fr.  Taylor 
finds  that  he  can  continue  to  go 
there  permanently  from  Peru  as  he 
has  been  doing  since  St.  Mary's, 
Delphi,  has  been  vacant.  Hartford 
City  and  Gas  City  are  responding 
to  regular  and  diligent  pastoral 
care. 

At  St.  John's,  Bristol,  new  and  up- 
to-date  Church  School  material  has 
been  secured  and  the  priest-in- 
charge  is  giving  personal  attention 
to  the  instruction  and  training  of 
the  children.  The  congregations 
are  steadily  growing  and  interest 
in  the  Church  is  being  revived. 
Trinity  Hungarian  Mission,  South 
Bend,  has  paid  off  its  entire  indebt¬ 
edness  to  the  Diocese.  This  has 
been  a  long  siege  through  many 
years  and  the  priest  and  his  con¬ 
gregation  are  to  be  greatly  con¬ 
gratulated.  There  was  a  goodly 
number  in  the  Confirmation  Class 
and  the  congregations  have  so  in- 
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creased  that  the  church  is  inade¬ 
quate  to  their  need.  This  is  not 
only  true  with  reference  to  the  size 
of  the  church  but  to  its  struciure. 
It  is  scarcely  appropriate  to  the 
worship  of  God  in  the  beauty  of 
holiness.  We  must  begin  to  think 
of  a  larger,  more  adequate,  and 
more  befitting  place  of  worship. 

Appropriation  and 
Expectancy 

Last  year  your  Bishop  requested 
you  to  raise  a  special  fund  over 
and  above  your  other  giving  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  five  hundred  of 
which  was  to  be  sent  to  the  Nation¬ 
al  Council  for  their  Shortage  Fund, 
and  five  hundred  of  which  was  to 
be  used  for  the  rehabilitation  of  our 
property  at  St.  Andrew's,  Valpa¬ 
raiso.  We  may  be  quite  justly 
proud,  though  in  all  humility,  of 
the  fact  that  we  raised  within  a  few 
dollars  of  this  total  amount  and 
were  able  to  make  up  the  balance 
from  the  surplus  in  our  missionary 
treasury. 

Also  last  year  we  overpaid  our 
Expectancy  of  twenty-two  hundred 
dollars  by  a  little  better  than  fifty 
dollars.  The  honor  for  this  is  due 
to  the  children  of  the  Diocese,  in 
that  they  exceeded  the  estimated 
amount  for  their  Lenten  Mite  Box 
Offering. 

For  1940  we  set  as  our  goal  an 
Expectancy  to  National  Council  of 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  twelve 
hundred  as  an  estimate  for  the  Mite 
Box  Offering,  and  thirteen  hundred 
from  our  diocesan  missionary  treas¬ 
ury.  We  reached  this  goal  and  sent 
word  to  the  National  Council  to  ex¬ 
pect  from  Northern  Indiana  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars  in  1940,  unless 
National  Council  found  it  necessary 
to  cut  its  appropriation  to  us.  We 
received  word  back  from  head¬ 
quarters  that  it  would  be  necessary 
to  cut  their  appropriation  to  us  in 
the  amount  of  two  hundred  dollars 
and  suggested  that  we  only  turn  in 
an  Expectancy  of  twenty-three  hun¬ 
dred  from  this  Diocese,  which  is 
still  an  increase  of  one  hundred 
dollars  over  last  year's  Expectancy. 


Pastoral  Staff  and  Howe 
Conference 

Perhaps  the  two  greatest  agen¬ 
cies  for  welding  the  Diocese  to¬ 
gether  and  for  strengthening  the 
internal  life  of  each  parish  and 
mission  are  our  diocesan  paper, 
The  Pastoral  Staff,  and  our  Summer 
Conference  each  year  at  Howe 
School.  Of  these  two  things  I  have 
spoken  so  frequently  and  in  such 
full  detail-  upon  so  many  occasions 
that  I  shall  not  stop  to  dwell  upon 
them  now,  but  feel  that  the  Bishop's 
charge  would  not  be  complete 
without  urging  your  continued  sup¬ 
port,  both  of  the  paper  and  the 
conference. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  and  privi¬ 
lege  for  us  to  have  with  us  this 
morning,  to  join  in  our  sacrifice  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving,  the  wom¬ 
en  of  the  Diocese  in  their  annual 
meeting  assembled.  Immediately 
at  the  conclusion  of  this  service 
they  will  repair  to  the  Guild  Hall 
for  deliberation  upon  their  plans 
for  their  work  in  the  Diocese  for  the 
coming  year,  to  receive  the  reports 
of  the  splendid  work  they  have 
done  in  the  past  year,  and  to  elect 
their  officers  for  the  three  ensuing 
years. 

Here  I  would  like  to  speak  of  our 
U.  T.  O.  worker,  Miss  Marie  Turley, 
who  since  the  last  Council  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  intensive  piece  of  work 
which  was  especially  committed  to 
her  care  in  the  Calumet  Deanery, 
and  has  taken  up  her  residence  in 
Fort  Wayne,  working  throughout 
the  whole  Diocese  under  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Christian  Education  as 
advisor  to  the  various  groups  in 
parishes  and  missions.  The  women 
of  the  Diocese  have  been  a  great 
help  and  inspiration  to  her  and  in¬ 
tend  to  continue  their  cooperation 
with  her  in  her  different  fields  of 
service. 

We  welcome  in  our  midst  today 
Miss  Margaret  Goodwin  of  Beloit, 
Wisconsin,  who  is  the  President  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  the  Midwest.  She  is  the 


guest  of  our  women  and  will  be  the 
chief  speaker  at  their  meeting. 

Also  we  extend  a  cordial  wel¬ 
come  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Paul  Jones, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  who  has  come  to  us 
in  the  interests  of  our  work  among 
the  refugees.  He  has  an  inspiring 
message  and  I  have  requested  him 
to  speak  at  luncheon  when  we  shall 
all  be  together,  men  and  women,  in 
joint  session.  I  am  requesting  you 
to  make  your  offerings  at  this  serv¬ 
ice  generous,  so  that  we  may  do 
something  to  help  relieve  the  suf¬ 
fering  of  refugees. 

I  ask  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Council  and  also  of  the  Wom¬ 
an's  Auxiliary  that  Bishop  Jones  be 
accorded  seat  and  privilege  of  the 
floor  in  both  houses,  so  that  he  will 
be  free  to  come  and  go  to  either 
of  our  meetings  as  he  wills. 

The  Concordat 

Of  the  proposed  Concordat  with 
the  Presbyterians  I  spoke  at  some 
length  last  year.  Let  me  say  here 
at  the  outset  that  we  have  been 
given  to  understand  that  this  pro¬ 
posed  Concordat  will  not  be  brought 
to  the  General  Convention  for  a 
vote  at  its  meeting  this  coming  fall. 
The  Commission  will  probably  re¬ 
port  any  further  steps  that  they 
may  have  taken,  but  it  is  not  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  presented  for  adop¬ 
tion  or  rejection.  However,  one  can 
never  tell  when  any  legislative 
body  may  decide  to  take  a  given 
matter  out  of  the  hands  of  its  Com¬ 
mission  end  bring  it  to  the  floor  of 
the  house. 

In  its  present  form  it  is  not  an 
honest  document,  either  for  the 
Presbyterians  or  the  Episcopalians 
to  adopt.  I  do  not  mean  by  this 
for  one  moment  that  the  framers  of 
it  had  anything  but  the  most  sin¬ 
cere  (though  I  believe  misguided) 
motives.  I  do  not  believe  that  they 
really  represent  the  mind  of  the 
Church.  From  my  conversations 
with  Presbyterian  ministers  I  do  not 
believe  that  they  really  represent 
the  mind  of  the  Presbyterians.  It 
is  so  vague  and  indefinite  that  it 
is  devoid  of  meaning  and  creates 
confusion.  The  real  question  at 
this  stage  of  our  negotiations  is  not 
whether  we  recognize  each  other's 
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ordination.  The  real  question  for 
us  now  to  ascertain  is  what  we  be¬ 
lieve  about  ordination  and  about 
Holy  Orders  in  general,  and  fur¬ 
thermore,  do  we  agree.  No  Pres¬ 
byterian  minister  that  I  have  con¬ 
versed  with  believes  that  he  is  a 
Priest  in  the  sense  in  which  we  use 
that  word  in  the  Prayer  Book.  Nor 
does  he  believe  that  he  has  the 
power  to  forgive  sins,  as  in  our 
Prayer  Book  at  the  ordination  of 
every  Priest  the  Bishop  says,  using 
our  Lord's  own  words,  "Whosoever 
sins  thou  dost  remit  they  are  remit¬ 
ted  unto  them,  and  whosoever  sins 
thou  does  retain,  they  are  re¬ 
tained."  Nor  does  he  believe  that 
when  he  conducts  his  Communion 
service,  he  is  offering  a  propitiatory 
sacrifice  for  the  living  and  for  the 
dead,  as  we  Anglicans  declare  that 
we  believe  in  the  resume  of  our 
conference  with  Old  Catholics  and 
Orthodox.  Nor  have  I  met  a  Pres¬ 
byterian  minister  who  desires, 
through  the  means  of  the  proposed 
Concordat,  to  become  a  Priest,  to 
hear  confessions  and  give  absolu¬ 
tion,  and  to  offer  the  Holy  Sacrifice 
of  the  altar. 

If  a  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  should  lay  his  hands  upon 
the  head  of  a  Presbyterian  minister, 
he  would  either  be  ordaining  him 
to  the  priesthood  or  he  would  be 
doing  nothing.  The  recognition  of 
one's  ordination  does  not  require 
the  laying  on  of  hands.  The  Pres¬ 
byterian  minister  upon  whose  head 
the  Bishop's  hands  had  been  laid 
would  be  submitting  himself  to  a 
thing  that  he  would  have  to  be 
eternally  explaining  away,  both  to 
himself  and  to  his  people. 

If  the  Presbytery  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  should  lay  their 
hands  on  the  head  of  a  Bishop  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  to  the  Bish¬ 
op's  mind  they  would  be  adding 
nothing  to  him  that  he  does  not  al¬ 
ready  have  (putting  it  mildly)  and 
the  Presbytery  would  be  proclaim¬ 
ing  that  the  valid  succession  from 
the  Apostles  comes  at  least  equally 
through  the  Presbytery  as  through 
the  Episcopate. 

We  come  back  then  to  the  inten¬ 
tion.  The  laying  on  of  hads  is  not 
magic.  What  do  we  intend  by  it? 
The  proposed  Concordat  does  not 


make  it  clear.  In  the  ecclesiastical 
polity  of  the  Anglican  Communion, 
according  to  our  formularies,  the 
Bishop  is  indeed  an  administrator, 
the  chief  shepherd,  pastor  pastor- 
urn,  but  he  is  more  than  that.  He 
possesses  the  power  and  has  laid 
upon  him  the  obligation  to  transmit 
Holy  Orders  and  to  keep  and  pro¬ 
claim  the  Faith  once  for  all  deliv¬ 
ered  to  the  Saints.  The  real  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  Episcopate  is  therefore 
to  conserve  and  preserve  the  Priest¬ 
hood  and  to  defend  and  hand  on 
the  Faith. 

Not  only  do  we  face  this  problem 
about  ordination,  but  there  is  no 
provision  in  the  Concordat  for  Con¬ 
firmation,  which  is  laid  down  in  the 
New  Testament  as  one  of  the  foun¬ 
dations  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  Concordat 
that  assures  us  even  of  the  validity 
and  necessity  of  Holy  Baptism. 

I  therefore  find  myself  in  accord 
with  an  ever-growing  number  of 
people  in  our  own  Communion  and 
among  the  Presbyterians  who  feel 
that  the  proposed  Concordat  has 
been  plucked  too  green;  that  it  has 
come  from  deeply  consecrated 
leaders  whose  zeal  has  outstripped 
their  wisdom;  that  instead  of  mak¬ 
ing  for  greater  unity  it  will  cause 
confusion  and  perhaps  further  di¬ 
vision.  Let  us  hope  that  the  Con¬ 
cordat  in  its  present  form  at  least 
will  not  be  pressed,  but  let  us  pray 
that  our  friendly  relations  will  be 
continued  and  that  conferences  will 
still  be  carried  on  between  us. 

I  commend  to  you  Bishop  Man¬ 
ning's  sermon  on  this  subject, 
preached  at  the  Philadelphia  Divin¬ 
ity  School,  January  8,  1940. 

Carriage  and  Divorce 

It  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  all 
of  us  realize  that  our  present  Canon 
on  Marriage  and  Divorce  is  an  ut¬ 
terly  impossible  Canon.  At  the  time 
of  last  revision  part  of  the  new  mat¬ 
ter  was  passed  and  part  of  the  old 
remained.  We  have,  therefore,  a 
disjointed  law,  difficult  to  interpret 
and  almost  impossible  to  follow. 

Whatever  may  be  proposed 
which  deals  unmistakably  with 
monogamy,  the  lifelong  union  of 


one  man  with  one  woman  should 
be  supported.  The  Christian  family 
and  the  Sanctity  of  the  Christian 
home  cannot  be  too  greatly  empha¬ 
sized  as  a  part  of  our  fundamental 
law,  and  everything  that  makes  for 
instruction  and  preparation  for  Holy 
Matrimony  is  all  to  the  good.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  list  of  impedi¬ 
ments  to  Holy  Matrimony  may  be 
greatly  clarified  and  amplified.  The 
principle  for  which  Holy  Church 
has  ever  stood  and  upon  which  our 
Lord  has  spoken  with  daring  cer¬ 
tainty  is  that  when  two  Christians 
have  been  joined  together  in  Holy 
Matrimony  that  bond  can  be  brok¬ 
en  by  nothing  but  death.  By  Chris¬ 
tians  Holy  Church  has  always 
meant  baptized  persons.  Impedi¬ 
ments  that  existed  prior  to  the  un¬ 
ion  may  make  it  null  and  void  ab 
initio,  which  is  a  very  different 
thing. 

When  we  come  to  any  legislation 
on  this  subject,  there  is  one  thing 
that  should  be  kept  very  clear.  The 
question  of  whether  the  Church 
should  perform  the  ceremony  and 
the  question  of  communicant  status 
after  the  union  is  effected  must 
stand  or  fall  together.  The  essence 
of  what  the  Church  does  in  per¬ 
forming  the  solemnization  of  Holy 
Matrimony  is  to  give  the  blessing 
of  the  Church  to  the  union.  If  the 
Church  can  bless  the  union,  the 
man  and  his  wife  are  entitled  to 
communicant  status  and  the  re¬ 
verse  is  equally  true.  It  is  perfectly 
absurd  to  pass  any  sort  of  Canon 
that  under  certain  circumstances 
would  not  permit  a  Priest  of  the 
Church  to  solemnize  the  marriage 
and  then  if  the  people  go  elsewhere 
to  be  united,  permit  the  Church  to 
restore  them  to  communicant  status. 
If  they  are  entitled  to  communicant 
status  they  are  entitled  to  the  bless¬ 
ing  of  the  Church  upon  their  union, 
which  is  Holy  Matrimony. 

This  Council  has  the  right  to  in¬ 
struct  its  deputies  to  the  General 
Convention  how  they  are  to  vote 
on  any  legislative  matter  that  may 
come  up  and  I  hope  that  you  will 
take  a  very  definite  stand,  both  on 
the  Concordat  and  on  the  Marriage 
Canon,  on  the  sound  and  funda¬ 
mental  principles  set  forth  by  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Church. 
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Conclusion 

And  now,  my  beloved,  let  us  pro¬ 
ceed  to  offer  unto  Almighty  God 
our  great  act  of  worship  and  invoke 
Him  that  He  may  pour  out  upon  us 
the  abundance  of  His  Holy  Spirit.

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History  of  the  Summer  Conference  in  Northern  Indiana 


HE  Summer  Conference  at  Lake 
Wawasee,  known  as  the  Wawasee 
Conference,  was  one  of  the  oldest 
of  the  conferences  in  this  Province 
of  the  Mid-west,  beginning  about 
the  same  time  as  the  Racine  Con¬ 
ference  and  the  Gambier  Confer¬ 
ence,  some  twenty  to  twenty-five 
years  ago.  The  people  were 
housed  in  the  South  Shore  Hotel 
and  All  Saints'  Chapel  was  the 
center  of  the  devotional  life.  The 
Diocese  of  Indianapolis  and  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  spon¬ 
sored  it  through  their  respective 
Departments  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion.  There  was  a  subsidy  from 
each  diocese  over  and  above  the 
fees  and  registrations  of  the  con¬ 
ferees.  The  adults  came  from 
Monday  through  Friday  and  the 
young  people  had  a  week-end  con¬ 
ference  from  Friday  through  Sun¬ 
day.  The  numbers  in  attendance 
were  small,  but  the  Wawasee 
Conference  had  a  fine  reputation 
for  its  spiritual  life,  the  academic 
standard  of  its  curriculum,  and  the 
splendid  spirit  of  a  small  family 
group.  As  the  years  of  depression 
came  on,  it  became  necessary  to 
abandon  this  project,  and  the  last 
time  that  we  met  at  Lake  Wawasee 
was  in  the  summer  of  1929. 

Without  Conference  Three  Years 

For  three  years  we  had  no  such 
thing  in  Indiana  and  the  people  of 
Indianapolis  and  Northern  Indiana 
went,  some  of  them,  to  Gambier 
and  some  to  Racine.  However, 
most  of  them  went  nowhere  at  all. 
Along  with  the  summer  conference 
went  other  lines  of  communication 
such  as  the  Archdeacon  or  General 


Missionary;  a  full-time  secretary 
for  the  Bishop;  and  the  publication 
of  a  diocesan  paper.  For  a  year 
or  so  the  Diocese  ran  on  its  own 
momentum,  but  soon  we  began  to 
feel  the  lack  of  interchange  and 
fellowship. 

In  1933  the  Bishops  of  these  two 
dioceses,  together  with  a  commit¬ 
tee  from  the  two  Departments  of 
Religious  Education  and  the  two 
diocesan  Auxiliaries,  met  in  Mish¬ 
awaka  at  the  residence  of  the 
Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana  to  plan 
for  the  revival  of  our  summer  con¬ 
ference.  It  seemed  unwise  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  meet  again  at  Wawasee, 
because  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  a  hundred  registrations  in 
order  to  charter  the  sole  use  of  the 
hotel.  Howe  School  offered  itself 
as  a  place  of  meeting  and  its  offer 
was  accepted,  because  the  school 
in  every  way  was  a  much  more 
ideal  place  to  meet,  with  the  dormi¬ 
tories,  the  mess  hall,  the  chapel  all 
on  one  campus,  and  a  lake  for 
swimming  nearby.  An  agreement 
was  drawn  up  whereby  the  Bishop 
of  Indianapolis,  Bishop  Francis  of 
blessed  memory,  was  the  President 
of  the  Conference  one  year,  and 
the  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana,  the 
chaplain.  These  offices  were  to  be 
alternated  each  succeeding  year 
thereafter.  The  chairmen  of  the 
Departments  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  of  each  Diocese  were  co-chair¬ 
men  of  the  Conference.  There  was 
no  diocesan  subsidy.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  had  to  go  on  its  own  power. 

Number  Doubled 

It  was  a  venture  of  faith.  The 
faculty  was  made  up  almost  en¬ 


tirely  of  people  who  were  residents 
of  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  dio¬ 
ceses  and  each  one  paid  all  of  his 
or  her  own  expenses.  In  that  sum¬ 
mer  of  1933  we  had  a  little  better 
than  fifty  people  in  attendance 
from  the  two  dioceses.  In  1934  the 
Conference  was  still  nominally 
sponsored  by  both  dioceses,  but 
the  people  of  the  southern  diocese 
found  it  a  little  far  to  come  and 
some  of  them  had,  during  the  past 
years,  formed  the  habit  of  going  to 
Gambier.  Since  1935  the  Howe 
Conference  has  been  entirely  un¬ 
der  the  auspices  of  Northern  In¬ 
diana.  The  numbers  have  been 
almost  double  what  they  were 
during  the  time  of  the  joint  con¬ 
ference. 

Carry  On  Alone 

It  was  a  great  blow  to  us  in  this 
Diocese  when  the  Diocese  of  Indi¬ 
anapolis  found  it  necessary  to 
withdraw  and  we  wondered  wheth¬ 
er  we  would  be  able  to  carry  on 
alone.  However,  in  spite  of  this 
handicap,  the  Howe  Conference 
has  grown  and  developed  with  a 
steady  progress.  One  thing  which 
no  doubt  has  helped  in  this  was 
the  revival  in  1936  of  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  diocesan  paper,  very 
simple  and  very  humble  in  its 
form,  which  bore  the  name  of  For¬ 
ward  in  Northern  Indiana,  and  its 
present  successor,  The  Pastoral 
Staff,  continues  to  let  the  value  of 
the  Conference  be  known  through¬ 
out  the  Diocese. 

The  program  and  faculty  for  the 
year  1940  is  excellent  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  the  best  Sum¬ 
mer  Conference  we  have  ever  had.

Gates,  Chairman  of  Religious  Edu¬ 
cation  in  the  Diocese  will  conduct 
a  class  on  Program  Materials  for 
Women's  Organizations;  two  class¬ 
es  on  Altar  Guild  Work  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  daily  by  Mrs.  Eliza  H.  Elliott; 
the  Study  of  the  Bible  (for  Adults) 
with  The  Rev.  E.  R.  Shannon  of 
Freeport,  Ill.;  Special  Courses  deal¬ 
ing  with  Christian  Social  Relations 
in  charge  of  Miss  Bertha  Medsker, 
Attendance  Officer  of  Fort  Wayne; 
also  various  special  courses  claim¬ 
ing  special  attention.  The  entire 
program  this  year  is  better  than 
ever,  come  and  meet  the  other  of¬ 
ficers  and  women  of  your  Diocese.

various  branches  of  church  work 
so  that  every  class  is  interesting  as 
well  as  instructive. 

The  young  men  will  be  pleased 
and  it  is  a  grand  privilege  to  have 
as  an  instructor  our  own  Bishop 
Cray  who  has  the  class  for  boys 
from  10  to  10:45  each  day. 

Most  of  the  afternoon  is  free 
time  when  we  have  soft  ball  games, 
play  tennis,  read  or  dance  in  White 
Hall.  Dinner  is  at  six  followed  by 
evening  prayer. 

Monday  night  we  have  a  picnic 
out  on  the  campus  where  a  large 
camp  fire  is  built  and  everyone  has 
a  good  time  eating  hot  dogs,  drink¬ 
ing  pop,  and  singing  their  favorite 
songs. 

Tuesday  activities  are  the  same 
in  regard  to  classes  and  recreation 
but  Tuesday  night  we  have  a  movie 
brought  in  from  Fort  Wayne. 

Wednesday  night  is  stunt  night. 
Each  parish  represented  originates 


some  sort  of  skit,  stunt  or  enter¬ 
tainment  and  let  me  tell  you  there 
will  be  plenty  of  surprises  and  fun 
for  all. 

Thursday  as  I  have  said  before 
is  young  people's  day  and  Thurs¬ 
day  night  we  have  our  big  formal 
dance  with  a  very  good  band  from 
Fort  Wayne  furnishing  the  music. 

Friday  morning  we  have  our 
final  eucharist  and  classes.  Lunch 
on  Friday  noon  is  the  only  sad  part 
of  our  conference  for  when  we  sing 
Auld  Lang  Syne  we  know  it  is 
good-bye  for  another  year.  We  do 
try  to  keep  it  pepped  up  by  singing 
various  songs  and  parodies  we 
have  originated  during  the  confer¬ 
ence. 

During  the  conference  all  aco¬ 
lytes  will  serve  at  one  of  the  servi¬ 
ces,  as  there  are  two  services 
daily.

Our  Every  Member  Canvass  this 
year  will  take  place  at  a  time 
when  the  attention  of  people  in  this 
country  is  concentrated  upon  the 
terrible  war  that  is  being  waged 
abroad  and  the  imperative  need 
for  defense  at  home.  In  order  that 
proper  consideration  be  given  for 
the  support  of  the  Church's  work, 
we  must  make  clear  its  relevance 
to  the  issues  that  are  involved  in 
the  present  situation.  The  main 
problem  for  which  a  solution  is 
being  sought  in  these  titanic  strug¬ 
gles  is  that  of  human  welfare,  or 
as  it  is  called  in  the  Bible,  salva¬ 
tion.  This  is  the  professed  pur¬ 
pose  even  of  those  whose  real  mo¬ 
tive  we  may  suspect  to  be  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  their  own  interests. 

The  purpose  of  our  Christian  work  is  also 
human  welfare.  "I  am  come  that  ye  may 
have  life  and  have  it  more  abundantly,”  said 
Christ.  He  came  into  a  world  which,  like  our 
own,  had  long  depended  upon  the  use  of 
physical  power  to  attain  the  abundant  life 
and  had  failed  miserably.  He  challenged 
that  world  with  the  question,  "What  shall  it 
profit  a  man  if  he  gain  the  whole  world  and 
lose  his  own  soul?  In  other  words,  He  rec¬ 
ognized  that  spiritual  and  moral  power  are 
just  as  essential  to  human  welfare  as  is  phy¬ 
sical  power.  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread 
alone.  A  man's  life  consisteth  not  in  the 
abundance  of  the  things  which  he  possess¬ 
ed.  St.  Paul  in  writing  to  Rome,  which 
typified  man's  tendency  to  rely  upon  physi¬ 
cal  power  declared,  "I  am  not  ashamed  of 
the  Gospel,  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation.” 


It  would  seem  that  1900  years 
of  experience  would  have  taught 
the  world  that  human  welfare  can¬ 
not  be  attained  by  the  sole  use  of 
physical  force.  Yet  the  ancient 
fallacy  still  persists.  There  has 
never  been  a  time  when  this  lesson 
needed  to  be  pressed  upon  the 
world's  attention  more  than  at  the 
present.  Also,  there  has  never 
been  a  time  when  the  world  was 
more  ready  to  listen  to  the  words, 
"I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  Gospel, 
for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation,”  if  they  can  be  spoken 
with  the  strong  conviction  of  a  St. 
Paul.  Even  those  who  are  urging 
an  increase  of  physical  power  in 
order  that  we  may  preserve  our 
American  way  of  life,  our  freedom 
and  our  democratic  ideals,  are  well  aware 
that  something  more  than  physical  power  is 
needed  for  this  purpose. 

Shall  we  not  meet  this  lack  that  is  so  wide¬ 
ly  felt  by  presenting  the  Gospel  as  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation?  I  suggest  then  that 
we  make  this  the  keynote  of  the  coming  Fall 
Campaign.  Let  us  proclaim  the  Gospel  and 
the  need  of  extending  the  Gospel  through 
the  work  of  the  Church  without  apology  or 
shame,  because  like  St.  Paul  we  know  that  it 
is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation.  It  sup¬ 
plies  that  element  of  spiritual  and  moral 
power  without  which  physical  force  in  the 
long  run  inevitably  proves  to  be  a  power 
unto  destruction. 

May  God's  blessing  rest  upon  you;  may 
you  be  -strengthened  with  might  by  His 
spirit  in  the  inner  man.

As  there  are  four  months  of  the  Bishop's  Diary  that 
have  not  yet  been  published,  it  will  be  impossible  to 
take  up  the  space  in  this  issue  to  print  it  in  diary  form, 
and  therefore  I  shall  try  to  give  you  a  running  narrative 
account  of  my  official  acts  and  of  special  things  that 
will  be  of  diocesan  interest. 

On  May  1  I  was  present  at  the  Reguiem  for  John 
Hazen  White,  Bishop  and  Doctor,  which  was  celebrated 
in  the  Pro-Cathedral  by  the  Rector  of  St.  James,  Go¬ 
shen.  After  Morning  Prayer  was  read  I  called  the 
Council  to  order  and  proceeded  with  a  Conciliar  Eu¬ 
charist  at  which  I  read  my  Annual  Address.  The 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  also  had  their  an¬ 
nual  meeting  on  this  day.  Both  these  meetings  were 
full  of  inspiration  and  I  greatly  appreciate  the  kind 
felicitations  and  the  gifts  which  were  presented  to  me. 
After  adjournment  I  had  several  conferences  for  the 
rest  of  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

Ascension  Day  I  observed  in  the  Bishop's  Oratory, 
and  later  in  the  day  received  word  of  the  death  of 
Bishop  Stewart  of  Chicago.  This  was  a  great  shock. 
The  Church  needs  him,  especially  now.  May  God 
rest  his  soul. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension,  made  my  official 
visitation  for  Confirmation  to  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo, in 
the  morning  and  returned  to  South  Bend  in  the  evening 
for  a  meeting  of  Young  Churchmen.  The  next  day  in 
Chicago,  as  President  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid-west, 
I  took  part  in  the  burial  office  and  reguiem  for  Bishop 
Stewart.  The  following  day  I  was  present  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Provincial  Department  of  Field  and  Missions 
which  met  at  the  Pro-Cathedral,  and  on  May  8,  after 
being  present  at  the  Holy  Eucharist,  presided  all  day 
at  a  meeting  of  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince.  On  the  Octave  of  Ascension,  beside  the  regular 
round  of  services  and  devotions  and  office  work,  I  was 
present  and  preached  at  the  Acolytes'  Festival  Even¬ 
song  and  Benediction  at  St.  John's  Church,  Elkhart. 
Whitsunday  was  my  official  visitation  for  Confirmation 
at  Christ  Church,  Gary.  During  the  following  week  I 
attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  alumni  of  Nashotah 
House,  the  Trustees  meetina,  and  the  Commencement 
service  and  exercises.  On  Trinity  Sunday  I  made  my 
official  visitation  for  Confirmation  to  St.  Alban's,  Indi¬ 
ana  Harbor,  at  9:30  a.  m.  and  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  East  Chicago,  at  11,  at  which  place  there 
was  a  parish  dinner,  with  an  address  by  the  Bishop. 
On  Corpus  Christi,  after  Morning  Prayer  and  Holy  Eu- 
church  in  the  Bishop's  Oratory,  of  which  the  Bishop  of 
Milwaukee  was  the  celebrant,  I  pontificated  at  the  Holy 
Eucharist  in  St.  James',  South  Bend,  with  the  Bishop  of

Father  Croft  is  in  charge  of 
the  mission  at  Hartford  City.  Al¬ 
though  the  number  of  communi¬ 
cants  is  small,  there  is  a  wide  field 
for  work  and,  as  in  all  the  rural 
missions,  an  opportunity  for  a 
resident  priest. 
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Milwaukee  as  preacher,  the  occas¬ 
ion  being  the  Annual  Provincial  C. 
B.  S.  Festival  Service.  On  the  Sat¬ 
urday  within  the  Octave,  I  took  part 
in  the  Children's  Corpus  Christi 
Festival  at  the  Pro-Cathedral.  The 
first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  the 
morning,  was  my  official  visitation 
for  Confirmation  at  St.  John's,  Elk¬ 
hart,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  that 
same  day  I  confirmed  a  class  of  ca¬ 
dets  from  Culver  Military  Academy 
in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Plymouth. 
On  May  28  I  attended  a  luncheon 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  Crip¬ 
pled  Children  at  the  Dispensary  in 
South  Bend.  Memorial  Day  I  duly 
observed  in  the  Bishop's  Oratory 
and  then  drove  to  Howe  School  for 
Evening  Prayer  in  St.  James'  Chap¬ 
el,  and  later  addressed  the  seniors 
at  the  annual  dinner. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the 
month  of  May  was  filled  with  much 
correspondence,  many  conferences 
and  consultations,  with  an  occas¬ 
ional  hour  spent  now  and  then  in 
the  garden  for  relaxation. 

On  June  2,  the  second  Sunday 
after  Trinity,  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist  at  Christ  Church,  Grosse 
Pointe,  Michigan,  at  8  a.  m.,  and 
preached  at  the  1 1  o'clock  Euchar¬ 
ist,  the  rector  of  the  parish  being 
celebrant.  June  7  to  9  I  was  at 
Howe  School,  where  I  participated 
as  usual  in  the  full  round  of  serv¬ 
ices,  exercises,  and  other  activities, 
crowded  in  from  early  morning  to 
late  at  night  each  day.  While  I 
was  at  Howe,  I  received  word  of 
the  death  of  Father  Lockton,  rector 
emeritus  at  St.  John's,  Elkhart,  and 
that  Father  Stewart  was  with  him 
at  the  end  and  gave  him  the  min¬ 
istrations  of  the  Church.  On  St. 
Barnabas'  Day  I  read  the  burial 
office  for  Father  Lockton,  assisted 
by  Father  Stewart  and  Childs,  and 
I  was  celebrant  at  the  Choral  Eu¬ 
charist  for  him  in  St.  John's,  Elkhart, 
going  afterwards  to  Michigan  City 
for  the  interment.  There  has  passed 
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from  our  midst  a  consecrated  priest, 
a  diligent  pastor,  a  convincing 
preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and  devot¬ 
ed  husband  and  father,  and  a  loyal 
friend.  May  God  rest  his  soul.  On 
June  13  Mrs.  Gray  and  I  sent  off 
our  son,  Lieut.  Joseph  A.  Gray,  U. 
S.  M.  C.,  to  duty  at  Norfolk  Navy 
Yard,  Portsmouth,  Virginia.  The 
fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity  was  my 
visitation  for  Confirmation  to  St. 
Paul's,  Gas  City  and  Gethsemane, 
Marion.  On  June  22  I  solemnized 
the  marriage  of  Spencer  Walton 
and  Edna  Moore  and  was  celebrant 
at  the  Nuptial  Eucharist  in  the  Pro- 
Cathedral.  May  God's  blessing  rest 
upon  this  fine  young  couple.  The 
following  day  was  my  visitation  for 
Confirmation  at  the  Pro-Cathedral, 
and  in  the  afternoon  I  drove  to 
Howe  School  for  the  Howe  Summer 
Conference  of  the  Diocese  which 
lasted  until  the  following  Friday. 
My  special  work  at  the  Conference 
was  acting  as  Chaplain  and  lead¬ 
ing  a  class  of  boys. 

The  month  of  July  I  spent  at  Lake 
Wawasee  celebrating  and  preach¬ 
ing  every  Sunday  in  All  Saints' 
Chapel  with  a  number  of  week-day 
Eucharists  in  addition.  There  were, 
however,  a  number  of  visits  back  to 
the  Bishop's  office  and  some  other 
diocesan  duties  that  had  to  be  per¬ 
formed.  I  read  the  burial  service  in 
Elkhart  for  Mrs.  Jessie  Jones,  a  life¬ 
long  communicant  of  St.  John's.  On 
another  day  I  had  a  conference 
with  a  priest  and  a  young  man 
seeking  Holy  Orders. 

The  first  two  weeks  in  August  I 
was  at  Sylvan  Lake,  Rome  City, 
and  then  a  week  at  home,  and  the 
last  week  in  August  I  spent  at 
Howe  School  in  attendance  upon 
the  National  Convention  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  at 
which  there  were  representatives 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  from 
southern  Florida  to  Canada,  and 
three  from  Japan.  On  the  Sundays 
in  August  I  was  celebrant  and 
preacher  at  All  Saints',  Wawasee, 
and  during  the  month  there  were  a 
number  of  conferences  and  con¬ 
sultations,  and  two  or  three  Con¬ 
firmations  in  the  Bishop's  Oratory. 
There  was  also  one  Confirmation 
at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Hammond.

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OUR  DIOCESAN  MISSIONARY  PROGRAM 


The  Chairman  of  our  Diocesan 
Field  Department  has  requested  me 
to  write  upon  our  missionary  hopes 
and  immediate  objectives  for  our 
Diocese.  In  particular  he  wishes 
me  to  answer  the  question  ''What 
would  be  done  if  the  Missionary 
Budget,  as  adopted  by  the  Annual 
Council  the  first  of  last  May,  should 
be  subscribed  in  full  for  the  year 
1941? 

This  brings  me  first  to  speak  of 
the  difference  between  the  two 
budgets  as  published  in  this  issue. 
The  budget  for  Diocesan  Expense  is 
pretty  much  a  fixed  obligation, 
which  varies  little  from  year  to 
year,  and  is  set  forth  as  an  assess¬ 
ment  upon  all  parishes  and  mis¬ 
sions,  and  must  be  paid  in  order 
that  they  may  remain  in  good 
standing  in  the  Diocese.  This  is 
assessed  on  a  percentage  basis  of 
the  average  current  expenses  over 
a  period  of  five  years  past.  This  is 
published  also  in  another  place  in 
this  issue  showing  in  detail  how 
the  amount  of  assessment  was  ar¬ 
rived  at  for  each  parish  and  mis¬ 
sion.  The  way  this  budget  is  de¬ 
termined  is  by  adding  up  the  items 
of  necessary  expense  and  then  ap¬ 
portioning  that  amount.  The  Mis¬ 
sionary  Budget,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  arrived  at  in  the  exact  opposite 
way,  because  the  missionary  giv¬ 
ing  is  from  voluntary  offerings,  sub¬ 
scribed  to  and  placed  in  the  red 
end  of  the  envelopes.  In  prepar¬ 
ing  this  budget  and  asking  for  your 
voluntary  contributions,  we  set 
forth  the  work  that  we  would  like 
to  do  if  your  offerings  reach  that 
amount,  and  then,  after  the  Every 
Member  Canvass,  when  the  reports 
come  in,  we  rearrange  and  adjust 
the  budget  and  carry  on  as  much 
of  the  missionary  work  as  the  funds 
permit. 

The  total  Missionary  Budget,  in¬ 
cluding  the  other  departments, 
which  we  are  asking  for  in  the 
Every  Member  Canvass  this  fall  for 
1941,  is  $1,494.00,  from  which  must 
be  deducted  the  grant  which  we  re¬ 
ceive  from  National  Council,  $2,- 
614.00.  From  the  remaining  $8,- 
880.00  we  deduct  the  estimated 
Children's  Lenten  Mite  Box  Offer¬ 
ing,  $1,200.00,  so  that  what  we  are 
asking  you  to  subscribe  in  the  red 
ends  of  your  envelopes  for  1941  is 
$7,680.00.  We  are  at  present  oper- 
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ating  on  a  budget  of  a  little  better 
than  $4,000.00  from  the  missionary 
giving  of  the  parishes  and  missions, 
plus,  of  course,  the  Children's  Len¬ 
ten  Mite  Box  Offering  of  last  Lent 
and  plus  our  grant  from  National 
Headquarters.  If,  therefore,  you 
will  study  the  figures  in  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Budget,  you  will  find  that 
we  are  asking  you  in  the  approach¬ 
ing  Every  Member  Canvass  to  in¬ 
crease  your  missionary  giving  pret¬ 
ty  close  to  100%? 

Now  comes  the  question  of  what 
we  will  do  in  this  Diocese  should 
your  missionary  giving  come  up  to 
the  amount  asked  for  in  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Budget.  Our  crying  need 
is  missionary  priests.  If  it  were 
possible  to  do  so,  we  should  have 
a  general  missionary  in  each  one 
of  the  three  deaneries.  Our  goal 
is  a  missionary  priest  in  the  thriv¬ 
ing,  throbbing,  industrial  center  of 
the  nation,  the  Calumet  district, 
where  there  is  an  abundant  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  growth  in  the  extension 
of  the  Church.  In  the  Fort  Wayne 
deanery,  which  covers  the  vast  ru¬ 
ral  areas  of  the  southern  part  of 
the  Diocese,  we  are  scarcely  more 
than  holding  our  own  by  minister¬ 
ing  to  small  groups  of  communi¬ 
cants  in  a  number  of  small  towns, 


and  we  are  not  touching  a  great 
many  other  towns.  The  need  for  a 
missionary  priest  in  the  South  Bend 
deanery  is  not  quite  so  great  as  it 
is  in  the  'other  two  deaneries,  but 
here  also  we  could  go  forward  vig¬ 
orously  with  a  general  missionary. 

For  some  years  our  staff  of  clergy 
has  been  doing  a  noble  and  heroic 
work,  going  out  from  their  parishes 
to  carry  on  the  missionary  work  in 
smaller  places.  This  ministers  to 
existing  communicants,  but  pastor¬ 
al  work  is  almost  impossible  and  it 
is  only  by  diligent  pastoral  work 
that  new  members  can  be  added  to 
the  Church.  This  missionary  policy 
takes  priests  away  from  their  par¬ 
ishes  and  yet  does  not  give  them 
the  opportunity  of  doing  a  real  job 
in  the  missions,  and  it  does  not 
touch  in  any  way  the  unchurched 
area.  There  are  thirty-one  counties 
in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
and  in  fourteen  of  them  our  Church 
has  no  work.  There  are,  of  course, 
thirty-one  county  seats  and  in  sev¬ 
enteen  of  them  our  Church  has  no 
work.  If  we  could  have  one,  two, 
or  three  general  missionaries,  the 
existing  missions  would  grow  and 
some  of  them  eventually  become 
parishes  and  we  could  reach  out 
into  the  unchurched  counties  and 
the  county  seats  where  our  Church 
is  not  represented. 

Our  present  missions  are  St. 
Stephen's,  Hobart,  St.  Andrew's, 
Valparaiso,  St.  Augustine's,  Gary, 
St.  Paul's,  Gas  City,  St.  Luke's, 
Hartford  City,  Trinity,  Kendall- 
ville,  Emmanuel,  Garrett,  Christ 
Church,  Huntington,  and  Trinity, 
South  Bend.  St.  John's,  Bristol,  St. 
Mary's,  Delphi,  and  St.  Alban's, 
Indiana  Harbor,  are  administered 
as  missions.  Add  to  these  the  sev¬ 
enteen  county  seats  where  we  have 
no  work  and  you  can  readily  see 
that  there  is  plenty  of  work  to  be 
done,  if  we  should  have  the  funds 
to  secure  missionary  priests. 

This  article  is  written  primarily 
about  objectives  for  this  Diocese. 
If  your  missionary  giving  is  in¬ 
creased,  a  certain  proportion  of  it 
will  go  to  the  general  work  of  the 
whole  Church,  so  that  the  Diocese 
of  Northern  Indiana  will  assume 
somewhat  more  of  its  resoonsibil- 
ity  for  the  soread  of  the  Kingdom 
throughout  the  world. 

fCAMPBELL  GRAY 
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MR.  RICHARDS  DISCUSSES  THE  CANVASS 


How  do  you  build  a  parish  budget, 
Mr.  Richards? 

There  are  two  ways  of  building  a 
parish  budget  and  as  so  often,  only  one 
of  them  is  really  worth  considering. 
However,  we  will  consider  both.  First 
we  will  take  the  one  wich  can  scarcely 
even  be  called  Christian.  In  this  case 
the  vestry  says,  "This  year  we  have 
managed  to  raise  so  many  dollars  but 
times  are  not  so  good  as  they  were,  so 
next  year  the  budget  had  better  be  a 
few  dollars  less."  They  settle  on  a 
slightly  lower  figure  and  make  the  par¬ 
ish  program  fit  this  figure  regardless  of 
needs  and  opportunities.  Certainly  this 
method  of  building  a  budget  is  finding 
less  and  less  support  and  it  is  devoutly 
hoped  that  the  method  will  be  discontin¬ 
ued  in  the  near  future.  The  correct  way 
to  build  a  budget  is  to  build  a  program 
tirst,  only  attaching  what  industry  would 
call  "the  price  tag,"  when  the  program 
is  complete. 

But  what  do  you  mean  by  building  a 
program,  Mr.  Richards? 

Building  a  program  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  activities  in  a  parish  because 
it  uses  many  people  and  because  those 
people  are  doing  things  they  enjoy  do¬ 
ing.  For  instance,  the  choir  is  asked 
the  question,  “What  do  you  as  a  choir 
feel  that  you  would  like  to  do  next  year 
more  than  you  are  doing  this  year? 
What  do  you  think  you  could  do  which 
would  contribute  most  to  our  services? 
In  giving  your  answer  do  not  consider 
cost,  simply  consider  opportunities  for 
service  and  make  these  opportunities  all 
inclusive.  Do  you  think  we  could  in¬ 
terest  more  people  in  the  church  if  we 
should  start  a  junior  choir?  Do  you  need 
new  vestments,  do  you  need  new  hym¬ 
nals,  more  and  better  music,  a  choir  di¬ 
rector?  What  do  you  need  in  order  to 
carry  out  what  you  consider  a  complete 
program  of  service  for  this  coming  year?" 

Every  organization  is  asked  similar 
questions.  People  who  are  interested  in 
the  young  are  asked  to  interview  the 
judge  of  the  juvenile  court,  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  schools,  the  chief  of  police, 
with  the  idea  of  determining  whether  or 
not  there  is  enough  supervised  play  for 
children  or  planned  activity  for  young 
people.  It  may  be  that  the  parish  should 
enlarge  its  facilities  in  order  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  for  com¬ 
munity  service.  The  vestry  appoints  a 
committee  of  its  own  members  or  of  ex¬ 
perts  within  the  parish  and  this  commit¬ 
tee  makes  a  careful  survey  of  the  phy¬ 
sical  property.  An  important  part  of  the 
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Mr.  Richards  has  watched  the  progress  of 
Every  Member  Canvasses  in  Parishes  from 
coast  to  coast.  From  many  successful  can¬ 
vasses  he  has  gleaned  valuable  facts  which 
he  passes  on  to  us. 

program  for  the  coming  year  may  be 
repairs  to  the  mechanical  equipment  or 
the  buildings.  The  vestry  asks  someone 
who  knows  about  insurance  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  property  is  adequately 
and  properly  insured.  For  instance,  very 
few  people  realize  when  they  insure 
furniture  in  a  church  that  the  pews  are 
not  furniture. 

The  altar  guild  is  asked  about  its 
needs.  The  organizations  are  asked 
about  parish  suppers  and  get-togethers 
which  might  be  helpful.  In  this  way  a 
program  of  needs  and  opportunities  is 
built  and  only  then  is  the  asking  bud¬ 
get  prepared. 

What  do  you  mean  by  an  asking 
budget? 

The  asking  budget  is  the  cost  of  prose¬ 
cuting  the  new  parish  program.  To  this 
program  of  local  work  is  added  the  full 
share  of  the  parish  in  the  work  of  the 
diocese  and  the  general  church.  This 
budget  is  presented  to  the  people  at  the 
time  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass. 

Are  there  then  two  budgets? 

Yes,  the  parish  usually  has  an  asking 
budget  and  a  working  budget.  After  the 
pledges  are  in  and  totaled  up,  the  vestry 
is  then  in  position  to  make  up  the  work¬ 
ing  budget,  which  may  be  higher  or 
lower  than  the  asking  budget. 


Suppose  the  working  budget  proves  to 
be  less  than  the  asking  budget? 

In  this  case  certain  elements  of  the 
forward  looking  program  must  be  de¬ 
ferred  until  the  following  year  and  this 
fact  is  reported  to  the  parish. 

How  is  this  report  made  to  the  parish, 
Mr.  Richards? 

The  first  report  is  made  immediately 
after  the  canvass,  which  would  be  late 
in  November  or  early  in  December.  As 
a  rule  the  rector  reports  the  results  of  the 
canvass  from  the  chancel  steps,  and  if 
a  considerable  degree  of  success  has 
been  achieved,  prayers  of  thanksgiving 
are  offered.  The  parish  bulletin  is  used 
to  announce  canvass  results,  and  the 
printed  service  program  is  often  used, 
but  the  best  report  of  all  is  the  one 
which  is  carried  to  the  people  by  the 
canvassers  at  their  second  call. 

The  second  call? 

Yes,  there  are  three  canvass  calls 
which  are  being  made  in  more  and  more 
parishes  throughout  the  United  States. 
The  second  call  comes  four  months  after 
the  first  one.  By  this  time  people  have 
been  paying  on  the  new  pledges  for 
about  two  months  and  the  canvasser  is 
able  to  report  not  only  the  results  of 
the  canvass,  but  payments  against 
pledges.  Naturally,  he  is  not  asking  for 
money  unless  the  result  of  the  canvass 
were  so  negative  that  this  is  necessary. 
His  call  has  nothing  of  the  financial  as¬ 
pect.  It  is  largely  a  social  call.  The 
third  call  is  made  four  months  later;  just 
before  the  first  of  July  and  the  summer 
slump  which  so  often  hits  our  parishes. 
Sometimes  the  canvasser  asks  that  peo¬ 
ple  pay  at  least  a  part  of  their  summer 
pledge  in  advance  if  they  anticipate 
leaving  on  a  long  vacation.  But  usually 
this  call  considers  no  financial  matters, 
it  is  purely  social. 

That  sounds  like  an  effective  plan,  but 
it  must  take  a  great  deal  of  time. 

No,  it  does  not  take  so  long.  Every 
man  is  responsible  for  five  people  and 
he  can  make  one  or  sometimes  two  calls 
in  a  single  evening. 

You  seem  to  recommend  very  few  calls 
per  canvasser? 

Yes,  I  do,  because  I  have  been  a  can¬ 
vasser  many  times  and  I  know  that  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  make  five  calls  but  it 
is  a  difficult  job  to  make  ten  or  more. 
The  way  to  determine  the  number  of  can¬ 
vassers  you  need  in  your  parish  is  to 
find  how  many  calls  must  be  made.

Dividing  that  number  by  six  gives  you 
the  number  of  canvassers  required.  If 
you  have  120  calls,  dividing  by  six,  shows 
that  you  need  twenty  canvassers,  and 
since  there  is  no  need  for  a  man  to  call 
on  himself,  you  subtract  twenty  from  120 
and  discover  that  each  man  needs  to 
make  but  five  calls.  This  man  properly 
trained  has  the  time  and  the  interest  to 
make  a  real  call  on  his  fellow  par¬ 
ishioner. 

Do  you  recommend  the  use  of  women 
as  canvassers? 

Women  sometimes  do  an  excellent  job 
canvassing,  but  I  do  not  recommend  their 
use  if  it  means  cutting  down  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  men  who  will  be  used.  Since  much 
of  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  can¬ 
vass  comes  direct  from  the  training  of 
canvassers,  it  is  often  advantageous  to 
use  teams  composed  of  men  and  women. 
The  way  this  is  done  is  as  suggested 
above.  The  men  are  selected  and  ap¬ 
pointed;  then  the  women  canvassers  are 
selected  and  appointed.  Once  more  if 
we  have  120  calls  to  make  we  appoint 
twenty  men  and  twenty  women.  Now 
we  have  forty  people  who  will  attend 
the  canvass  training  sessions  and  if  we 
have  selected  these  men  and  women 
from  different  families,  we  have  only 
eighty  calls  which  remain  to  be  made. 
And  while  we  are  on  the  subject  of  using 
men  and  women,  I  might  also  suggest 
that  the  use  of  older  boys  in  the  church 
school  is  an  excellent  plan.  The  canvass 
is  one  of  our  best  educational  mediums 
and  surely  we  are  wasting  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  when  we  do  not  train  our  boys 
for  adult  life  in  the  parish.  It  should  also 
be  said  that  every  child  in  the  church 
school  should  be  making  a  pledge  and 
that  this  pledge  should  be  paid  from  the 
child's  allowance  or  from  money  he  earns 
himself.  Only  in  this  way  can  the  child 
form  the  habit  of  giving  of  his  own  life 
for  our  Lord's  work. 

Is  there  no  effective  substitute  for  the 
canvass  which  requires  calling  at  the 
homes  of  the  parishioners? 

One  dislikes  dogmatic  statements  and 
yet  I  am  afraid  I  must  be  dogmatic  here. 
No  effective  substitute  has  yet  been 
found.  Naturally,  we  do  not  wish  to 
compare  our  church  with  industry  in  any 
vital  sense,  yet  there  is  a  strong  similar¬ 
ity  here  between  the  job  we  laymen  have 
to  do  and  the  job  which  faces  industry. 
We  must  present  an  idea  to  people  in 
such  a  way  that  they  accept  it  eagerly 
and  act  upon  our  suggestion.  The  action 


takes  the  form  of  signing  a  pledge. 
What  do  we  know  then  of  industry's  ex¬ 
perience  with  easy  roads  to  signed  or¬ 
ders?  We  know  that  millions  are  spent 
for  magazine  advertising,  for  pamphlets, 
catalogues  and  other  literature,  direct 
mail,  billboards  and  poster  panels.  We 
know  that  the  two  great  world's  fairs  now 
in  progress  are  supported  by  industry, 
but  we  also  know  that  when  we  buy  an 
automobile  we  do  not  clip  a  coupon  and 
send  it  to  the  automobile  manufacturer. 
Industry  spends  these  millions  in  order 
to  make  successful  one  face  to  face 
contact  between  a  salesman  and  a  cus¬ 
tomer.  Here  and  only  here  is  the  sale 
consummated.  The  National  Council  is 
supplying  this  year  posters,  poster  cards, 
poster  stamps,  a  four  page  folder,  and 
sixteen  leaflets  in  the  "Today"  series. 
These  compare  very  well  with  the  ad¬ 
vertising  and  sales  promotional  pieces 
turned  out  by  industry.  But,  we  must  not 
stop  here  any  more  than  industry  stops 
here.  We  must  have  face  to  face  con¬ 
tact  between  the  canvasser  and  his  fel¬ 
low  parishioner. 

But  I  hear  a  good  deal  about  "Loyalty 
Sunday."  What  about  this? 

The  Loyalty  Sunday  plan  properly  ex¬ 
ecuted  may  work  very  well.  Improperly 
executed  it  will  probably  be  a  dismal 
failure.  If  a  loyalty  Sunday  is  done  cor¬ 
rectly,  every  part  of  the  canvass  build¬ 
up  is  carried  out  just  as  if  the  canvasser 
were  going  to  ask  for  the  signed  pledge, 
but  when  he  comes  to  this  point  in  his 
presentation  instead  of  asking  for  the 
pledge,  he  issues  an  invitation  to  his 
fellow  parishioner  to  be  at  a  particular 
service  on  a  particular  Sunday.  At  this 
service  pledge  cards  are  given  out.  The 
rector  or  someone  whom  he  delegates  to 
do  it  makes  a  complete  presentation  of 
the  program  and  asks  the  people  to  sign 
their  pledges.  The  pledge  cards  are  then 
picked  up,  placed  on  the  altar,  and 
blessed  as  though  they  were  actual 
money.  The  regular  offering  is  taken  up 
later.  After  the  service  the  signed  cards 
are  taken  to  the  parish  house  and  com¬ 
pared  with  the  master  list.  People  who 
have  not  turned  in  cards  are  then  called 
upon  by  the  canvassers  who  have  re¬ 
mained  after  the  service  for  this  very 
purpose.  From  what  I  have  said  you 
can  see  that  the  Loyalty  Sunday  plan 
requires  more  calling  than  the  regular 
canvass. 

Is  there  any  difference  between  the 
canvass  in  the  large  and  the  small  com¬ 
munity? 

It  is  not  always  the  size  of  the  com¬ 


munity  which  makes  the  difference. 
There  are  some  relatively  large  parishes 
which  are  so  alive  and  alert,  in  which 
parish  unity  and  parish  feeling  is  so 
strong  that'  the  entire  parish  turns  out  in 
a  body  whenever  there  is  reason  for  it. 
There  are  small  parishes  and  missions  un¬ 
fortunately  which  have  so  little  of  this 
feeling  that  they  do  not  act  in  this  fine 
way.  So  you  see,  it  is  not  necessarily 
the  size  of  the  community  or  parish  which 
makes  the  difference.  Where  the  entire 
parish  will  turn  out,  the  parish  meeting 
type  of  canvass  is  often  successful  and 
there  are  many  cases  on  record  where 
every  person  connected  in  any  way  with 
the  parish  is  at  this  parish  meeting  every 
time  it  is  called  and  where  every  person 
signs  his  pledge  after  listening  to  a 
presentation  of  the  program  and  the 
budget.  Surely  any  of  us  must  agree 
that  this  is  a  perfect  canvass. 

Is  the  Every  Member  Canvass  the  so¬ 
lution  for  our  financial  problems? 

The  question  you  asked  is  a  very 
broad  one.  The  Every  Member  Canvass 
properly  prosecuted  is  the  solution  for 
many  things.  Let  me  say  here,  however, 
that  in  experience  which  has  taken  me 
into  every  one  of  our  forty-eight  states  I 
have  yet  to  find  a  parish  which  has  a 
financial  problem.  It  may  be  in  financial 
difficulties,  but  that  is  not  its  problem. 
The  financial  difficulty  is  a  manifestation 
of  the  real  problem.  A  properly  conduct¬ 
ed  Every  Member  Canvass  will  overcome 
much  of  this  real  difficulty.  The  build¬ 
ing  of  the  program  for  the  coming  year 
uses  many  people  and  arouses  new  in¬ 
terest.  The  training  of  the  canvasser, 
young  and  old,  man  and  woman,  im¬ 
parts  a  new  insight  into  the  church  and 
discovers  a  richer,  fuller  meaning.  The 
study  of  the  work  of  the  church  in  the 
diocese,  under  the  American  flag,  and  in 
foreign  lands  reveals  anew  what  Christ 
means  to  those  who  have  not  known 
Him  before.  This  experience  makes  bet¬ 
ter  churchmen  of  our  canvassers.  They 
then  go  out  and  present  the  story  to 
their  fellow  parishioners  and  their  very 
presence  and  interest  in  their  activity 
bears  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  church 
means  something  to  them. 

This  has  its  good  effect  on  the  parish. 
So  far,  you  see,  no  mention  has  been 
made  of  money,  for  the  canvass  cannot 
be  a  whirlwind  financial  campaign.  If 
it  is,  it  will  probably  fail.  A  canvass  for 
which  thorough  preparation  has  been 
made,  far  from  being  a  drudge,  proves  to 
be  fun  and  the  whole  church  benefits 
from  its  strengthening  influence. 
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We  Are  "On  Relief" 

A  careful  study  of  the  budget  on 
page  two  will  show  what  our  bish¬ 
op  and  council  are  asking  us  to 
raise  in  1941,  $8,880  for  the  dio¬ 
cesan  and  general  work  of  the 
church.  Of  this  amount  it  is  esti¬ 
mated  the  children's  mite  box  of¬ 
fering  will  provide  $1,200.  This 
leaves  $7,680  to  be  raised  by 
pledges  on  the  red  side  of  the  en¬ 
velope — an  almost  100%  increase 
over  last  year. 

Out  of  this  sum,  collected  from 
the  red  side  of  the  envelope,  only 
$1,300  will  be  sent  to  National 
Council  for  the  general  work  of  the 
church.  Meanwhile,  we  receive 
from  National  Council  for  use  in 
the  diocese  a  total  of  $2,614,  or 
$1,314  more  than  we  send  in  from 
the  red  side  of  the  envelope.  Where 
does  this  sum  come  from.  Where 
does  National  Council  get  the  mon¬ 
ey?  It  comes  from  the  red  side  of 
the  envelopes  in  Ohio  and  Mis¬ 
souri;  it  comes  from  women's  thank 
offering  blue  boxes  in  Illinois  and 
Indianapolis;  it  comes  from  chil¬ 
dren's  Lenten  mite  boxes  in  Ar¬ 
kansas  and  Maryland.  In  other 
words,  brethren,  we  are  on  relief. 

Where  does  the  money  we  send 
to  National  Council  go?  National 
Council  has  asked  us  to  take  over 
the  assistance  to  Archdeacon  Coop¬ 
er,  and  Christ  Church,  Colon,  in 
the  Panama  Canal  Zone.  The 
Canal  Zone  is  the  cross  roads  of 
the  western  hemisphere,  and  is  in¬ 
creasingly  important  as  hemisphere 
defense  becomes  a  problem.  To¬ 
ward  maintaining  the  work  there 
we  are  asked  to  send  next  year 
$1,300  from  the  red  side  of  the  en¬ 
velope  and  $1,200  from  the  chil¬ 
dren's  Lenten  offering. 

But  remember,  it  is  only  book¬ 
keeping  that  allows  us  to  share  in 
the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom 
beyond  our  diocesan  boundaries. 
We  send  away  $2,500 — we  receive 
back  $2,614.

One  evening  I  met  with  the  Vestry 
at  Logansport,  returning  to  Rome 
City  that  night.  Another  day  I  made 
a  visit  to  Kendallville  to  make  ar¬ 
rangements  for  services  this  coming 
winter.  May  I  take  this  occasion  to 
thank  the  following  choirs  for  sing¬ 
ing  the  Holy  Eucharist  at  All  Saints' 
Chapel,  Wawasee,  on  the  Sundays 
of  July  and  August:  St.  John's,  Elk¬ 
hart,  Trinity,  South  Bend,  St.  James', 
South  Bend,  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne, 
St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  and  St.  An¬ 
drew's,  Kokomo. 

All  Saints',  Wawasee 

Services  are  held  at  this  mission 
during  the  months  of  July  and  Au¬ 
gust.  A  different  choir  from  a  par¬ 
ish  in  the  diocese  visits  the  chapel 
each  Sunday  and  sings  the  Mass. 
This  summer  the  church  building 
has  been  greatly  improved  by  very 
necessary  repairs,  the  subscriptions 
for  the  payments  coming  not  only 
from  Episcopalians  but  from  friends 
in  other  churches  who  attend  the 
services  at  All  Saints'  during  the 
summer. 

St.  Paul's,  Gas  City 

This  mission  has,  during  the  last 
year,  taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life 
under  the  cure  of  Father  Croft. 
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“We  know  that  all  things 
work  together  for  good  to  them 
that  love  God,  to  them  who  are 
the  called  according  to  His  pur¬ 
pose.”  Romans  viii:28 

From  what  summons  does  this 
General  Convention  derive  its 
authority  and  incur  its  responsi¬ 
bility?  We  might  answer  this 
question  by  pointing  to  certain 
provisions  of  the  Constitution!  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  These, 
however,  are  outward  and  visi¬ 
ble  signs  of  a  more  fundamental 
source  of  power  and  responsibility.  The  true  sig¬ 
nificance  of  this  Convention  depends  upon  our 
recognition  of  it  as  an  assemblage  called  of  God 
according  to  His  purpose.  We  meet  here  at  His 
summons.  He  has  a  particular 
work  for  us  to  perform.  The 
Christian  life,  both  in  its  origin 
and  in  its  activities,  might  well 
be  described  as  a  human  re¬ 
sponse  to  a  Divine  call.  "No  man 
can  come  unto  me,"  said  Christ, 

"except  the  Father  call  him."  St. 

Paul  addresses  his  Corinthian 
converts  as  "called  saints." 

GOD'S  CALL  IMPOSES 
RESPONSIBILITY 

In  the  text,  Christians  are  spoken  of  as  those  who 
are  called  according  to  God's  purpose.  This  may 
be  interpreted  as  indicating  not  only  that  the  call 
was  determined  upon  long  before  it  was  actually 
issued,  but  also  that  each  call  is  intended  to  be  a 
step  towards  the  fulfillment  of  the  purpose.  In  oth¬ 
er  words,  God's  call  imposes  a  responsibility  at  the 
same  time  that  it  confers  a  privilege.  Christ  or¬ 
dained  the  Twelve  that  they  might  be  with  Him, 
but  also  that  He  might  send  them  forth  for  service. 

If  then  we  are  met  here  in  this  General  Conven¬ 
tion  at  the  call  of  God  and  as  representatives  of 
the  Church,  we  have  a  two-fold  function.  Our  labors 
should,  on  the  one  hand,  be  directed  towards  bring¬ 
ing  the  Church  into  more  real  and  intimate  com-

munion  with  God  in  order  that  it 
may  receive  more  abundantly 
those  blessings  that  God  has  pre¬ 
pared  for  them  that  love  Him, 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  we  should 
devote  ourselves  to  working  out 
plans  for  that  larger  service  to 
which  God  calls  those  who  have 
been  spiritually  enriched. 

Those  who  are  called  accord¬ 
ing  to  God's  purpose  have  no 
warrant  for  expecting  great  things 
from  Him,  unless  they  are  resolved 
to  attempt  great  things  for  Him. 
God's  purpose  is  all-embracing. 
It  includes  the  salvation  of  all  men  and  the  trans¬ 
formation  of  all  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  into  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  Just  how  and  when  this  will  be 
accomplished  no  one  but  God  can  forsee.  What  we 
do  know,  however,  is  that  in  each 
age  God  selects  particular  per¬ 
sons  and  groups  and  calls  upon 
them  to  cooperate  with  Him  in 
using  to  the  full  the  opportunities 
for  the  advancement  of  His  pur¬ 
pose  which  that  age  affords.  This 
is  what  St.  Paul  has  in  mind  when 
he  speaks  of  those  who  are  called 
according  to  His  purpose. 

As  we  look  back  over  history 
we  see  that  there  are  periods  dur¬ 
ing  which  the  advancement  of  God's  purpose  is  ef¬ 
fected  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  society  and  the 
responsibility  for  it  is  committed  to  the  Church  as  a 
whole.  There  come  times  of  crisis,  however,  when 
God  calls  some  group  or  even  a  single  individual 
to  leadership  in  averting  a  danger  or  in  guiding 
the  Church  to  increased  spiritual  achievement.  The 
phrase,  "Athanasius  contra  mundum,"  reminds  us  of 
one  such  crisis.  Nor  should  we  allow  the  resent¬ 
ments  of  the  present  situation  to  make  us  forget  that 
dramatic  moment  when  Luther's  bold  reply  to  the 
threat  of  the  Diet  of  Worms,  "Here  I  stand.  God 
help  me,  I  can  do  no  otherwise,"  marked  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  new  era  in  religion.

in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist 
at  8  a.  m.  Good  congregation.  Drove  to  Culver  where 
I  preached  to  the  cadets  at  11  a.  m.,  after  which  I  had 
a  conference  making  plans  for  Church  boys  to  come  to 
the  Holy  Eucharist  at  St.  Thomas',  Plymouth. 
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whose  happenings  are  of  that  normal 
character  which  would  lead  us  to  ex¬ 
pect  God's  call  to  go  forth  to  the  whole 
body  of  Christians,  summoning  them  to 
advance  His  purpose  through  the  routine 
activity  of  the  Church?  Unfortunately, 
the  signs  of  our  times  bring  us  no  such 
assurance.  Not  only  is  God's  purpose 
imperiled,  but  also  those  upon  whom 
God  would  ordinarily  rely  for  its  defense 
are  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  re¬ 
spond  to  His  call. 

CHRISTIAN  RESPONSIBILITIES 
IN  THIS  WAR 

The  European  nations,  which  for  more 
than  a  thousand  years  were  the  main 
protagonists  of  the  Christian  cause,  are 
engaged  in  a  terrible  war.  While  this 
struggle  involves  fundamental  moral  and 
spiritual  issues,  the  last  war  taught  us 
that  victory  in  fighting  will  not  effect  a 
permanent  settlement  of  those  issues.  At 
most,  it  will  afford  an  opportunity  for 
their  settlement. 

The  war  may  be  compared  to  a  sur¬ 
gical  operation  which  serves  to  eliminate 
that  which  threatens  the  very  life  of  the 
patient,  but  which  in  itself  involves  the 
danger  of  shock  and  which  leaves  the 
patient  in  a  weakened  condition  that 
calls  for  a  long  period  of  convalescence. 
As  Christians  we  should  endeavor  to  do 
everything  possible  to  avert  the  moral 
dangers  necessarily  involved  in  war. 
Moreover,  we  should  pray  that  out  of  it 
may  come  renewed  opportunity  for  the 
advancement  of  God's  purpose. 

There  is,  however,  one  problem  creat¬ 
ed  by  the  war  for  which  we  have  a  more 
direct  responsibility,  namely,  the  relief 
of  those  to  whom  it  has  brought  suffering. 

I  trust  that  this  General  Convention 
will  call  upon  our  people  to  take  their 
full  part  in  relief  activities,  wherever 
they  are  practicable  under  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  war,  not  only  as  an  obligation, 
but  still  more  as  a  Christian  privilege. 

Another  problem  created  by  the  war 
which  can  be  met  only  by  the  coopera¬ 


tion  of  American  Christians  is  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  missionary  activities  that 
have  been  carried  on  by  the  Churches 
of  the  belligerent  nations.  Without  our 
help  this  work  would  have  to  be  greatly 
curtailed  and  in  some  instances  entirely 
stopped,  because  of  the  inability  of  the 
home  Churches  to  furnish  support.  Many 
of  the  Churches  in  the  United  States  have 
already  undertaken  to  give  generous 
help.  I  am  confident  that  our  own  Church 
will  wish  to  do  likewise.  Because  of  our 
relationship  to  the  Church  of  England 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  many  of 
the  American  Colonies  our  Church  owes 
its  origin  to  the  work  of  one  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  missionary  societies,  we  should  feel 
a  peculiar  interest  in  aiding  them  to 
maintain  similar  work  in  various  parts 
of  the  world. 

GOD'S  PURPOSE  AND  THIS  WAR 

The  responsibilities  which  arise  out  of 
our  direct  relationship  to  the  war  and  its

victims  constitute  only  one  side  of  the 
obligation  imposed  upon  the  Christian 
Church  of  America  by  the  present  world 
situation.  The  mission  entrusted  to  the 
Church  by  God  was  the  establishment  of 
His  Kingdom  in  the  world.  We  must, 
therefore,  consider  such  events  as  the 
present  war  in  their  bearing  upon  the 
working  out  of  that  purpose.  St.  Paul 
tells  us  that  all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  those  whom  God  calls.  It  would 
be  absurd,  almost  blasphemous,  to  sup¬ 
pose  that  He  meant  that  such  happenings 
as  the  present  war  would  in  themselves 
result  in  good,  or  in  some  mysterious 
way  advance  the  cause  of  God's  King¬ 
dom.  He  asserts  uncompromisingly  that 
the  wages  of  sin  is  death.  Moreover,  sin 
is  so  firmly  entrenched  in  the  individual 
life  and  in  the  race  as  a  whole  that  no 
human  effort  will  avail  for  its  eradication. 
No  picture  could  be  more  depressing 
than  that  which  St.  Paul  draws  of  man's 
vain  attempts  to  rid  himself  of  sin  and 
its  consequences. 


Over  against  his  demonstration  of 
man's  inability  to  save  himself,  St.  Paul 
places  the  Cross  of  Christ  as  the  true 
ground  for  belief  in  the  possibility  of 
salvation.  The  Cross  means  that  God 
does  not  abandon  His  purpose  because 
of  man's  failure. 

He  neither  leaves  man  to  suffer  the 
consequences  of  his  sin,  nor  does  He 
compel  man's  obedience  by  depriving 
him  of  the  freedom  which  he  had  mis¬ 
used.  Instead  of  pursuing  either  one  of 
these  two  courses,  which  from  our  human 
experience  would  seem  to  be  the  logical 
way  to  deal  with  such  a  situation,  God, 
when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come, 
sent  forth  His  Son  to  redeem  them  that 
were  under  the  law,  that  we  might  re¬ 
ceive  the  adoption  of  sons.  In  other 
words,  at  the  time  when  on  the  one  hand 
conditions  were  ripe  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  God's  purpose,  but  when  on  the 
other  hand  man  had  so  misused  them  as 
to  turn  the  opportunity  for  good  into  one 
for  evil,  God  sent  forth  His  Son  to  re¬ 
trieve  the  situation,  to  restore  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  which  man  had  forfeited  by  his  sin. 

The  Cross  means  that  this  redemption 
was  effected  only  by  love  working 
through  sacrifice.  "Ye  were  bought  with 
a  price,''  says  St.  Paul.  The  Cross  signi¬ 
fies  to  us  the  tremendous  sacrifice  that 
had  to  be  made  before  even  the  infinite 
power  and  love  of  God  could  repair  the 
consequences  of  man's  sin,  and  out  of 
his  failure  bring  forth  a  new  opportunity. 

While  the  possibility  of  redemption  de¬ 
pends  entirely  upon  what  God  does  for 
us  through  Christ,  its  realization  in  life 
requires  human  cooperation.  God  be¬ 
stows  His  blessings  freely,  but  He  also 
bestows  them  wisely,  in  that  He  never 
allows  what  He  does  for  us  to  be  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  what  we  are  capable  of  doing 
for  ourselves.  Christ  came  to  be  the 
Saviour  of  the  world.  Yet,  at  the  very 
beginning  of  His  public  ministry,  He 
called  to  His  side  a  group  of  men  that 
they  might  be  with  Him  and  that  He 
might  send  them  forth.  Again,  as  the 
moment  approached  when  He  was  to 
leave  the  scene  of  his  earthly  ministry, 
He  gathered  these  men  around  Him  and 
said  to  them,  "As  my  Father  hath  sent 
me,  even  so  send  I  you."  They  were 
not  left  dependent  upon  their  own  ca¬ 
pacities,  which  were  obviously  inade-

Never  have  the  arrangements  for 
our  comfort  and  convenience  been 
more  efficiently  planned  nor  more 
courteously  and  hospitably  carried 
out.

The  real  opening  service  of  the 
Convention  was  the  offering  of  the 
Holy  Sacrifice  at  Grace  and  Holy 
Trinity  Cathedral  at  7:30  a.  m.  on 
Wednesday,  October  9,  at  which 
the  House  of  Bishops  and  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu¬ 
ties  made  a  Corporate  Communion. 
Later  on  in  the  morning  there  was 
a  so-called  Opening  Service  to 
which  the  public  were  admitted, 
held  in  the  Arena  of  the  Auditor¬ 
ium  with  the  Presiding  Bishop  as 
preacher.  A  beautiful  and  church- 
ly  altar  had  been  erected  in  this 
hall  which  added  much  to  the  rev¬ 
erence  of  our  devotions. 


The  masterful  sermon  of  the 
Presiding  Bishop  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  and  if  you  have  not  already 
read  it,  it  will  no  doubt  reach  your 
hands.  He  dealt  with  our  response 
to  God's  call  which  imposes  both 
a  responsibility  and  a  privilege  in 
these  days  of  trial  and  especially 
with  reference  to  the  Mission  of  the 
Church  at  home  and  abroad.  In 
his  address  at  the  Joint  Session  the 
second  day  he  stressed  the  im¬ 
portance  not  only  of  parishes  co¬ 


operating  with  diocese  and  na¬ 
tional  Church,  but  also  that  dio¬ 
cesan  and  national  officers  should 
be  faithful  in  their  Communions 
and  active  in  the  life  of  their  re¬ 
spective  parishes. 


I  was,  of  course,  not  present  at 
the  Corporate  Communion  of  the 
Women  when  they  presented  their 
United  Thank  Offering  and  shall 
leave  that  and  other  matters  con¬ 
cerning  the  Auxiliary  to  be  report¬ 
ed  by  the  women  of  this  Diocese 
who  are  here  in  attendance.

A  report  on  the  General 
Convention  by  Our  Own 
BISHOP  GRAY 


The  most  serious  wound  inflicted 
upon  the  Catholicity  of  the  Church 
was  the  concurrent  vote  to  join  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America.  This  action, 
however,  in  no  way  ties  up  a  dio¬ 
cese  to  any  such  state  organiza¬ 
tion  nor  a  parish  to  a  local  associa¬ 
tion  of  a  similar  nature.  Fortunate¬ 
ly  we  have  a  Presiding  Bishop  who 
can  be  counted  on  to  do  his  best 
to  save  us  from  embarrassing  pro¬ 
nouncements  on  political,  eco¬ 
nomic,  and  so-called  moral  issues.

hence.  The  House  of  Bishops, 
however,  refused  to  concur,  be¬ 
cause  for  some  years  a  Committee 
from  that  House  has  been  studying 
this  subject  together  with  other 
Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Commun¬ 
ion  and  had  secured  a  place  for 
i  its  consideration  on  the  program 
of  Lambeth  Conference,  which,  of 
course,  has  been  postponed  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  war.  We  should  not 
act  on  such  an  important  matter 
without  our  brethren  of  the  rest  of 
the  Anglican  Communion. 

Intercommunion  between  our 
Church  and  the  Old  Catholics, 
who  are  in  communion  with 
Utrecht,  passed  its  final  reading 
and  has  been  established.  This  is 
one  bright  and  hopeful  incident  in 
this  Convention.  The  Old  Catholics 
are  not  under  obedience  to  the 
See  of  Rome  but  hold  the  Catholic 
faith  and  practice  as  handed  down 
to  us  from  the  Apostles,  as  do  we 
of  the  Anglican  Communion.  The 
Church  of  England  established  in¬ 
tercommunion  with  the  Old  Catho- 
lies  some  time  ago. 

The  House  of  Bishops  spent  sev¬ 
eral  hours  on  the  proposed  Canon 
on  Marriage  and  Divorce  and

while  the  result  was  bad,  it  was 
probably  an  improvement  on  the 
present  canon.  However  the  House 
of  Deputies  refused  to  concur  and 
threw  the  whole  thing  out.  There¬ 
fore  we  shall  continue  to  operate 
under  the  existing  canon  as  it  now 
is  for  another  three  years.  The 
House  of  Deputies  asked  for  a  new 
Commission  to  study  the  whole 
subject  afresh. 

The  Budget  and  Program  of  the 
Church  was  duly  presented  and 
passed,  virtually  the  same  as  the 
last  triennium  with  the  addition  of 
an  item  to  help  the  missionary 
work  of  our  sister  churches  of  the 
Anglican  Communion  which  is 
now  jeopardized  by  the  war. 

We  had  a  wonderful  Provincial 
Dinner  on  Wednesday,  October 
16.  There  were  about  250  Mid- 
Westerners  present  and  we  had  in¬ 
spiring  talks  from  Mrs.  Robert 
Happ  on  Women's  Work,  Father 
Bowman  on  Church  Action,  and 
Dr.  Addison,  the  new  First  Vice- 
President  of  the  National  Council, 
on  The  Door  of  Opportunity  Now 
Opened  to  Us.  At  the  conclusion, 
the  Presiding  Bishop  came  in  for 
a  word  of  greeting,  having  made 
the  rounds  of  all  the  other  Provin¬ 
cial  Dinners.  A  most  fitting  climax 
to  our  Provincial  gathering  was 
his  Patriarchial  Benediction. 

And  now  commenting  generally 
upon  the  Convention,  sometimes  it 
has  seemed  as  though  St.  Paul's 
prophecy  was  being  fulfilled: 

"The  time  will  come  when  they 
will  not  endure  sound  doctrine;  but

after  their  own  lusts  shall  they 
heap  to  themselves  teachers,  hav¬ 
ing  itching  ears; 

"And  they  shall  turn  away  their 
ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be 
turned  unto  fables.'' 

But  through  the  Babel  of  con¬ 
fused  voices,  we  could  hear  the 
still  small  voice  of  our  Lord  saying, 
"Fear  not,  little  flock,  for  it  is  the 
Father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you 
the  kingdom.'' 

Let  us  in  Northern  Indiana  be  un¬ 
perturbed  by  the  high-powered 
salesmanship  that  has  put  across 
some  things  which  we  believe  have 
caused  wounds  in  the  Body  of 
Christ.  These  very  wounds  He 
shall  consecrate  to  our  redemption. 
Let  us  sharpen  our  determination 
to  strengthen  the  foundations  and 
to  build  from  the  bottom  up,  by 
personal  evangelism,  education 
and  training  in  the  faith  which  was 
once  for  all  delivered  to  the  saints, 
response  to  the  grace  of  God  flow¬ 
ing  to  us  through  the  sevenfold 
sacramental  channels,  and  by  dili¬ 
gence  and  regularity  in  rendering 
to  Him  the  worship  which  He  re¬ 
vealed  to  us  in  the  night  of  His 
betrayal. 

Finally,  therefore,  I  call  upon  the 
whole  Diocese  that  we  render  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop  our  loyalty  as 
Catholic  Churchmen  to  our  Primate, 
our  confidence  in  his  leadership, 
and  our  personal  affection  and  de¬ 
votion  that,  with  him,  we  may  go 
"Forward  in  Service''  for  Christ 
and  His  Church.

quate  for  so  tremendous  a  task.  The 
assurance  was  given  them  that  they 
would  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  had  come  upon  them;  but  it  was  a 
power  that  could  become  effective  only 
in  and  through  their  own  activity.  More¬ 
over,  their  activity  must  be  of  the  same 
kind  as  His,  an  activity  of  love  working 
through  sacrifice.  "If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  take  up  his  cross." 

As  we  follow  through  the  centuries 
God's  working  out  of  His  purpose,  we  see 
the  same  method  repeated  at  each  re¬ 
curring  fulness  of  the  time.  What  do  we 
mean  by  a  fulness  of  the  time?  It  means 
an  historical  situation  which  presents  an 
opportunity  for  an  advance  in  the  reali¬ 
zation  of  God's  purpose.  Unfortunately, 
it  also  generally  means  a  misuse  of  the 
opportunity  thus  presented.  Either  man 
succumbs  to  the  temptation  to  use  the 
opportunity  to  promote  his  own  selfish 
interests,  or  the  favorable  conditions  gen¬ 
erate  such  a  confidence  in  his  own  abili¬ 
ty  that  he  attempts  to  use  them  for  good 
ends  but  without  any  sense  of  his  de¬ 
pendence  upon  God's  guidance  and  aid. 

Sooner  or  later  the  bad  consequences 
of  such  a  misuse  of  opportunity  become 
apparent.  Confidence  gives  place  to 
pessimism,  hope  to  a  sense  of  futility. 
The  cry  goes  up,  "What  shall  we  do  to 
be  saved?"  In  their  desperation  men  are 
disposed  to  listen  to  those  who  come  for¬ 
ward  with  some  formula  of  their  own  de¬ 
vising  which  they  present  as  a  cure  for 
the  ills  of  the  time.  It  is  in  such  situations 
as  this  that  we  may  expect  God's  call  to 
go  out  to  those  whom  He  invites  to  be 
His  agents  in  redeeming  the  time,  restor¬ 
ing  the  opportunity  that  has  been  lost. 

MAY  WE  EXPECT  A  SPECIAL  CALL 
FROM  GOD? 

Do  not  the  circumstances  of  our  age 
constitute  just  such  a  fulness  of  the  time 
as  would  lead  us  to  expect  a  special  call 
from  God?  We  look  back  on  a  long  pe¬ 
riod  beginning  soon  after  the  Napoleonic 
wars  and  extending  into  the  early  years 
of  the  XX  Century,  during  which  a  num¬ 
ber  of  factors  combined  to  open  up  an 
unparalleled  opportunity  for  prograss  in 
human  well-being. 

Through  the  aid  of  science  and  inven¬ 
tion  productivity  was  so  enormously  in¬ 
creased  that  it  became  possible  to  meet 
man's  material  needs  more  adequately 
than  ever  before.  Education,  which  had 
formerly  been  the  privilege  of  the  few, 
was  extended  to  the  great  mass  of  the 


people  in  most  of  the  western  nations 
and  in  at  least  one  of  the  Oriental  coun¬ 
tries.  Improved  communications  and  in¬ 
ternational  commerce  brought  peoples 
and  races  into  such  close  relationships 
one  with  the  other  that  the  world  seemed 
to  be  fast  becoming  a  neighborhood. 

The  Church  extended  its  missionary 
activities  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth.  Social  and  moral  reformers  were 
successful  in  abolishing  many  abuses 
and  inequalities.  Philanthropic  efforts 
to  improve  living  conditions  were  gen¬ 
erously  supported.  Why  should  such  a 
period  have  ended  in  a  catastrophe  like 
the  first  world  war? 

Whatever  the  reason,  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  showed  that  a  great  opportuni¬ 
ty  had  been  missed.  This  was  not 
realized  at  the  time.  Indeed  there  was 
widespread  confidence  that  by  means 
of  the  war  the  world  would  be  made 
safe  for  democracy  and  permanent  peace 
would  be  established.  The  course  of 
events  during  the  twenty-five  years  that 
followed  dashed  these  hopes  to  the 
ground.  During  this  period  idealism,  all 
good  causes  in  fact,  have  been  steadily 
on  the  retreat. 

There  has  broken  out  a  second  war, 
which  might  well  be  described  as  a  last 
stand  in  defense  of  those  principles 
about  which  we  were  formerly  so  hope¬ 
ful. 

What  lesson  do  we  learn  from  the 
signs  of  the  times?  Is  it  not  that  the 
attempt  to  establish  human  well-being 
by  human  effort,  guided  by  human  wis¬ 
dom  and  using  physical  power  has 


failed  utterly?  Even  if  we  assume  that 
the  present  war  will  end  in  a  victory  for 
democratic  ideals,  is  there  any  reason 
to  think  that  another  attempt  along  these 
lines  will  be  more  successful  than  the 
one  which  has  ended  so  disastrously? 

Man's  extremity  is  God's  opportunity. 
Should  we  not  then  expect  Him  at  such 
a  time  as  this  to  issue  a  call  to  His 
Church  to  cooperate  with  Him  in  a  great 
redemptive  effort?  And  if  as  is  usually 
the  case  in  times  of  crisis,  God  selects 
some  particular  portion  of  the  Church  to 
render  this  service,  have  we  not  reason 
to  believe  that  His  choice  will  fall  upon 
us  as  Christians  of  America?  This  is 
not  because  of  our  superior  merit,  but 
rather  because  we  are  practically  the 
only  considerable  body  of  Christians  in 
the  world  today  whose  hands  are  un¬ 
tied.  If  we  have  been  spared  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  war;  if  we  are  enjoying  compara¬ 
tive  prosperity;  if  we  are  still  able  to 
maintain  our  democratic  way  of  life,  it 
does  not  necessarily  mean  that  we  are 
heaven's  favorites  or  that  we  have 
earned  these  blessings  by  our  own  vir¬ 
tues.  "Unto  whomsoever  much  is  given, 
of  him  shall  be  much  required."  "We 
that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  in¬ 
firmities  of  the  weak."  If  we  interpret 
the  signs  of  the  times  in  accordance 
with  these  principles,  we  cannot  but 
conclude  that  God's  call  for  sacrificial 
service  in  a  demoralized  world  is  ad¬ 
dressed  to  us.

tion  and  have  asked  for  His  guidance. 
If  in  our  devotions  we  have  really  com¬ 
muned  with  God,  and  if,  like  St.  Paul 
when  Christ  was  revealed  to  him  on  the 
road  to  Damascus,  we  have  asked  the 
question,  "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me 
to  do?"  in  eager  and  confident  expecta¬ 
tion  of  an  answer,  do  we  not  hear  His 
reply  being  brought  to  us  by  every  sign 
of  the  times?  If  my  interpretation  of 
these  signals  is  correct,  God  is  saying 
to  us,  as  representatives  of  a  great 
branch  of  the  American  Church,  "Go 
forward  in  service." 

Six  years  ago  at  Atlantic  City  we 
heard  God's  command,  "Go  Forward" 
and  in  response  we  inaugurated  a 
movement  whose  purpose  was  the  rein- 
vigoration  and  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  Church.  We  rightly 
interpreted  God's  call  as  an  invitation 
to  be  with  Him.  It  was  a  time  of  great 
discouragement  and  spiritual  exhaus¬ 
tion.  Christ  answered  our  prayers  for 
guidance  by  the  gracious  bidding, 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  travail  and 
are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  refresh  you." 

Progress  in  the  spiritual  life  cannot  be 
estimated  statistically,  yet  I  feel  sure 
that  the  emphasis  which  was  placed  on 
the  need  for  its  strengthening  has  been 
productive  of  real  results.  At  least  those 
who  have  been  on  the  lookout  for  a 
change  for  the  better  can  discern  some 
little  "stirring  in  the  tops  of  the  mul¬ 
berry  trees." 

No  one  would  venture  to  say  that 
there  is  no  further  need  for  emphasis 
upon  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life, 
but  we  have  come  to  the  point  where 
Christ  bids  those  who  desire  to  be  with 
Him  to  follow  Him  along  the  paths  of 
service.  He  did  not  wait  until  the 
disciples  had  reached  spiritual  maturity 
before  saying  to  them,  "As  my  Father 
hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you."  The 
fact  that  His  promise  of  the  Spirit  in¬ 
creased  power  was  conjoined  with  His 
command  to  bear  witness  unto  Him 
throughout  the  whole  world,  suggests  to 
us  that  there  is  a  point  where  further 
spiritual  progress  becomes  dependent 
upon  greater  and  more  effective  service. 

If  then  the  signs  of  the  times  seem  to 
bring  us  a  clear  call  from  God  for  more 
effective  service,  let  us  not  hesitate  to 
respond  to  it  because  of  our  sense  of 
inadequacy.  "God  hath  chosen,"  says 
St.  Paul,  "the  weak  things  of  the  world 
to  confound  the  things  which  are 
mighty."  Moses  demurred  at  the  com¬ 
mand  to  go  speak  unto  Pharoah.  "Who 
am  I?"  said  he,  "that  I  should  go?"  Jere¬ 


miah  held  back,  saying,  "Lord,  I  am  but 
a  child."  God  overruled  their  objections. 
Those  whom  He  calls  are  always  un¬ 
prepared,  but  He  sends  them  forth  with 
the  assurance,  "As  thy  days,  so  shall 
thy  strength  be."  What  God  does  re¬ 
quire  is  absolute  dedication  to  Him  and 
to  the  service  to  which  He  calls  us. 

LOYALTY  TO  GOD  OUR  FIRST 
LOYALTY 

The  first  step  then,  in  our  response  to 
God's  call  to  go  forward  in  service  is 
rededication.  Loyalty  to  God  must  be 
our  first  loyalty.  Responsibility  for  using 
ourselves  and  our  resources  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  His  will  must  take  precedence 
of  all  other  interests.  Christ  allows  no 
compromise  in  this  respect  in  those 
whom  He  calls  to  His  service.  He  does 
assure  us  that  our  other  interests,  inso¬ 
far  as  they  represent  real  needs,  will  not 
suffer.  "Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of 
God,  and  His  righteousness;  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you."  "If 
God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  .  .  . 
shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O 
ye  of  little  faith."  These  are  doubtless 
hard  sayings,  but  they  indicate  the  at¬ 
titude  and  the  spirit  which  are  absolute 
conditions  for  performing  the  task  which 
God  is  now  assigning  to  His  Church. 

What  is  wrong  with  the  world?  What 
has  brought  about  the  conditions  that 
we  so  bitterly  deplore?  The  answer 


surely  is  that  men  so  generally  give  ma¬ 
terial  needs  a  prior  claim  to  spiritual 
and  moral  needs.  They  place  loyalty  to 
self  above  loyalty  to  God.  If  our  service 
is  to  be  of  any  use  to  the  world,  the  first 
requisite  is  that  it  must  set  an  example 
of  complete  dedication  of  ourselves  to 
God.  "Thy  will  be  done"  must  be  the 
supreme  law  of  our  life. 

"Go  forward  in  service,"  therefore, 
means  an  effort  to  make  every  member 
of  the  Church  feel  more  deeply  his  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  God  for  service.  We  can¬ 
not  expect  our  work  to  be  effective  when 
perhaps  half  of  our  membership  feels 
practically  no  interest  in  it. 

AMERICA  MUST  BE  MORE  FULLY 
CHRISTIANIZED 

Another  step  that  we  must  take  if  we 
are  to  go  forward  in  service  is  the 
evangelization  of  that  large  number  of 
people  in  America  who  have  no  connec¬ 
tion  whatever  with  the  Church.  If  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  America  is  to  be  a  real  factor 
in  the  regeneration  of  the  world  it  must 
be  much  more  fully  Christianized  than  it 
now  is.  "Israel  doth  not  know,  my  peo¬ 
ple,  doth  not  consider,"  was  God's  mes¬ 
sage  to  Isiah.  Would  He  not  have  to 
say  the  same  thing  of  our  own  country 
— despite  the  fact  that  we  place  on  our 
coins  the  motto,  "In  God  we  trust?" 

"Go  forward  in  service"  means  more

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effective  evangelistic  effort  in  every  par¬ 
ish  and  in  every  diocese. 

It  would  be  impracticable  to  describe 
in  detail  the  various  kinds  of  work  that 
are  implied  in  the  command,  "Go  for¬ 
ward  in  service."  It  does  not  indeed 
mean  so  much  new  tasks,  as  the  more 
effective  performance  of  the  tasks  al¬ 
ready  undertaken.  Nor  does  it  require 
new  agencies  and  more  communities, 
but  rather  the  injection  of  more  life, 
more  energy  into  our  existing  organiza¬ 
tions.  It  means  more  aggressive  leader¬ 
ship  on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  more 
wholehearted  cooperation  from  the  laity. 
God  calls  us  to!  a  spiritual  task,  but  if  it 
is  to  be  accomplished  in  this  world  we 
must  devote  to  it  all  the  capacities  and 
all  of  the  resources  with  which  God  has 
entrusted  us.  A  physically  lazy  man 
will  never  be  spiritually  efficient.  God 
hath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  wise,  but  this 
does  not  refer  to  the  mentally  indolent. 
"Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do 
it  with  all  thy  might"  is  as  important  a 
principle  in  God's  service  as  in  our 
worldly  tasks. 

This  service  in  which  God  bids  us  to 
go  forward  is  world-wide  in  its  scope. 
"America  first"  seems  plausible  but  it  is 
not  a  sound  principle  in  Christian  work. 
The  only  way  to  make  America  Christian 
is  to  make  it  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  world  that  lies  outside  its  borders. 
"There  is,"  says  the  Book  of  Proverbs, 
"that  scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth." 
The  great  menace  to  world  welfare  to¬ 
day  is  that  aggressive  nationalism  which 
leads  a  country  to  exploit  all  the  rest  of 
the  world  for  its  own  benefit. 


Christian  love  knows  no  boundaries. 
It  transcends  differences  of  race.  The 
spirit  that  prompts  us  to  do  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary  work  is  the  only  hope  for  perma¬ 
nent  world-wide  peace.  Christ  was  not 
arbitrary  when  he  bade  His  disciples, 
"Go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature."  His  purpose 
was  not  only  to  give  all  God's  children 
an  opportunity  .-to  hear  the  Gospel,  but 
He  knew  that  where  the  impulse  to  do 
this  was  lacking  none  of  God's  children 
could  become  Christian  in  any  true 
sense  of  the  word. 

GOD'S  SERVICE  REQUIRES  UNITY 

One  final  requisite  for  going  forward 
in  service  that  should  be  mentioned  is  a 
higher  degree  and  better  quality  of 
Christian  unity.  Christ  prayed  that  His 
followers  might  be  one  even  as  He  and 
the  'Father  are  one.  That  was  His  ideal 
of  the  Church.  Loyalty  to  Him  requires 
that  we  should  strive  to  realize  it. 
Moreover,  the  service  to  which  God  calls 
us  cannot  be  fully  rendered  by  a  dis¬ 
united  Church. 

Twenty-four  years'  experience  as  a 
missionary  taught  me  many  lessons,  but 
the  one  that  impressed  me  most  was 
that  any  further  substantial  progress  in 
the  effort  to  transform  the  kingdoms  of 
this  world  into  the  Kingdom  of  our  God 
and  His  Christ  is  conditioned  upon  prog¬ 
ress  in  the  attainment  of  Christian  unity. 

"He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him  hear 
what  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the  churches." 
God  speaks  directly  to  us  through  our 
consciences  and  His  call  is  mediated  to 
us  through  the  signs  of  the  times.  Is  he 
not  summoning  us  to  more  effective 
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service?  The  conditions  in  the  world 
prove  that  something  has  been  lacking 
in  that  which  we  have  hitherto  rendered. 
Is  it  possible  to  retrieve  the  situation;  to 
reverse  the  currents  that  seem  to  be  run¬ 
ning  in  a  direction  contrary  to  God's 
purpose? 

The  situation  looks  unpromising,  but 
our  Christian  faith  bids  us  expect  that 
at  just  such  a  time  as  this  God's  re¬ 
deeming  power  will  be  manifested. 
God's  power,  however,  operates  through 
human  agents,  whom  he  selects  and 
calls.  Have  we  not  every  reason  to 
think  that  His  choice  will  fall  upon  the 
Christians  of  America?  Do  not  all  the 
signs  of  the  times  point  to  us? 

If  this  is  so,  I  urge  this  Convention  to 
respond  to  God's  call.  We  have  St. 
Paul's  assurance  that  all  things  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  are  called 
according  to  God's  purpose.  That  means 
that  if  we  dedicate  ourselves  to  this 
service  God  will  restore  through  us  the 
opportunity  to  put  the  world  once  more 
on  the  road  of  progress  in  well-being. 

The  days  are  evil,  but  God,  with  our 
cooperation,  can  redeem  them.  Shall 
we  not  call  on  the  Church  to  make  the 
venture?  It  will  require  effort.  It  will 
involve  sacrifice.  If,  however,  during 
the  ten  years  that  remain  before  this  XX 
Century  reaches  its  midway  point  we 
can  get  the  human  race  once  more 
headed  in  the  direction  of  righteousness, 
love  and  justice;  once  more  bring  the 
currents  of  life  into  harmony  with  God's 
purpose,  we  may  well  say  with  St.  Paul, 
"I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this  pres¬ 
ent  time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared 
with  the  glory  which  shall  be  revealed 
in  us." 
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of  the  Diocese 


OUR  future  is  in  your  hands. 

In  a  few  more  years  from 
your  group  will  come  the  ward¬ 
ens  and  vestrymen,  the  leaders 
of  guilds  and  auxiliaries  of  our 
various  parishes,  and  the  priests 
and  bishops  of  our  Church.  You 
will  be  sitting  and  legislating  in 
the  House  of  Bishops  and  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu¬ 
ties  of  General  Convention,  as 
well  as  in  the  Triennial  Meeting 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Upon 
the  future  of  the  Church  depends 
largely  the  future  of  the  world. 

This  is  the  time  to  lay  foundations. 

To  use  Bible  terminology,  the  Rock  upon  which 
the  Church  was  built  is  the  Incarnate  Son  of  God, 
Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Who  is  perfect  God  and 
perfect  Man.  As  we  say  in  the 
Creed,  He  was  born  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  the  Virgin  Mary. 

Again  the  Bible  tells  us  that  the 
Church  is  built  upon  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets, 

Jesus  Christ  Himself  being  the 
Head  Cornerstone.  Our  whole 
religion  is  built  upon  the  Gospel 
foundation  and  my  first  plea  to 
you  is  that  you  know  your  Bible. 

Form  the  habit  of  daily  Bible 
reading  and  study  and  take  time  to  think  and 
meditate  upon  what  you  read.  As  we  pray  in  the 
Collect  for  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  concern¬ 
ing  the  Holy  Scriptures,  let  us  hear  them,  read, 
mark,  learn,  ''and  inwardly  digest  them. 

The  Church  wrote  the  Bible  and  therefore  the 
Church  is  the  interpreter  of  the  Bible  and  has  given 
to  us  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  which  transforms 
the  Scriptures  into  worship  and  daily  life.  Study 
your  Prayer  Book  and  be  intelligent  Churchmen. 
Also  use  it  faithfully  and  regularly  in  public  wor¬ 
ship  and  private  devotion. 

A  generation  or  so  ago  all  Christians,  whether 
they  belonged  to  our  Church  or  not,  knew  their 
Bible,  and  Churchmen  knew  both  their  Bible  and 
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their  Prayer  Book  from  cover  to 
cover,  this  knowledge  coming 
from  daily  use.  Of  the  genera¬ 
tion  just  passing,  this  has  not 
been  generally  true.  The  ignor¬ 
ance  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  has 
been  appalling  and  the  neglect 
of  the  round  of  services  of  the 
Prayer  Book  has  brought  us  to 
the  point  where  scarcely  a  third 
of  our  registered  communicants 
are  faithful  to  their  baptismal  and 
confirmation  vows.  In  calling  you 
back  again  to  your  Bible,  I  do 
not  mean  of  course  to  an  irra¬ 
tional  and  almost  superstitious  fundamentalism,  but 
to  an  intelligent  interpretation,  stimulated  and 
guided  by  an  unwavering  faith  in  the  "Good 
News"  of  Him  Who  is  the  Revealer  of  God  and  the 
Redeemer  of  the  world.  In  call¬ 
ing  you  back  to  your  Prayer 
Book,  I  do  not  mean  of  course  to 
a  slavish  following  of  the  letter, 
but  to  the  discipline  of  regular 
and  ordered  worship,  interpreted 
into  your  daily  life  of  service  to 
your  fellowmen,  in  all  the  social 
relations  of  these  difficult  and 
troublous  days. 

Foundations  are  not  sufficient. 

We  must  build  upon  them  or 
they  will  disintegrate.  The  great  truths  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  must  be  enshrined  in  the  Church,  which  has 
formulated  them  for  our  better  understanding  into 
the  Creeds  which  are  the  measure  of  our  faith.  We 
do  not  really  know  the  Creeds  until  we  live  them 
and  they  become  a  part  of  our  life,  just  as  we  do 
not  know  the  rules  of  syntax  and  mathematics  until 
they  have  become  second  nature  to  us.  I  say  the 
Creeds,  but  there  is  only  one  Creed,  though  we 
have  two  forms  of  it  in  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
which  we  call  the  Apostles'  Creed  and  the  Nicene 
Creed,  and  there  is  in  the  English  Prayer  Book  a 
third  form,  called  the  Athenian  Creed.  The  Creed 
is  the  rule  by  which  we  think  on  matters  of  doctrine 
and  teaching.  We  become  free  in  our  thinking,

S  we  begin  a  new  year,  this 
would  seem  an  opportune 
time  to  look  back  over  our  past 
accomplishments,  and  to  make 
plans  for  the  future. 

Since  our  organization  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1939,  we  have  grown  "by 
leaps  and  bounds”  and  hope  to 
continue  by  organizing  new  groups 
in  churches  and  missions  where 
none  now  exist.  We  hope,  of 
course,  that  the  groups  already  es¬ 
tablished  will  add  to  their  mem¬ 
bers,  also. 

We  outlined  as  our  aims  for  1939 
the  support  of  the  Bishop's  fund  for 
theological  students,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  new  groups,  the  stimulating 
of  interest  in  the  summer  confer¬ 
ence  held  at  Howe  School,  and  the 
using  of  our  personal  opportunities 
in  our  own  parishes  and  in  the 
Diocese. 

We  have  made  a  good  start  in 
our  contribution  to  the  theological 
fund.  We  can  be  proud  of  it  but 
not  satisfied.  I  feel  that  we  can 
and  should  do  more  as  we  grow  in 
numbers  and  in  understanding  of 
the  need. 

A  few  groups  were  organized 
during  the  winter  of  1939  and  1940, 
and  we  have  prospects  of  more  as 
the  new  year  goes  forward.  I  hope 
that  any  parish  or  mission  wishing 
to  form  a  Young  Churchmen  group 
will  give  us  the  privilege  of  help¬ 
ing  them  in  any  way  we  can. 

Last  summer  there  was  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  young 
people  attending  the  Howe  Con¬ 
ference.  This  is  something  of 
which  we  may  well  be  proud.  This 


is  our  greatest  opportunity  to  wor¬ 
ship,  study,  and  play  together;  we 
realize  our  diocesan  fellowship;  we 
get  to  know  our  Bishop  and  our 
Clergy;  we  exchange  ideas  and  we 
make  plans  for  the  future  and  bet¬ 
terment  of  our  groups  in  an  atmos¬ 
phere  which  cannot  but  draw  us 
closer  to  our  Lord.  This  year  we 
hope  to  double  again  the  number 
of  Young  Churchmen  who  attend¬ 
ed  in  1940. 

In  regard  to  the  response  which 
we  have  made  to  the  opportunities 
offered  to  us  as  individuals,  each 
one  must  answer  for  himself.  But 
as  a  group  we  can  all  resolve  to 
find  more  opportunities  and  make 
a  better  response  in  the  coming 
year. 

At  our  Diocesan  meeting  in  Fort 
Wayne  in  October,  we  laid  upon 
ourselves  the  following  responsi¬ 
bilities;  To  further  the  theological 
fund;  to  raise  money  to  contribute 
to  the  repairing  of  St.  Augustine's 
Mission  at  Gary;  to  adopt  a  con¬ 
stitution;  and  to  strengthen  the 
Young  Churchmen's  Organization 
in  every  way  we  can. 

The  theological  fund  is  to  help 
young  men  and  women  in  prepar¬ 
ing  for  work  in  the  church,  the 
young  men  in  the  priesthood  and 
the  young  women  in  such  work  as 
religious  education  or  social  work 
in  the  parish.  The  expenditure  of 
this  fund  is  entirely  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Bishop.  Offerings  for 
this  purpose  should  be  sent  to  the 
Young  Churchmen's  Treasurer  who 
will  forward  them  to  the  Bishop. 
The  offering1  at  the  Corporate  Com- 
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munion  was  devoted  to  this  pur-  I 
pose. 

Those  of  you  at  Fort  Wayne  1 
heard  Father  Francis  tell  us  of  the 
condition  of  the  building  at  St. 
Augustine's  Mission  in  Gary.  The 
greatest  need  is  a  new  floor.  They 
also  need  a  heating  system  and  | 
painting  and  redecorating.  We 
pledged  ourselves  to  help  in  this,  j 
Your  Executive  Committee  has  i 
certain  definite  suggestions  to 
make  to  you  as  to  ways  and  means 
of  raising  these  funds.  You  will 
hear  from  the  secretary  later  in  re-  I 
gard  to  it.  I  urge  you  to  take  this 
matter  up  with  your  rector  for  his 
advice  and  approval  and  then  to 
go  ahead  with  all  your  ability  and 
enthusiasm. 

Your  Executive  Committee  has 
also  drawn  up  a  suggested  Con¬ 
stitution.  This  will  be  presented  to 
the  Bishop  for  his  approval,  after 
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which  a  copy  will  be  sent  to  each 
branch.  When  the  branches  have 
consulted  their  rectors  and  taken 
action  in  accordance  with  their  ad¬ 
vice,  the  Constitution  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  for  formal  action  by  the 
whole  group  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing.  We  hope  that  your  rectors 
and  you  will  find  it  acceptable  as 
the  committee  worked  very  hard 
to  prepare  it. 

The  foregoing  statements  are  the 
past  accomplishments  and  the 
plans  and  hopes  of  the  future. 

I  wonder  if  we  realize  how  great 
a  part  we,  as  Young  Churchmen 
play  in  this  great  organization  of 
the  Church.  At  Kansas  City  I  mar¬ 
veled  at  the  oneness  of  those  who 
had  come  from  all  walks  of  life; 
from  varied  interests  and  points  of 
view.  The  thing  which  called  them 
all  together  and  in  which  they 


worked  with  singleness  of  mind 
was  something  greater  than  race, 
politics,  or  local  customs.  It  was  a 
vision  of  the  contribution  this  age 
must  make  to  the  religious  life  of 
the  world,  if  our  Lord's  Church  is 
to  go  forward. 

Among  these  delegates  to  the 
General  Convention  I  saw  men 
and  women  of  all  sorts;  lawyers, 
doctors,  business  men,  clergymen, 
mothers,  professional  women  and 
leaders  in  every  phase  of  life.  I 
saw  them  gathered  together  to 
consider  those  things  which  will 
mean  loss  of  ground  or  progress 
for  the  Church.  That  the  Church 
will  fail  we  know  to  be  impossible, 
for  our  Lord  has  promised  that 
"the  gates  of  hell  will  not  prevail 
against  it." 

The  action  that  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  took  in  regard  to  helping 
the  English  Church  at  this  time  of 
crisis  was  a  good  example  of  how 
the  Church  all  over  the  world 
arises  for  mutual  support  at  the 
time  of  persecution.  The  Church 
in  America  has  taken  upon  itself 
the  support  of  missions  established 
by  Great  Britain  but  which  the 
Church  of  England  cannot  con¬ 
tinue  to  help  financially  because  of 
the  war.  This  is  only  one  of  the 
many  great  things  to  which  I  saw 
these  delegates  give  the  best  of 
their  minds  and  thoughts. 

So  again  I  wonder  if  we  realize 
our  responsibility  to  this  cause.  Do 
we  realize  that  in  the  course  of 
time,  upon  us  must  fall  this  great 
task.  The  leaders  of  today  are 
challenging  us  as  the  leaders  of 


tomorrow  to  prepare  to  carry  on 
where  they  must  leave  off. 

This  convention  realized  the  task 
that  will  be  ours,  and  to  help  us 
prepare,  they  voted  wholehearted¬ 
ly  and  unanimously  to  support  the 
national  organization  of  the  Young 
People  of  the  Church;  to  give  us 
leadership  so  that  we  may  learn  to 
know  our  Church,  her  problems, 
and  her  opportunities;  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  informational  material  to  be 
used  by  us  for  study  in  local  par¬ 
ish  organizations.  It  is  up  to  us  to 
make  use  of  these  means  they  have 
provided  for  us. 

This  seems  an  impossible  under¬ 
taking  for  us  here  in  Northern  Indi¬ 
ana,  but  as  we  in  our  parish 
groups  are  strengthened  by  the 
Diocesan  group,  so  can  we  as  a 
Diocesan  group  take  heart  from 
the  national  organization.  Three 
years  ago  about  two  hundred 
young  people  attended  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Convention  in  Cincinnati.  This 
year  eleven  hundred  gathered  at 
Kansas  City.  What  seemed  impos¬ 
sible  for  two  hundred  in  Cincinnati 
seems  more  nearly  possible  for 
eleven  hundred.  I  have  been  told 
that  the  late  Bishop  Lloyd  used  to 
say  "Only  the  impossible  is  worth 
attempting."  So  let  us  as  Young 
Churchmen  of  Northern  Indiana 
accept  this  challenge  to  take  our 
part  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Church;  let  us  take  advantage  of 
every  opportunity  we  have  to  learn 
more  and  do  more  for  her,  taking 
St.  Paul's  statement  for  our  slogan, 
"I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ 
which  strengtheneth  me." 
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Second  Annual  Youth

not  by  breaking  the  rule,  but  by  training 
and  drilling  ourselves  in  the  use  of  it. 

In  this  superstructure  of  the  Catholic 
Church  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  or¬ 
dained  a  three-fold  ministry  of  Bishops, 
Priests,  and  Deacons,  to  guard  and  hand 
down,  from  generation  to  generation, 
the  faith  which  He  delivered  to  the 
Saints  and  to  impart  His  eternal  life 
which  He  came  to  bring  to  all  mankind. 
We  speak  of  The  Apostolic  Succession. 
Our  Bishops  have  come  in  direct  line 
from  the  Apostles.  The  purpose  of 
Bishops  is  not  merely  to  rule  and  govern 
the  Church,  but  also  to  proclaim  the 
Gospel  and  to  conserve  and  preserve 
the  Priesthood.  When  a  Bishop  lays  his 
hands  on  the  head  of  a  man,  it  is  not  by 
magic  that  the  Holy  Ghost  trickles  down 
to  the  person  who  is  being  ordained. 
Ordination  is  carrying  out  the  mind  and 
purpose  of  the  Church.  Therefore,  in 
any  approach  toward  Christian  unity, 


we  must  ever  bear  in  mind  that  nothing 
permanent  can  be  accomplished  to  this 
end,  unless  we  are  doing  what  the 
Church  intends  us  to  do,  namely,  making 
priests  to  offer  the  Holy  Sacrifice,  to  bring 
forgiveness  of  sins,  to  be  a  shepherd  to 
his  people,  and  to  proclaim  the  truth  as 
it  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

The  Gospel  truth  is  enshrined  in  our 
sacramental  life.  The  Sacraments  are 
the  channels  and  the  means  through 
which  the  grace  of  God  comes  to  us. 
Our  Blessed  Lord  lived  and  worked  in 
the  world  at  a  definite  time  in  history, 
about  two  thousand  years  ago,  but  when 
He  ascended  He  did  not  leave  His 
Church.  He  promised  His  abiding  Pres¬ 
ence  until  His  coming  again.  It  is  the 
Sacraments  that  bring  Our  Lord  to  us 
individually,  here  and  now,  as  really 
and  as  truly  as  He  was  with  those  who 
worshipped  Him  at  Bethlehem,  who 
walked  and  talked  with  Him  on  the  hill¬ 
sides  of  Judea,  who  followed  Him  sor¬ 


rowing  to  Calvary,  who  rejoiced  at  His 
resurrection,  and  were  uplifted  by  His 
triumphant  ascension. 

To  sum  up  what  I  have  tried  to  say 
above,  study  your  Bible  regularly  and 
meditate  thereon.  Be  loyal  to  your 
Prayer  Book  and  the  regular  round  of 
worship  in  your  respective  parishes.  Be 
able  to  give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that 
is  in  you,  with  the  Creed  as  your  rule 
and  guide.  Cooperate  with  your  priest 
in  the  worship,  life,  and  work  of  your 
Church.  Be  diligent  and  regular  in  your 
use  of  the  Sacraments.  And  above  all 
remember  that  all  these  precious  gifts 
are  given  to  you  by  Our  Blessed  Lord 
to  be  held  in  trust  that  you  may  share 
them  with  all  mankind  and  do  your  part 
for  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of  Our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  throughout  the  world, 
until  "righteousness  shall  cover  the  earth 
as  the  waters  cover  the  sea",  and  "the 
kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  become  the 
Kingdom  of  Our  God  and  of  His  Christ".

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Missions  of  the 
Anglican  Communion

This  is 
for  relief  of  the  mission  fields  of  the 
Anglican  Communion  whose  sup¬ 
port  has  been  seriously  affected  by 
war  conditions  and  is  not  to  be 
confused  with  "Bundles  for  Brit¬ 
ain'',  which  is  of  a  more  general 
nature  and  concerning  which  there 
is  a  notice  in  another  part  of  this 
paper.  All  contributions  and  of¬ 
ferings  for  the  missions  of  the  Ang¬ 
lican  Communion  should  be  sent  to 
Mr.  J.  A.  Johnson,  Barker  Hall, 
Michigan  City,  Ind. 


Trinity  Church  of  Fort  Wayne  have  set 
$200  as  their  goal  for  this  year.  Half 
would  go  toward  scholarships  to  Howe 
Summer  Conference,  $50  to  St.  Augus- 
tines  Mission  in  Gary,  and  $50  to  the 
Theological  Fund.  Several  projects  have 
been  suggested  to  help  raise  this  money, 
among  them  being  a  church-wide  Stunt 
Night,  a  theater  party,  a  skating  party, 
and  two  plays  to  be  presented  by  Gam¬ 
ma  Kaps  Organization.

The  Bishop's  Council 
Address 

For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For 
as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall 
all  be  made  alive. 

In  the  midst  of  destruction  and  death,  we 
are  come  together,  in  council  assembled,  to 
bear  our  corporate  witness  to  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  our  L.ord  Jesus  Christ,  first  to  the  glory 
of  God  and  secondly  that  we  may  give  our¬ 
selves  to  the  proclaiming  of  His  life-giving 
salvation  to  men.  Whatever 
we  may  do  here  today  to 
provide  for  the  material 
needs  of  the  Church  or  to 
legislate  for  the  better  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  her  purpose,  let  us 
never  for  one  moment  lose 
sight  of  the  one  great  fact 
that,  in  the  midst  of  a  dis¬ 
rupted  and  distraught  world, 
we  are  here  all  of  us — Bish¬ 
op,  Priests  and  Laymen  alike 
— with  a  united  determina¬ 
tion  and  a  unified  intention 
to  give  praise  to  God  Al¬ 
mighty,  to  express  our  faith 
and  confidence  in  Him  and 
with  penitent  and  contrite 
hearts,  to  preach  the  Gospel 
of  His  Son  our  Lord.  The 
world  is  suffering  today  be¬ 
cause  of  the  loss  of  the  fresh¬ 
ness  of  the  Good  News  of  a  loving  Saviour 
and  most  merciful  Redeemer.  In  the  revolt 
from  erratic  sensational  evangelism,  the  pen¬ 
dulum  has  swung  too  far  and  men  have  be¬ 
come  ashamed  to  show  any  devotion  to 
Jesus  Christ,  with  the  resultant  loss  of  zeal

Plans  for  the  Ninth  Annual  Howe  Confer¬ 
ence  have  been  completed  and  we  earnestly 
look  forward  to  the  most  enthusiastic  con¬ 
ference  in  our  history.

1U  have  all  had  occasion  to 
deplore  the  unhappy  fact  that  so 
large  a  proportion  of  Christian  peo¬ 
ple  are  content  to  live  merely  with¬ 
in  the  pale  of  grace,  without  any 
active  interest  in  following  a  course 
which  would  create  a  wider  mar¬ 
gin  of  safety  in  which  to  carry  on 
the  operations  of  their  spiritual 
lives.  In  short,  they  do  not  seem  to 
have  any  spiritual  ambition.  They 
play  safe  spiritually,  they  keep  out 
of  mortal  sin,  and  are  content 
therewith. 

If  this  is  the  case,  and  I  think  we 
must  acknowledge  that  it  is,  is  it 
because  those  who  are  appointed 
to  stimulate  them,  and  to  give  them 
a  vision  of  higher  things,  have  not 
assumed  as  much  as  they-  should 
that  in  many  souls  lofty  spiritual 
ambitions  lie  dormant,  and  need 
only  to  be  awakened  and  set  in  the 
way  of  activity? 

Experience  has  shown  that  in 
any  group  of  souls  living  in  grace, 
there  are  always  some,  often  in¬ 
deed  many,  who  need  only  to  have 
their  attention  called  to  the  high¬ 
er  way,  and  they  will  rise  swiftly 
and  seek  to  walk  in  it.  Even  a  very 
small  group  of  such  souls  in  any 
parish  would  act  as  a  leaven  which 
in  time  would  fill  the  whole  with 
the  highest  spiritual  dynamics. 

In  the  course  on  mysticism  which 
it  is  purposed  to  give  at  the  confer¬ 
ence  in  June,  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  recall  certain  methods  well  prov¬ 


en  in  the  history  of  the  Church 
which  might  be  used  to  train  souls 
for  the  higher  walks  of  the  king¬ 
dom. 

Many  have  the  idea  that  prayer 
consists  only  in  asking  God  for 
what  we  conceive  we  want.  The 
true  definition  of  prayer  is  that  it 
is  any  loving  communication  be¬ 
tween  the  soul  and  God.  St.  Te¬ 
resa  gives  us  a  beautiful  descrip¬ 
tion  of  prayer.  ''Prayer,''  she  says, 
"is  an  intimate  friendship,  a  fre¬ 
quent  converse,  heart  to  heart, 
with  One  whom  we  know  to  be  our 
Divine  Lover.''  How  to  find  this 
friendship,  how  to  exercise  it,  how 
to  deepen  and  develop  it,  is  the 
work  of  every  Christian. 

There  are  three  principal  modes 
of  prayer — vocal  prayer,  by  which 
we  mean  the  "saying  of  our  pray¬ 
ers;''  meditation,  or  mental  prayer 
in  which  the  soul  chooses  a  sub¬ 
ject  or  perhaps  a  text,  and  spends 
a  certain  time  thinking  it  through. 

The  third  mode  of  prayer  is  con¬ 
templation,  which  has  been  called 
"the  prayer  of  loving  attention  to 
God.''  In  contemplation  one  seeks 
to  love  and  enjoy  God  in  some 
such  way  as  one  might  contem¬ 
plate  a  sunset,  drinking  in  its  beau¬ 
ty  without  attempting  to  analyse  it 
or  rationalize  about  it.  Spiritual 
writers  have  used  certain  analogies 
in  discussing  contemplation.  It  has 
been  compared  to  a  child  lying  at 
peace  in  the  mother's  arms,  happy 
and  content,  rejoicing  in  her  loving 
embrace,  without  any  reasoned 
consideration  of  what  is  going  on. 
Or,  two  friends,  remaining  in  each 
other's  company  for  a  long  period, 
saying  nothing,  only  rejoicing  in 
the  happiness  of  being  together.  It 
is  illustrated  by  the  incident  of  the 
child  who  was  asked  what  she  was 
saying  to  our  Lord  when  she  spent 
an  unusual  time  at  her  prayers.  "I 
was  not  saying  anything  to  Him  at 
all,''  she  replied,  "I  was  just  loving 
Him.” 

Contemplation  is  not,  therefore, 


a  seeking  after  truth  by  ordinary 
mental  study,  but  rather  an  enjoy¬ 
ing  of  the  truth  we  already  pos¬ 
sess,  a  dwelling  upon  it  with  lov¬ 
ing  admiration  and  delight.  Some 
may  think'  that  this  is  an  unusual 
kind  of  prayer,  and  meant  only  for 
specially  called  souls.  But  the 
New  Testament  is  full  of  such 
teaching,  and  seems  to  regard  it  as 
a  normal  manner  of  prayer  for  all 
Christians.  Mary  at  the  feet  of  our 
Lord  in  Bethany,  choosing  "the 
good  part  shall  not  be  taken  from 
her,”  is  the  distinguished  Gospel 
incident  of  this  kind  of  prayer. 
Likewise,  St.  Paul  declaring  that 
"as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God,” 
and,  on  a  higher  plane,  St.  John 
"in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day” 
on  Patmos. 

This  mode  of  prayer  was  com¬ 
monly  practiced  in  the  Church  until 
about  the  sixteenth  century  when, 
under  the  influence  of  the  recently 
founded  Society  of  Jesus,  the  trend 
turned  towards  meditation  of  an 
intellectual  character.  This  trend 
resulted  in  the  notable  achieve¬ 
ment  of  bringing  certain  higher 
forms  of  prayer  out  of  the  cloister 
back  into  the  common  walks  of  life; 
but  it  reversed  the  practice  of  the 
earlier  days  when  contemplation 
was  regarded  by  the  Fathers  and 
teachers  of  the  Church  as  open  to 
all  souls  who  are  lovers  of  God 
and  of  their  fellow-men,  who  keep 
a  guard  over  their  hearts,  and  who 
are  willing  to  endure  the  labour 
necessary  in  order  to  reach  the 
heights. 

Of  course,  much  has  to  be  done 
in  the  way  of  laying  foundations 
for  such  a  life  of  prayer.  The  prac¬ 
ticing  of  asceticism  is  involved,  and 
here  we  must  be  careful  not  to  take 
the  ignorant  popular  idea  of  ascet¬ 
icism  which  thinks  of  it  only  in 
terms  of  stem  subduing  of  t  he 
flesh  with  fasts  and  scourgings 
Webster  defines  asceticism  in  a 
proper  and  scientific  manner  when 
(Continued  on  Page  3) 
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and  enthusiasm  for  our  Holy  Relig¬ 
ion.  The  Sacred  Scriptures  have 
been  torn  to  shreds,  by  that  which 
up  to  recently  has  been  considered 
the  higher  learning  and  superior 
intellectuality  of  the  continent  of 
Europe.  The  Evangelical  school  of 
thought,  whether  it  be  in  our  own 
Church  or  in  Christendom  at  large, 
has  gone,  or  virtually  gone.  In  the 
adjustment  we  have  on  the  one 
hand  an  overemphasis  upon  au¬ 
thoritative  religion  as  the  only 
source  of  spiritual  knowledge  and 
on  the  other  hand  a  liberalism 
which  vaguely  spends  itself  on  ef¬ 
forts  at  social  and  economic  better¬ 
ment,  without  the  power  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  faith  in  God,  Who,  alone  is 
able  to  over-rule  all  human  weak¬ 
nesses  and  failures  for  good. 

In  the  midst  of  this  turmoil  our 
Presiding  Bishop  calls  us,  first,  the 
Bishops,  whom  he  gathered  togeth¬ 
er  in  groups  last  fall,  then  the  pa¬ 
rochial  clergy,  whom  he  reached 
through  their  respective  Bishops 
the  first  of  the  year.  This  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  appeal  to  the  clergy 
to  train  the  proverbial  "faithful 
few"  during  Lent.  Now  during 
Eastertide  there  is  to  be  in  each 
parish  and  mission  a  house-to- 
house  visitation  of  every  Church 
family,  that  each  and  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Church  may  be  urged  to 
answer  the  roll  call  of  "Forward  in 
Service" — service  to  God  and  serv¬ 
ice  to  the  world.  The  plan  that  will 
evolve  for  service  next  year  will 
depend  largely  upon  how  we  re¬ 
spond  to  this  Eastertide  call. 

The  strengthening  and  deepen¬ 
ing  of  personal  religion  must  be 
the  primary  purpose  of  this  spirit¬ 
ual  revival.  From  every  group 
throughout  the  country  that  has  met 
together,  the  knowledge  of  which 
has  come  to  my  attention,  there  has 
come  the  suggestion  of  a  "Rule  of 
Life"  for  each  individual  member 
of  the  Church.  This  Rule  of  Life 
will,  of  course,  vary  with  each  per¬ 
son,  but  should  include  guite  defin¬ 
itely  some  time  each  day  for  pray¬ 
er,  intercession,  meditation,  and 
contemplation.  The  best  time  for 


this  is  in  the  early  hours  of  the 
morning,  if  it  can  be  fitted  into 
one's  day.  In  order  that  all  may 
be  intelligent  Churchmen  and  able 
to  give  a  reason  for  the  faith  that 
is  in  us,  there  should  be  some  time 
for  study  and  reading.  Any  rule 
ought  to  include  regularity  of  wor¬ 
ship  and  the  receiving  of  sacra¬ 
mental  grace.  The  Christian  duty 
as  outlined  on  Page  291  of  the 
Prayer  Book  has  been  quite  gen¬ 
erally  suggested  as  a  good  basis 
upon  which  each  individual  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Church  may  build  his 
rule  of  life.  "My  bounden  duty  is  io 
follow  Christ,  to  worship  God  every 
Sunday  in  His  Church;  and  to  work 
and  pray  and  give  for  the  spread 
of  His  Kingdom." 

However,  while  the  deepening 
and  strengthening  of  our  personal 
religion  is  the  first  step,  it  is  only 
just  the  beginning.  Its  purpose 
must  be  that  we  may  become  fit 
and  strong  to  spread  the  kingdom, 
close  at  hand  in  our  midst  and  far 
and  wide  throughout  the  world, 
and  also  that  we  may  do  our  share 
to  bring  justice  and  peace.  Our 
liturgical  worship,  our  emphasis  up¬ 
on  the  need  of  sacramental  grace, 
our  faith  in  the  creeds  and  tradition 
of  Holy  Church,  all  conserved  for 
us  by  the  apostolic  ministry  or¬ 
dained  by  Christ  Himself,  must  go 
hand  in  hand  with  the  converting 
and  convincing  power  of  the  Good 
News;  that  we  may  praise  God,  not 
only  with  our  lips,  but  in  our  lives, 
by  giving  up  ourselves  to  His  serv¬ 
ice,  and  by  walking  before  Him  in 
holiness  and  righteousness  all  our 
days,  and  that  we  may  lead  others 
so  to  do.  We  must  ever  bear  in 
mind  that  the  mystical  life  which 
is  hid  with  Christ  in  God  must  ever 
be  built  upon  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

The  New  Testament  is  full  of  ref¬ 
erences  to  the  fact  that  Christians 
must  be  witnesses  of  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  and  indeed  the  first  vacancy 
among  the  Apostles  was  filled  by 
St.  Matthias,  who  was  elected  be¬ 
cause  he  had  that  qualification.  We 
are  told  in  the  Holy  Writ  that  there 


is  no  other  name  under  heaven  by 
which  man  can  be  saved  than  that 
of  Jesus,  Who  was  born  and  died 
and  rose  again,  and  St.  Paul,  in  his 
missionary  work  throughout  the 
world,  says,  "I  am  determined  not 
to  know  anything  among  you,  save 
Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified." 
May  the  peace  of  Eastertide  rest 
upon  us  and  may  we  all  go  forth 
from  this  altar  today  with  strength 
to  become  fearless  witnesses  of  the 
Resurrection  of  Him  whose  King¬ 
dom  we  earnestly  desire  to  see  es¬ 
tablished  upon  the  earth. 
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he  says  it  is  the  practice  of  the  the¬ 
ological  virtues  of  faith,  hope  and 
love,  and  of  the  moral  virtues,  and 
of  the  counsels  of  perfection.  This 
definition  shows  asceticism  to  be 
positive,  not  negative.  Its  sole  aim 
is  to  build  up  the  soul  in  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  Christ,  "building  up 
yourselves  on  your  most  holy 
faith,"  as  St.  Jude  exhorts. 

In  order  to  learn  what  this  means, 
certain  study  is  required,  and  it 
can  be  summed  up  in  three  points: 
First,  there  must  be  acquired  some 
knowledge  of  human  nature  and 
psychology.  Second,  there  must  be 
a  study  of  the  methods  and  oper¬ 
ation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through  the 
ages  in  leading  the  souls  of  men. 
And  thirdly,  there  must  be  some 
definite  knowledge  of  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  method  of  those  personal 
powers  of  evil  which  war  against 
the  souls  of  men.  We  must  look 
searchingly  to  see  what  is  the  di¬ 
vine  revelation  concerning  these 
things,  and  also  we  must  inform 
ourselves  of  the  experience  and 
observation  of  the  Christian  cen¬ 
turies  concerning  them. 

The  course  at  Howe  will  attempt 
to  deal  with  these  points,  in  the 
humble  hope  that  both  the  clergy 
and  the  laity  present  may  profit  by 
this  study,  and  find,  perhaps,  a 
more  excellent  way  of  life. 
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The  REV.  LEO  K.  D.  PATTERSON 

St.  James'  Parish,  of  Goshen,  has 
passed  through,  since  her  organi¬ 
zation  in  1859,  the  various  paroch¬ 
ial  vicissitudes  that  attend  the  lives 
of  most  parishes.  She  has  weath¬ 
ered  the  days  well,  and  now  looks 
forward  to  the  eighty-third  year  of 
her  youth  with  great  expectancy. 

It  is  with  no  little  pride  that  this 
congregation  points  to  the  revital¬ 
ized  interest  that  the  parish  has  en¬ 
joyed  during  the  last  few  years. 
Slowly  but  steadily  a  constant 
growth  has  been  appreciatively 
seen,  and  during  the  last  few 
months  the  Presiding  Bishop's  call 
of  "Forward-in-Service"  has  been 
heartily  responded  to. 

First  and  foremost  the  Presiding 
Bishop's  call  has  awakened  that 
true  sense  of  worship  and  personal 
religion  which  is  the  purpose  of 
that  summons.  During  the  Lenten 
Season  the  customary  week-day 
services  for  those  days  were  dou¬ 
bled,  and  if  numbers  can  be  taken 
as  a  criteria  the  parish  enjoyed  the 
largest  attendance  at  these  serv¬ 
ices  that  has  been  recorded  for  the 
Lenten  services  of  the  past  six 
years.  Easter  day  gave  evidence 
of  a  "good  Lent"  in  the  parish,  for 
penitents,  communicants,  and  con¬ 
gregation  almost  equaled  the  high-

est  numbers  recorded,  which  was 
in  1933.  On  Feast  of  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  the  Choral  Eucharist  was  truly 
a  thanksgiving. 

1941  PROGRAM  OF  PARISH 
COMPLETED 

The  present  rector  of  St.  James', 
the  Reverend  Leo  K.  D.  Patterson, 
set  forth  at  the  annual  parish  meet¬ 
ing  a  program  that  he  hoped  to  see 
accomplished  by  the  parish  during 
the  course  of  this  fiscal  year.  This 
program  has  already  been  fulfilled 
in  its  entirety,  and  Father  Patterson 
is  reported  to  have  opened  the  file 
of  "1942-Things  to  be  done." 

There  has  been  a  considerable 
bit  of  repair  work  to  be  done.  The 
organ  needed  a  complete  over¬ 
hauling  (only  three  stops  worked 
and  only  two  octaves  could  be  re¬ 
lied  on);  the  fire  department  had 
insisted  that  the  fuse  box  be  re¬ 
wired  and  certain  other  electrical 
adjustments  made;  some  painting 
and  repairing  about  the  buildings 
had  to  be  done;  the  church  offices 
had  to  be  furnished;  the  well- 
known  ecclesiastical  "glory -holes" 
demanded  attention.  This  has  all 
been  taken  care  of,  and,  what  is 
more,  paid  fori  Along  with  this 
program  a  system  of  keeping  the 
church  buildings  clean  and  in  re¬ 
pair  was  instituted  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  "Building  Superintend¬ 
ent,"  who  lives  up  to  his  title  in 
something  more  than  name. 

Like  all  parishes,  the  Depression 
left  debt  in  its  wake  at  St.  James. 
During  the  past  months  the  mort¬ 
gage  indebtedness  has  been  re¬ 
duced  through  the  transfer  of  cer¬ 
tain  funds,  and  a  program  of  re¬ 
ducing  the  remaining  indebtedness 
instituted.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Parish  Pence  Can  Offering  would 
be  set  aside  for  this  purpose,  and 
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it  is  hoped  that  by  this  means,  and 
others,  the  debt  may  be  lifted  in 
five  years4  time. 

REORGANIZATION  OF  GUILDS 

The  renewed  interest  and  life  in 
the  parish  called  for  the  reorgan¬ 
ization  of  existing  guilds  and  socie¬ 
ties  and  the  organization  of  new 
ones.  The  acolytes  were  the  first 
to  reorganize  themselves  and  to 
start  a  regular  program.  They 
have  cleaned  up  the  basement  of 
the  Parish  House  and  have  in¬ 
stalled  a  pool  table — given  by  a 
local  pool-hall  manager — and  are 
now  working  on  a  plan  to  put  in  a 
work  room,  equipped  with  small 
machine  tools,  where  they  may 
work  at  hobbies.  St.  Vincent's 
Guild  has  asked  to  be  the  host  of 
the  Diocesan  Acolytes  Festival  on 
the  Tuesday  in  Ascension-tide  and 
invites  all  fellow  servers  of  God's 
Altar  to  be  their  guests  on  that  day. 

The  women  of  the  parish  have 
long  been  organized  in  a  guild  un¬ 
der  the  patronage  of  St.  Hilda.  For 
years  this  guild  has  worked  with 
great  constancy  to  keep  the  church 
open  and  in  condition.  In  passing 
it  may  be  remarked  that  they  did 
the  largest  share  in  raising  money 
for  the  repair  of  the  organ.  At  the 
suggestion  of  St.  Hilda's  Guild,  a 
new  society  was  organized  for  the 
professional  and  young  married 
women  of  the  parish. 

This  new  guild  is  called  St.  The¬ 
resa's  and  is  primarily  a  study 
group.  They  have  charge  of  up¬ 
keep  of  the  building.  While  on  the 
ladies,  we  might  add  that  at  this 
writing  plans  are  underway  for  the 
reinstituting  of  the  Woman's  Aux¬ 
iliary.  This  organization  has  not 
been  active  in  the  parish  for  many 
years,  and  like  all  other  parishes 
its  need  is  deeply  felt. 
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St.  Mary's  Altar  Society  is  com¬ 
posed  of  a  small  but  loyal  group 
of  workers  who  have  carried  the 
weighty  job  of  the  care  of  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  and  its  appointments  with 
ease.  The  guild  is  now  engaged 
in  making  a  new  set  of  red  vest¬ 
ments.  There  are  plans  for  further 
work  along  this  line  in  the  future. 
Many  of  the  vestments  need  exten¬ 
sive  repairs  and  replacement.  An 
embroidered  alb,  several  amices, 
and  a  few  smaller  linens  have  just 
been  completed  by  one  of  the 
ladies. 

NEIGHBORING  MISSIONS 

The  Rector  of  St.  James'  Parish  is 
also  priest-in-charge  of  two  near¬ 
by  missions.  Every  Sunday  Father 
Patterson  goes  to  St.  John's,  Bristol, 
and  on  the  second  Sunday  of  the 
month  he  is  at  Trinity  Mission,  Ken- 
dallville.  Both  parishes  are  doing 
splendid  work,  and  Father  Patter¬ 
son  has  great  hopes  for  them.  The 
laity  have  been  exceptionally  well 
organized  by  former  priests  and  the 
work  goes  on  in  both  parishes  with 
but  little  direction  from  the  present 
priest-in-charge.  These  parishes 
can  stand  forth  as  examples  of 
what  consecrated  laymen  and  lay- 
women  can  do  in  keeping  a  parish 
alive.  Kendallville  is  45  miles  from 
Goshen,  and  the  dash  that  the  rec¬ 
tor  of  St.  James'  makes  after  his 
early  service  at  Goshen  to  be  at 
Kendallville  at  nine  o'clock  for  an¬ 
other  celebration  of  the  Holy  Eu¬ 
charist  and  to  preach,  together 
with  the  return  journey  home  in 
time  for  the  late  service,  is  a  sight 
that  state  troopers  are  asked  not  to 
behold.  However,  need  has  been 
expressed  for  more  frequent  serv¬ 
ices  at  Trinity  Mission,  and  Father 
Patterson  hopes  to  find  opportunity 
to  be  there  more  often.  A  parish 
can  only  grow  if  the  altar  is  used. 


THE  FUTURE 

The  future  of  St.  James',  Goshen, 
and  of  the  missions  under  its 
charge,  is  indeed  very  bright.  We 
have  taken  very  seriously  the  call 
of  our  Presiding  Bishop,  and  ear¬ 
nestly  know  that  with  frequent  use 
of  the  sacraments,  much  prayer, 
and  coordinated  and  constant  ef¬ 
fort  we  will  go  ' 'Forward- in-Serv- 
ice"  during  the  years  to  come. 
Already  evidences  of  the  socialized 
Gospel  can  be  seen.  The  rector  is 
unofficially  engaged  in  work  deal¬ 
ing  with  delinquent  youth  and  the 
guidance  of  probationary  cases. 
Individuals  of  the  parish  have  of- 


With  all  the  insolence  of  an  angry 
conqueror  the  leader  of  the  invad¬ 
ing  troops  swaggered  before  the 
humble  little  Christian  church  in 
the  Chinese  town  of  Chuho,  cap¬ 
tured  on  a  Wednesday  in  Holy 
Week  during  a  civil  war. 

'Who  is  the  Christian  minister 
here?"  he  demanded.  A  slim  fig¬ 
ure  in  a  long  blue  gown  at  once 
stepped  boldly  forward.  "I  am," 
he  said.  The  church  was  full  of 
people  who  had  fled  there  for  ref¬ 
uge,  sheltered  by  their  priest,  the 
Rev.  Fung  Mei-ts'en.  He  had  known 
he  would  be  in  great  danger  and 
he  could  have  escaped  before  the 
town  was  taken  but  he  refused  to 
leave  his  flock.  He  was  instantly 
arrested. 

On  Tuesday  in  Easter  Week  he 
was  shot  and  his  body  cast  out  in 
the  marshes.  It  was  recovered  long 
after  and  in  that  primitive  country¬ 
side  where  ancient  superstitions 
still  had  power,  it  was  said  that  his 
heart  had  been  removed  and  eaten 
by  those  who  believed  the  strength 


fered  their  cooperation  in  this 
work  with  the  result  that  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  "Forward-in-Service"  has 
been  amended  to  read  "Forward- 
in-service  -  By  -  Putting  -  the  -  Gospel  - 
in- Action." 

Much  more  could  be  said  of  the 
work  being  done  and  that  will  be 
done.  We  are  deeply  thankful  for 
the  many  blessings  that  have  been 
given  us,  for  the  courage  and 
strength  that  God  has  accorded  us 
in  past  days,  and  we  are  certain 
that  under  His  guidance  we  will 
progress  from  strength  to  strength 
in  the  days  to  come. 

TO  LEAVE 

of  a  strong  man  could  thus  be 
gained. 

This  is  the  letter  Father  Fung 
wrote  from  prison  to  his  bishop  on 
that  Good  Friday: 

"My  Dear  Bishop  Roots: 

"I  write  reverently  to  you  at  this 
time.  I  was  seized  on  the  16th  day 
of  this  month.  The  chairman  said 
to  me,  You  are  a  preacher  of  the 
Gospel  and  therefore  you  are  one 
of  the  corrupt  gentry.  He  would 
not  let  me  plead  my  cause.  They 
have  condemned  me  to  be  shot. 

"I  have  perfect  peace  in  my 
heart.  Bishop,  I  want  you  to  think 
of  me  as  giving  my  life  a  sacrifice 
for  the  sake  of  the  Gospel.  For  my 
aged  father  and  my  wife  and  my 
two  younger  sons,  I  ask  that  you 
take  them  under  your  special  care. 
As  for  the  other  things  I  would  like 
to  tell  you,  I  am  not  given  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

"This  letter  now  knocks  at  your 
door  to  ask  for  your  welfare. 

"Respectfully  presented, 
"Fung  Mei-ts'en."

Urges  Free  Dis¬ 
cussion  About 
World  &  Church 

Convoys  for  Britain,  the  Lend- 
Lease  Bill,  munitions  for  Japan,  food 
for  conquered  Europeans,  consci¬ 
entious  objectors — these  are  some 
of  the  subjects  which  Episcopal¬ 
ians  throughout  the  country  will  be 
discussing  this  summer  under  a 
plan  announced  today  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Henry  St.  George  Tucker, 
Presiding  Bishop. 

The  plan,  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  unusual  ventures  ever  under¬ 
taken  by  a  Church,  is  designed  to 
guide  conversation  of  Church  mem¬ 
bers.  Recognizing  the  probability 
that  talk  everywhere  is  likely  to 
center  on  the  war  in  Europe,  ques¬ 
tions  and  topics  suggested  as  sub¬ 
jects  for  summer  conversation  re¬ 
late  largely  to  the  war. 

"What  are  you  and  your  friends 
and  neighbors  talking  about  this 
summer?"  asks  the  announcement 
of  the  plan,  half  a  million  copies 
of  which  will  be  distributed 
throughout  the  country.  It  adds: 
"The  war?  America's  part  in  the 
war?  Here  are  some  topics  for 
you  to  talk  about  on  the  golf 
course,  at  your  summer  place, 
while  driving  on  vacation  or  at 
home.” 

Then  follows  a  series  of  ques¬ 
tions,  some  of  which  are: 

What  are  the  religious  implica¬ 
tions  of  the  war? 

What  problems  does  the  Church 
face  as  a  result  of  the  war?  What 
problems  is  it  likely  to  face  after 
the  war? 

Has  the  war  had  any  appreci¬ 
able  effect  upon  the  attitude  of 
Americans  toward  the  Church,  es¬ 
pecially  Church  attendance? 

Are  your  own  friends  going  to 
church  more  regularly  today  than 
before  the  war? 

Should  the  Church  take  a  stand 
on  such  subjects  as  the  Lend-Lease 
Bill,  food  for  conquered  European 
nations,  convoys  for  England,  mu¬ 
nitions  to  Japan,  etc.? 

Is  anyone,  for  conscience  sake, 
justified  in  refusing  to  serve  his 
country  in  war? 

What  can  the  Church  do  to 
bring  about  lasting  peace? 

Should  the  Church  put  forward 
a  program  for  social  and  political 
betterment? 


PART  OF  TEN-VEAR  PLAN 
TO  STRENGTHEN  CHURCH 


Striking  boldly  at  churches  which 
"shut  up  shop  and  go  out  of  busi¬ 
ness"  during  the  summer  months, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  St.  George  Tuck¬ 
er,  Presiding  Bishop,  is  urging  ac¬ 
ceptance  by  the  Episcopal  Church 
of  a  summer  program,  making  pro¬ 
vision  both  for  people  who  go 
away  and  people  who  stay  at 
home.  Bishop  Tucker's  feeling  is 
that  people  need  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church  all  the  year  round, 
and  that  too  many  Episcopalians — - 
he  does  not  refer  to  members  of 
other  Churches  —  take  vacations 
from  their  religion  at  the  same  time 
they  take  recreational  vacations. 

As  a  part  of  his  ten-year  plan  for 
strengthening  the  Church,  known 
as  "Forward  in  Service,"  Bishop 
Tucker  recommends  a  program  in¬ 
cluding  some  or  all  of  eleven  top¬ 


ics.  The  program  in  any  parish, 
he  advises,  shall  be  planned  and 
executed  by  a  parish  planning 
group  which  would  meet  informal¬ 
ly  now,  and  all  through  the  summer. 

Summer  services  with  the  whole 
family  in  view  are  suggested,  these 
to  be  short,  with  brief  sermons  and 
congregational  singing.  Home  dis¬ 
cussion  groups  are  to  be  formed, 
vacation  Bible  schools  are  to  be 
organized,  and  special  visits  by  lay 
people  and  the  clergy  are  to  be 
made. 

A  list  of  books  for  summer  read¬ 
ing  is  supplied,  and  daily  medita¬ 
tion  and  Bible  reading  are  urged. 
Representatives  of  parishes  are  ad¬ 
vised  to  attend  summer  schools 
and  conferences,  of  which  there 
are  94  in  the  Episcopal  Church 
this  year.

There  is  a  very  significant  statement 
in  the  splendid  Foreword  which  the 
Presiding  Bishop  as  written  for  Our 
Parish  in  Action.  Bishop  Tucker  says 
that  Christ  "can  lead  only  those  who 
are  in  motion." 

The  first  step  Forward  in  Service  has 
been  to  make  every  member  of  the 
Church  recognize  during  this  past  year 
the  urgency  of  the  need  for  more  vig¬ 
orous  action.  The  next  step  for  going 
Forward  in  Service  is  increased  power. 
This  year  the  emphasis  is  upon  worship 
and  prayer.  "In  worship  we  seek  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  source  of  prayer  .  .  .  Through 
prayer  we  seek  to  have  our  incentive 
strengthened  and  our  power  increased." 

Our  Parish  in  Action  contains  sug¬ 
gestions  for  the  building  up  of  a  real, 
working,  vital  Parish  Program.  The 
experiences  of  other  parishes  and  the 
many  excellent  suggestions  should  not 
be  a  substitute  for  the  parish’s  own 
planning,  but  are  principles  to  follow 
in  working  out  one’s  program. 

For  the  effective  carrying  out  of  the 
program,  a  Planning  Group  or  Parish 
Council  should  be  set  up  in  each  parish. 
This  group  is  not  a  super-government 
or  a  director  of  religious  activities.  It 
should  function  rather  as  a  group  which 
can  evaluate  present  parish  activities; 
draw  up  a  parish  program  and  make 
concrete  plans  for  carrying  it  out;  co¬ 
ordinate  organized  activities;  and  offer 
suggestions  to  the  Vestry  regarding  the 
budget  necessary  for  the  Program. 

The  group  may  be  divided  into 
standing  committees  on  worship  and 
devotion,  education,  social  relations, 
missions,  stewardship,  evangelism,  with 
each  committee  dealing  with  its  subject 
in  relation  to  all  age  groups. 

The  program  is  built  around  the 
basic  things  which  the  Church  ought  to 
be  doing:  Worship,  Study,  Fellowship, 
Work.  To  aid  the  rector  and  Planning 
Group  in  visualizing  and  planning  the 
Parish  Program,  a  chart  has  been  de¬ 
signed  which  is  a  brief  outline  of  the 
program  contained  in  the  book.  As  the 
Forward  in  Service  Parish  Program  is 
developed,  the  progress  is  noted  on  this 
chart  and  eventually  the  chart  should 
give  a  picture  of  the  completed,  func¬ 
tioning  Parish  Program. 

The  suggestions  are  grouped  under 
the  headings  of  Children,  Young  Peo¬ 
ple  (which  includes  Youth  at  College 
and  those  in  America’s  Armed  Forces) , 
and  Adults,  each  with  its  subdivisions 
of  worship,  study,  fellowship,  and 
work.  There  are  also  further  sugges¬ 
tions  for  increasing  the  effectiveness  of 
the  parish  as  a  whole,  in  the  commun¬ 
ity,  in  the  diocese,  and  in  the  world. 

After  reading  Our  Parish  in  Action 
one  does  not  feel,  as  with  the  closing  of 
other  books,  that  one  has  come  to  an

THE  DIOCESE  MUST  RALLY  TO 
REHABILITATE  ST.  ALBAN’S 

To  find  a  country  town  without  an 
Episcopal  Church  is  disappointing,  but 
not  surprising  to  those  who  understand 
the  history  of  our  mid-western  states. 
But  to  find  a  church  building,  all  but 
abandoned,  in  the  midst  of  a  thriving 
urban  area,  is  both  surprising  and  dis¬ 
appointing.  Such  is  the  condition  of 
lovely  St.  Alban’s  Church  in  Indiana 
Harbor. 

The  decline  of  this  once  flourishing 
parish  to  its  present  state  is  sad,  indeed, 
but  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  its  re¬ 
surgence  into  a  fne,  self-supporting  par¬ 
ish  if  it  is  given  the  boost  it  needs. 

East  Chicago-Indiana  Harbor  is  a  sin¬ 
gle  incorporated  city,  but  from  the 
church’s  viewpoint  it  is  two  commun¬ 
ities.  The  Church  of  the  Good  Shep¬ 
herd,  East  Chicago,  carries  on  while  its 
rector  is  absent  in  military  service,  but 
St.  Alban's  must  do  with  such  minis¬ 
trations  as  Good  Shepherd’s  supply  is 
able  to  give. 

East  Chicago-Indiana  Harbor  has  a 
population  of  54,639  people,  living  in 
approximately  12,000  homes.  In  this 
area  there  are  fourteen  Roman  and  for¬ 
ty-six  non-Roman  churches,  including 
our  own  two  churches — 881  persons 
per  church.  There  are  48  industries 
manufacturing  heavy  commodities,  nor¬ 
mally  employing  38,000  workers:  the 
industrial  pay  roll  is  in  excess  of  one 
million  dollars  weekly. 

There  are  in  East  Chicago-Indiana 
Harbor  ten  elementary  public  schools, 
two  public  senior  high  schools,  and  an 
Indiana  University  extension.  There

THIRD  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 
OF  YOUNG  CHURCHMEN 

Held  at  Saint  James  Church,  South  Bend, 
October  24,  25,  26 

The  recent  Youth  Conference  held  at 
Saint  James  Church,  in  South  Bend, 
gave  evidence  of  the  steady  growth,  the 
deep  spirituality  and  real  fellowship 
among  the  Young  Churchmen  of  our 
diocese.  There  were  some  eighty  young 
people  registered  from  ten  parishes  and 
missions.  From  Friday  evening  through 
Sunday  morning  their  enthusiasm  mani¬ 
fested  that  they  have,  indeed,  a  real 
place  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  and  they 
really  "went  to  town." 

Father  Bonnell  Spencer,  O.  H.  C., 
was  the  conference  leader,  and  his  pre¬ 
sentation  of  a  Rule  of  Life  as  based  up¬ 
on  the  Fundamentals  of  the  Faith,  was 
a  real  challenge.  Father  Spencer  said, 
"Young  people  must  surrender  them¬ 
selves  whole-heartedly  to  Jesus,  and  be 
loyal  to  His  leadership.  Therefore,  a 
Rule  of  Life  provides  the  channel  in 
which  individual  devotion  runs  swiftly 
and  truly  to  Christ  the  King.  This  call 
is  that  we  may  live  and  die  in  the  Faith, 
to  work  and  play,  to  rejoice  and  to  sor¬ 
row,  that  the  individual  soul  may  not 
only  be  benefited,  but  that  it  may  help 
others  to  know  the  love  of  God  and  to 
dwell  in  peace  and  unity." 

In  business  session,  the  Young 
Churchmen  adopted  their  new  Consti¬ 
tution,  and  then  proceeded  to  select  a 
new  work-project  for  1941-1942.  It 
was  decided  to  study  the  needs  and  help 
raise  money  for  a  new  church  and  hall 
for  the  Magyar  Mission  in  South  Bend. 
Many  of  the  young  people  visited  Holy 
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TEACHERS’  INSTITUTE  OPENS 


Church  School  Teachers  of  the  South 
Bend  Deanery  gathered  at  St.  Paul’s 
Pro-Cathedral  on  June  8  to  formulate 
plans  for  a  teachers’  institute  to  be 
opened  in  the  fall  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Committee  on  Church  School 
Education  of  the  diocesan  Department 
of  Religious  Education. 

This  first  meeting  was  held  on  Sun¬ 
day,  September  21,  at  4:00  p.m.  in  the 
parish  rooms  of  the  Pro-Cathedral.  A 
general  course  for  all  teachers  is  offered 
on  the  methods  of  education.  For  the 
six  sessions  of  the  institute  the  follow¬ 
ing  lectures  will  be  given:  “Introduction 
to  Materials  and  Methods’’,  “How  to 
Tell  a  Story  and  Lecture”,  “How  to 
Lead  a  Discussion”,  “Visual  Educa¬ 
tion”,  “Expression  Work”,  and  “In¬ 
troduction  to  Worship.”  These  lec¬ 
tures  are  given  by  Father  Patterson,  as¬ 
sisted  by  those  proficient  in  the  various 
phases  of  the  subjects. 

Three  special  courses  are  also  offered : 
“Introduction  to  Church  School  Teach¬ 
ing”,  “Prayer  Book  Fundamentals”, 
and  “Fundamentals  of  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
ture.” 

Similar  institutes  are  being  planned 
for  the  future  in  other  Deaneries  of  the 
Diocese.  Those  interested  should  get 
in  touch  with  Father  Patterson,  who  is 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Church 
School  Education. 
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end,  but  rather  to  a  beginning.  In  the 
interesting  and  helpful  suggestions 
throughout  the  book,  there  is  something 
to  challenge  everyone  and  inspire  the 
youngest  up  to  the  oldest  to  do  some¬ 
thing  to  make  the  parish  a  living  force 
for  good  in  the  world. 

As  Bishop  Tucker  says  in  his  Final 
Word: 

“If  this  is  done  in  all  the  parishes  of 
the  Church  we  may  well  hope  that 
God’s  purpose,  and  not  man’s  fears  and 
greed,  will  be  the  dominant  influence 
in  determining  the  current  of  affairs 
during  the  years  ahead. 

“The  days  are  evil,  but  with  God’s 
help  we  can  redeem  them.  Let  us  begin 
today,  before  it  is  too  late.’’ 

ST.  PAUL’S.  LAPQRTE 

There  is  not  yet  a  settled  population 
of  workers  coming  to  the  large  Ord¬ 
nance  plant  near  LaPorte,  but  within 
the  next  few  months  the  construction 
folk  will  be  leaving  and  the  more  perm¬ 
anent,  operating  people  will  be  coming 
in.  At  present,  only  two  families  have 
been  transferred  to  the  parish,  most  of 
the  new  people  apparently  thinking  of 
their  residence  here  as  but  temporary 
and  their  church  obligations  as  light. 
A  few  have  been  faithful  and  entered 
into  parish  activities.  St.  Paul’s  has 
been  fortunate  in  its  means  of  learning 
about  newcomers,  and  contacts  have 
been  made  by  lay  visitors  as  well  as  by 
the  Rector  in  all  cases.  Houses  are  being 
built,  adjoining  town,  for  four  hundred 
families,  most  of  whom,  presumably, 
are  yet  to  arrive. 


YOUTH  LEADERS’  CONFERENCE 
SPONSORED  BY  THE  GIRLS’ 
FRIENDLY  SOCIETY 


Fifty-five  delegates  from  ten  parishes 
attended  a  Leaders’  Training  Institute, 
sponsored  by  the  Girls’  Friendly  Society 
in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  at 
Gethsemane  Church,  Marion,  over  the 
week-end  of  September  12-14. 

The  program  for  Friday  evening 
centered  around  the  theme,  “Our  Task 
as  Leaders  of  Youth.” 

The  Saturday  morning  session  was 
opened  with  prayers  and  a  meditation 
by  The  Very  Rev.  Russell  R.  Ingersoll. 
A  discussion  on  “Ourselves  as  Leaders 
of  Youth”  followed. 

The  Rev.  James  E.  Foster  spoke  of 
the  way  in  which  the  shifting  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  industrial  area  of  this  dio¬ 
cese  affects  the  personnel  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  in  Gary  and  the  work  of  the 
parish.  For  this  reason  a  large  majority 
of  the  leaders  and  teachers  must  be 
drawn  from  the  youth  of  the  parish. 
His  vivid  picture  of  the  possibilities  for 
work  among  youth  in  the  industrial 
centers  brought  out  clearly  the  vast  op¬ 
portunities  in  this  diocese — the  contrast 
and  extremes  of  work  in  rural  commun¬ 
ities  and  in  industrial  communities. 
These  both  are  at  our  door  if  we  but 
dare  to  accept  the  challenge. 

After  breakfast,  on  Sunday  morning, 
the  question  of  Christian  social  relations 
or  a  community  consciousness  was  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  group,  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Miss  Bertha  Medsker. 

The  leader  told  how  a  parish  com¬ 
mittee  on  Christian  social  relations 
could  function  effectively  and  also  how 
young  people  could  give  vital  expres¬ 
sion  to  their  Christianity  by  being  in¬ 
terested  in  problems  pertaining  to  youth 
in  their  communities. 


ST.  JAMES’,  SOUTH  BEND 


We  were  happy  to  have  with  us  on 
Tuesday  evening,  September  16,  the 
Rev.  Michael  Coleman,  Rector  of  All 
Hallow’s  Church,  Tower  Hill,  London. 
Father  Coleman  spoke  to  us  on  the  war 
and  how  it  is  affecting  the  lives  of  the 
English  churchmen.  He  impressed  up¬ 
on  us  that  the  fires  burning  in  England 
were  not  only  destroying,  but  were  also 
purifying  and  cleansing.  The  offering 
at  the  service  was  given  to  the  Bundles 
for  Britain. 

St.  James’  Church  School  opened  on 
Sunday,  September  21,  at  9:30  a.m., 
instead  of  10:45  a.m.,  as  in  previous 
years.  Every  child  attends  Divine  Wor¬ 
ship  first,  with  his  family,  and  then 
during  the  sermon  the  children  go  to 
their  various  classes.  We  hope  to  teach 
every  person  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book 
and  to  instruct  them  in  the  ceremonial 
of  the  church. 

The  Woman’s  Guild  recently  voted 
to  redecorate  the  Parish  House  and  the 
Church. 

The  people  of  St.  James’  Church 
have  reduced  the  parish  mortgage  to 
about  $7,500.00.  This  means  more 
money  with  which  to  expand  to  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  church.

ST.  JAMES’,  GOSHEN 

Our  parish  is  happy  to  announce  to 
the  Diocese  that  the  mortgage  has  been 
further  reduced  since  the  last  issue  of 
The  Pastoral  Staff  by  a  gift  of  $2,400 
from  Mrs.  Emma  Egbert  in  memory  of 
her  husband.

Our  autumn  work  in  the  Church 
School,  after  the  summer  recess,  opened 
on  Sunday,  September  7.

For  the  even¬ 
ing,  Mrs.  John  R.  King,  former  Pro¬ 
vincial  President  of  the  Girls’  Friendly 
Societies  throughout  our  mid-west,  ad¬ 
dressed  our  local  group  after  Evensong. 
Parents  and  friends  had  also  been  in¬ 
vited.  Light  refreshments  were  served 
after  the  meeting. 
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are  two  main  public  library  buildings 
and  three  branches.  The  city  has  ample 
hospital  accommodations,  parks,  and 
play  grounds. 

Obviously,  here  is  a  community  where 
the  Episcopal  Church  should  be  firmly 
established.  To  promote  the  rebuilding 
of  this  work  is  the  task  to  which  the 
Field  Department  is  devoting  itself  this 
fall. 

When  a  living  body  is  injured,  the 
whole  body  concentrates  on  the  repair 
of  the  wounded  part.  If  a  leg  is  brok¬ 
en,  nervous  system,  heart,  respiration, 
digestion,  all  are  mustered  to  supply  the 
broken  member  with  the  means  of  heal¬ 
ing.  If  a  Diocese  is  a  truly  living  unit 
in  the  Body  of  Christ,  this  process 
should  be  no  less  true  of  its  life.  The 
whole  diocese  ought  to  rally  to  restore 
the  broken  member. 

This  is  what  the  Field  Department 
is  asking  you  to  do  for  St.  Alban’s, 
Indiana  Harbor,  this  fall.  Year  after 
year  the  missions  budget  has  carried  an 
item  of  $3,000  “for  advance  work.’’ 
Perhaps  because  of  its  vagueness  it  has 
been  passed  over.  This  fall  we  are  try¬ 
ing  to  give  you  the  picture  vividly.  If 
a  major  portion  of  this  item  is  sub¬ 
scribed,  the  Bishop  can  establish  a  resi¬ 
dent  priest  at  Indiana  Harbor,  who 
should  be  given  adequate  support  to 
encourage  him  to  throw  his  whole  en¬ 
ergies  into  the  rebuilding  of  that  con¬ 
gregation.  The  whole  Diocese  should 
rally  its  interest,  its  enthusiasm,  its 
prayers  —  for  the  restoration  of  this 
work.  Here  is  a  definite  place  and  time 
to  “work,  pray,  and  give,  for  the 
spread  of  His  kingdom.’’ 

ST.  PAUL’S  PRO-CATHEDRAL, 
MISHAWAKA 

The  mortgage  on  St.  Paul’s  Pro- 
Cathedral,  which  in  past  years  has  been 
reduced  from  time  to  time  to  the  amount 
of  $3,955.37,  which  includes  principle 
and  interest,  was  paid  in  full  on  the 
seventeenth  of  July  from  a  bequest  in 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Grace  E.  Warner. 


PROVINCIAL  YOUTH  CON¬ 
FERENCE 

De  Koven  Foundation,  Racine,  Wis. 

October  16,  17,  18 

James  DeGolier,  of  Elkhart,  Gene¬ 
vieve  Freigy,  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  Ray¬ 
mond  Flood,  of  Michigan  City,  were 
the  delegates  from  the  Diocese  of  North¬ 
ern  Indiana  to  the  Provincial  Youth 
Conference,  held  at  DeKoven  Founda¬ 
tion,  October  16-18.  The  Rev.  Leo 
K.  D.  Patterson,  of  Goshen,  was  the 
adult  advisor  from  this  diocese. 

The  conference  was  planned  to  give 
youth  leaders  of  each  diocese  in  the 
Province  an  opportunity  to  study  the 
United  Youth  Movement,  its  study 
units,  and  its  Rule  of  Life.  All  activ¬ 
ities  of  the  movement  were  considered 
in  three  discussion  groups  on  Worship, 
Study,  and  Action.  Each  discussion 
group  soon  realized  that  one  of  these 
subjects  can  not  be  complete  without 
the  other  two.  To  truly  worship  and 
love  God,  a  person  must  seek  to  know 
God  through  study  and  to  practice  His 
Way  of  Life  through  action. 

Some  of  the  points  brought  out  in 
the  several  discussions  were:  “The  six 
points  of  the  Rule  of  Life  for  the  Youth 
Movement  are  not  new.  When  we 
were  baptized  we  took  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  carrying  out  all  that  is  set  forth 
in  this  Rule  of  Life.  It  is  not  easy  to 
live  up  to:  in  fact,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
live  the  Christian  life.  We  make  it 
more  difficult  by  trying  to  keep  our  re¬ 
sponsibilities  without  God’s  help.  Wor¬ 
ship  is  a  means  of  Grace.  In  this  life 
we  either  have  and  know  God  or  we 
are  faced  with  spiritual  death.  The 
only  way  to  know  God  is  to  come  face 
to  face  with  Him  in  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Saviour  of  the  world.  Studv,  there¬ 
fore,  should  center  around  the  life  and 
teaching  of  Jesus  Christ:  the  growth  of 
that  life  in  the  Church  and  the  work  of 
that  life  through  the  Church.  That 
which  we  believe  makes  us  want  to  go 
out  and  give  it  to  others.  It  is  what 
we  are,  not  what  we  say  or  do  that 
counts.  We  are  channels  through  which 
the  power  of  God  works.  We  can  not 
take  others  over  paths  we  have  not  trod. 
Through  our  belief,  worship,  love  and 
Christian  action  God  shines  in  our  lives 
and  helps  us  to  bring  others  in  contact 
with  the  Light  and  Power  of  God.  This 
world  will  not  be  the  Kingdom  of  God 
until  the  Power  of  God  works  in  each 
individual  and  until  the  Church,  as 
God's  institution,  puts  that  power  into 
real  action.’’ 

The  leaders  were:  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Campbell  Gray,  who  is  the  President  of 
the  Province;  the  Rev.  Harry  L.  Nichol¬ 
son,  chairman  of  the  Provincial  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Christian  Education:  the  Rev. 
Gordon  Galaty,  the  Provincial  Chairman 
of  the  Youth  Commission ;  the  Rev.  Rex 
Wilkes,  of  the  National  Division  of 
Youth:  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Harback,  Rector 
of  St.  Timothy’s  Church,  Detroit, 
Michigan:  the  Rev.  Daniel  Corrigan, 
Rector  of  Zion  Church,  Oconomowog, 
Wisconsin;  and  the  Rev.  W.  O.  Han- 
ner.

TRINITY  CHURCH, 
LOGANSPORT 


An  experiment  in  the  Daily  Vacation 
Church  School  was  successfully  carried 
through  with  the  help  of  Miss  Marie 
Turley,  the  Diocesan  worker.  Because 
it  was  the  first  time  that  the  venture 
had  been  tried  in  the  parish,  the  school 
was  run  for  only  a  week.  Scrapbooks 
based  on  hymn  No.  465  were  made  by 
the  Juniors,  while  the  Upper  School 
made  and  stained  wall  crosses  and  cru¬ 
cifixes.  An  exhibit  of  the  hand  work 
was  made  at  the  closing  session  on  Sun¬ 
day  morning  at  the  time  of  the  late 
service. 

A  number  of  improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  church  property.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year  a  new  carpet  has  been 
laid  in  the  church,  new  pew  hymnals 
and  Prayer  Books  purchased,  and  the 
choir  hymn  books  rebound.  The  ex¬ 
terior  has  been  beautified  by  the  plant¬ 
ing  of  a  number  of  shrubs  about  the 
church  building. 

Plans  are  under  way  for  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  the  centennial  of  the  parish, 
later  in  October.  Services  were  held  in 
Logansport  as  early  at  1835,  but  it  was 
not  until  1841  that  definite  plans  were 
made  for  the  formation  of  the  parish. 
There  had  been  two  buildings  erected 
by  the  congregation,  both  of  them  on 
the  same  location.  The  present  build¬ 
ing  was  constructed  in  1869. 

Mr.  Thomas  Manders,  of  Winne- 
mac,  a  communicant  of  Trinity  and 
donor  of  the  altar  rail,  observed  his 
ninetieth  birthday  on  September  19. 
He  is  the  oldest  communicant  of  Trin¬ 
ity  Church  and  still  is  active  in  his  in¬ 
terest  in  the  parish.  Though  is  eye¬ 
sight  is  failing  somewhat,  he  is  other¬ 
wise  in  excellent  health  and  daily  at¬ 
tends  to  his  duties  in  the  court  house 
at  Winnemac.

HUNGARIAN  MISSION  BADLY 
DAMAGED  BY  STORM 

Trinity  Church,  South  Bend,  has 
been  seriously  damaged  by  the  recent 
rain.  On  Sunday,  October  the  fifth, 
it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  proceed 
with  the  services,  but  Father  Kappes 
and  his  people  were  undaunted.  The 
south  side  of  the  church  had  been  flood¬ 
ed  to  the  extent  that  there  was  water  in 
the  aisles.  The  congregation  was  thank¬ 
ful  for  the  kneelers,  so  that  although 
their  feet  were  in  the  water,  their  knees 
could  be  kept  dry.  This  flood  was  not 
due  to  seepage  through  the  windows, 
but  rather,  due  to  the  breakdown  in  the 
construction  of  the  building.  The  roof 
under  the  eaves  on  the  south  side  has 
leaked  to  the  extent  that  it  necessitated 
removing  the  Stations  of  the  Cross.  In 
other  parts  of  the  church  the  wallpaper 
was  hanging  in  ribbons.  The  joints  in 
the  roof  of  the  church  have  divided  and 
in  two  or  three  places  daylight  can  be 
seen  through.  On  Monday  the  heavy 
rains  again  worked  further  damage. 
The  Bishop,  Father  Kappes,  and  the 
congregation  are  much  disturbed  about 
the  condition  of  the  building. 

The  building  is  simply  a  knocked- 
down,  portable  structure,  delivered  in 
sections,  which  was  erected  over  twenty- 
five  years  ago  as  a  temporary  shelter  for 
the  worship  of  this  congregation.  For 
some  time  it  has  been  inadequate  in  size 
and  it  has  never  been  conducive  to  the 
worship  of  God  in  the  beauty  of  holi¬ 
ness.  The  Sunday  School,  which  has 
had  another  considerable  increase  in  en¬ 
rollment  this  fall,  has  long  ago  over¬ 
flowed  the  church  and  filled  every  room 
in  the  rectory.  For  years  we  have  real¬ 
ized  that  an  adequate  church  and  parish 
hall  should  be  built.  Now  Almighty 
God  in  His  wise  providence  has  brought 
us  face  to  face  with  this  great  need 
which  we  have  been  neglecting. 

We  are,  therefore,  confronted  with 
an  immediate  problem  of  housing  this 
faithful  congregation  until  we  can  solve 
the  larger  problem  of  a  new  church. 
It  would  be  too  bad  to  spend  much 
money  on  bolstering  up  the  old  build¬ 
ing,  the  woodwork  of  which  now  re¬ 
fuses  to  hold  any  nails.  Something 
temporary  will  have  to  be  done.  The 
people  of  Trinity  Church  have  already 
started  a  small  fund  as  a  nest-egg  for 
building  and  the  diocese  must  cooperate 
with  them  in  striving  to  accomplish 
this  purpose  just  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  emergency  is  most  serious.
